' Arthur P’ iilijp, .who, has be'.ili obsenf^, like Drake, Dam- 
pier, and is indebted ti>.ild8 in(;^i^tidUiis services,, fur the 

distinctio/, rank, and i^nini^d which he has enjoyed, was born 
In the pm’ish of AdIhalloVs, lircad Street,* ?a ^e City of London, 
j09 the ^'ith of Ocrober, f738. His pyrents, it is presumed, were 
not"!.! opulent circumstances. Jacob Phillip, his fXther, was a 
native of Frankfort)Jr^Jerpany; andi^ having settled in Kn^and, 
he raoinlained his fahiilyy^and educated Ijii^un, by teaching the 
Languages. His mother, whose maiden' *}a|ne was Elizabeth 
Breach, hSkd aianled> for her first husband, Captain Herbert, 
a collateral descendant of the uyble famHy of Herbert, Earl of 
Pembroke. ^ 

Young Phitfip did ry^t derive the whole of his education from

The ensuing peace of 1763, suspended, for a time, Lieutenant 
Phillip’s professional career. He, consequently, foiiid leisure*to* 
marry, and to settle at Lyiidhurst, in the H^w Fotyest, where he 
amused himself with farming, aftd, like other country genticmer.r

A countrjf life, however, leenis not to have been congenial with 
the wishes of Ijeutenant Phillip; as, wbeil the war took place 
between'- Spain and Portugal, he embrj^sed the opportuRity of 
Offerin&'his services to the latter powen A tender so usefhl was 
teadilj^ aeee|m^ ; and, w'o understand^ his subsequent conduct 
jmd success wert such, *as raised him very high in the estimation 
of the Portuguese Court. ^ - 

LieufcnaVit JPbAlip continued in the service of Portugal, till the 
hostile conduct of^Fran^e, towards Great Britain,'in'the year 
1778, when he returned to his nativu ednntry. Iptelrcst, inclina. 
tion, and duty, were .motives too cogent to be resisted; and, 
though the Portuguese governmeut is said to have greatly regretted 
his departure, it could not but approve the spirit by which he was 
actuated. 

Mr. Phillip was made master and commander in the Basilisk 
fire-ship, on the 2d of September, 1779; an appointment, we 
believe, which an'urdo'l him but little, if any, opportunity of dis¬ 
playing his professional talents. On the 30th oY November, 1781, 
he was promoted to the rank ot post captain, in the Ariadne 
frigate ; and, on the 23d of December following, he was appointed 
to the Europe, of 64 guns. 

During ihe year 1782, Captain Phillip was very actively 
employed ; and, in Janaary, 1783, he sailed with a reinforcement 
lor the East Indies, fits ai rival in India was not sufficiently early 
to allow of his^participating in any of the actions which took place 
just at the cloic of the war; ^ina, the peace having rendered a 
re^actio'ft of onr naval force ip that quarter expedient, he sailed 
for England with Ctynmodore King,* In tlhe first division pf the 
fleet, t at the latter end*of the yqar. The Europe sailed from the 
•eCape, a single shi{), an^,r«ache(l home about the month of 
May, 1734. »

Capt^n 9hi|lip was not ag^n ein]|oyed, till fbe period whiii 
it was dettirgli^ to eie<^ a'8ettlome|t) dit^y by the transpprta- 
tionof/con^mned felons, at New South WalesS* ^he^uadfpn 
d^tfhed to ^frj Into execution the above design, began to 
assemble, irt its apphlnlted rendezvous, the Mother Bank, within 
the isle of Wight, about, tl^e 16th of j^arch, 17S7. This small 
fleet consist^ of the following ships r^HU Majratj's frigate 
8iriut,f Captain John I^anter,:}: atlff his Majcstyls'^med tender 
Supply, commanded by Lieutenant H. L. Bgll; § three store- 
ships, the Golden' Grove, Fishburn^ and Borrowdale, for car. 
rying provisions and stores for two yrars ; ineltplidgetistruments 
of^ husbandry, clotfiiug for the troops gnd convicts, and other 
necessaries;* and .lastly, six transports, f[ the Scarborough, and 
L^y ^enrhjn, from Portsmouth ; the Friendship, and/^harlotte, 
from Plymouth ; the Prince of^Wales, and the Alexander, 'from 
Woolwich. These were to dhrry the convicts, with a detachment 
of marines in each, proportioned, to the nature of the service ;

Of thi^squadron^* Captain Phillip was nominated Commodorey 
with the iuiditional appointment of Gorernor of New South 
Vales. On his^rriral at thp rendezvous,'' he hoisted his pendant 
(Oa board ^he Sirius ; ahd the embarjkation being completed, 
and the time requiring his departure, at day.breah, on the 13th 
oil May, 17>l7,'^he gave\he ^nal to wei^^anchor.” + 

Into th^dclnils pf the .voyage, it would be foreign from our 
pccseut purpose to enter. The Sirius “ anchored off Tencrlffe' 
on the 3d of June crossed the line on the 5th of July,J reached 
IClo de Janeiro on the 5th of August; and'anchored in Table 
Bay, Cape of Good Hope, on the Nth of Octobfer. On the 12th 
ef Novcrr\J)er, she sailed ffom the Cape; and, on the 25th, Com* 
modore Phillip left her, and went oa board of the Supply ; leaving 
Captain Hunter in the Sirins, to foKow with the store-ships, and 
c part of the transports. The Supply reached Botany Bay on 
the ISsh of January, I78S, and the Sirins on thp 20th.”;{; 

Governor Phillip landed at Botany Bay, on the day of his 
ari'ivalv and nn interview "with the natives imm^cdiatrly took 
pJacCf They were all armed, but' on seeing the governor 
approach with signs of friendship, alone and iinarmcd, they 
ntiimed his confidence by^laying down their weapons.” 

Various objections to the forming of a settlement in this Bay 
presenting themselves, Governor Phillip resolved to examine 
Port Jackson, a bay which had been mentioned by Captain Cook 
os immcdiatoly to the north of Botany Bay. ?V ccordingly, on 
tfhe 22d of January, iMicoippaoied by Captain Hunter, and several < 
.other officers,* hu s'ebout for Port Jackson, and arrived there'c^';," 
distavue of about thi;ce leaguc.s-~early in the qfternoon.

the Supply i and, ,on t|^e 26th, th| transports and storeoships, 
attended by the Sirips, linally e'ftcuated Kotany 3a3|^ In jthe 
evening of the lasUmeotioned day, the colours were displayed on 
shore at Port Jackson * and the governor, witft several of hb 
principal officers and others,,assembled round the flag^st&ii^ drank 
, the King's health, and success to the settlement, with all that 
display of form which on such oeff^ions is esteemed propitious,* 
because it enlivens the spirits, and fills tiny imagination wi|^ 
pleasing presages. 

“ Tlie 7th of X^’ebruary, 1788, was the fncmq/'al!leA:lay whUdi 
established a rcgulat form of guvcrnQicnt * 011 ' the coast of New 
South Wales* I'br obvious reasons, all possible solemnity was 
given to the proceedings necessary on this occasion. On a space 
previuu^y cleared, the whole colony was assembled ; tbf militaiy 
drawn up and under arms ; thb convicts stationed apart; an^ near 
the person of the governor those who were to hold the princijial 
offices under *lunv The ro)al comq;is»ion was then read bj 
IVlTr. D. Collins, the judge advocate. this instrument, Arthur 
Phillip was constituted and appointed baptainigeneral and ^ver. 
uor.in-chicf in and over th& territory, calle<l New South Wales; 
extending from'thc north, rn cape, or extremity of Ihe coast, called 
Cape York, in the latitude of 10° 37' to the southern extre- 
Aily of the said territory of New South Wajes, or South Cape, 
in the latitude of 43° 39' S. and of all the country iiilaud*to the 
westward, as far as thu 13d^ degree of eTkst loii^tnde, reckoning 
from the meridian of Greenwich, including all the islands adjacent 

fn the Pacific Ocean, within the latitude, afoiiesaid of 10° 37'S«

after erected upon the sa^d tcrri^jpiy, 01 * i^ny of the said islands. 
The act of Parliament cstahlishpvg the courts Sf judicature was 
next read * and lastly, tli% paients^nder the griat seal, empowering 
the proper persuns'to conivenc anA hold those courts Ivheiievcii the 
ejiigency should rciiuire. The office of liyutenant governor was 
Conferred on Major llo«s, of tjiu marines.* A triple discharge Jf 
muskefry con^uded this part of the ocremon^ ;* after which 
Gorernor Phillip ad'vanc5d,*and addressing first the piivqXo 
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toldlen^ thanked them for|[ their steady good condact on tftrf 
occasion: an honour whicSi ^as repeated to thcm^in the next 
general O-'dert. He <then tunfed to the convictS) and distinctly 
explained to them the nature of their present situation.... 

............'.He particularly noticed the illegal intercourse 

hetircen ihe sexes, as an offence which encouraged a general pro¬ 
fligacy of manners, and was, in several wa^s injurious to society. 
To prevent this, be strongly recommended marriage, and pro- 
irhed every kind tf countenance and assistance to those who, by 
entering into that state, should manifest their willingness to con¬ 
form to ihe laws of niocality and religion. Governor Phillip 
concluded his address, by declaring his earnest desire to promote 
the happiness of all who.were under his government, and to ren¬ 
der the settlement in New South Wales advantageous and honour¬ 
able to his country.—This speech, which was received with 
universal acclamations, terminated the ceremonial peculiar to the 
day. Nor was it altogether without its proper effect; for we 
arc informed, that in the course of the ensuing week, fourtcea 
marriages took place among the convicts. The assembly was now 
dispersed, and the governor proceeded to review the troops on 
the ground cleared for a parade : after wltich, he gave a dinner to 
the oibcers, and the first evening of his government was concluded 
propitiously, in good order and innocent festivity, amidst the 
repetition of wishes for its prosperity* ” * 

To enter farther into the history of the settlement, with the 
early periods of which the public ar>*. already well acquainted, is 
not within our present intention ; partieularly as, in the course 


of the volume, we shall .probably have a more eligible oppor¬ 
tunity of trating the adrairces of the settlers towards a state

Since (hat period, lie has rwt, ivc bplicVe, accepted of any 
command, hat hai lived altogether in retirement. 

On the 1st of J[anyary^ 1301, he vras protntyied to the rank of 
rear-admiral of the blue squadron ; oA the *23(1 of Ap:4lj 1804, he 
was made rear of the white; on the 9th of November, 1805, rear 
of the red; on* the V6*h of October, YSOS, vice oT the white ; 
and, on the 31st of July, 1810, vice of the lyd. ^ *

Taylor, son of John T, Taylor, of Philadel¬ 
phia, second mate of tlv hi ig Retiy, Captain Win, Fountain, a respcctublu 
and decent young man,'af.i r lereiving dagger xvonnds through the nghi 
arm, uiuler the left slionlrltarid on the c.-own of hi^ head, was de.spatclicd 
by a sabre blow above Ins i;ip. 

“ A> the same time, (’oihns,'-an Ainericun ritizen, aiul lately .a rigger 
here, was so ricsjjcrtittly wounded, tiiat he dietl the next I'noiiiing ; many 
other seamen were stahhed ini'J inuinied in a cruel in.tnner. On Friday 
afternoon, the 1.5tii iiiatanr, a r.iunbcr of cajitains and mates of vessels and 
iPamen were proccedii g t;i a body, with the Aineiic.in fl.ig, towards the 
wharf, at which la Franrliise was lying, and a* eoon as they ajpenred from 
the nanow passage w.'nch Icad^ to it, they were ambuscaded and died upon 
by the privateersmen (Voni aloft on the wharf, vvheii one or two cross shots 
xvcrc discharged fiom the privateer. Captain Miiler, of the brig (Jhampiin, 
received a shot tbrongh^iiis h(5ad„rar.d is in a must dangerous situation—at 
'ihe same time a seaniaii bclongru^^o (.'a|)C.ain llawlaiid's vessel was killed. 
An It.ilian, tlic sailing master of one of the vessels, anr^ a Frenchman, fell 
in thVicVicoiurc, and a iirgro^-n board was shut thi'ough the band. *' 

** Tlivj popular indigiintiori*could no longer be“estr.aiiied ; under feelings 
excited to the utmost pitch, ilif alarm 'bell sounded, and the drums beat 
%o aima. ha Franchia^' was boardciK and inniledjutelr towed across the 
river, 'idiere she*^ was fired; oind a great miiiibcr\if seamen were m the act 
_of dismfintiing, and casting oif la Vengeance, when she was boarded by a 
dn^aclnneiit of the S.naniialj v,oluntccr guards. The Mayor of the City soon 
after arrived on , board, and after delivcfring an address to the much 
exasporatod populace, cxhui'iing them to keep the peace, she was com* 
iiiit^cd, with the crew then remainiii" oh boHrd of her, to the protectioj^ 
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of the corps whJi<;h was on board. Iler^nchors having been cut away, an^ 
blmost all tier rigging destfbyed, an #ittcinpt w^s nhade to ryn h^r qn the 
opposite shore,''but it failed, and she drifted to TwiL'g'a tvhnrf, where she 
gt’ounded—the prisoners on board had been previously lauded, and received 
uiider protection of the Jlcpublican Bluss. ^ ' 

“ Sof)n after night, a number of boats’ crews evinced and* expressed 
their determination to carry tfic vessel. A numbep'^ri^ desperate eifurU 
were made by th«ni to i>qard, nnd bhc'waf'defended at tfie point of the 
bayonet uiitif half-past eleven n’cldek ; the assailants had now |>repared 
combustibles, and had set lire to a Petersburgb bodt, within Sd' ^ard^of 
the privateer,, which; when set adrift, could not have passed one side of 
her, white the utmost exertion was required un the oijier to keep off the 
hoarders, * One hour qnd a half having elapsed^ since the corps had been 
promised relief or reinfniscem^nt, not recei>nng any, and having been eight 
hours at their'iKists*,,ex posed to a cold wind and ntju, and seeing no gpssi- 
hilily of saving the vessel from being fired, the attacking party Vas (Tesired 
to drawbolF, and the detachment was discmbiirkod. La VerfeaUce was 
soon, after in flames, and was hurrst t!(} the water’s edge. 

‘‘ VYe have never witnessed more unanimity of feeling than on this 
occasion; the Ainericnn spirit rose superior to yvery other consideration, 
and all seemed liniu\atcd by the same feelings and same wishes. 

The volunteer corps were under arms in ^le city ; iind we have much 
{^ensure in noticing the cuiuluct of Major* IlTlrrisoTi’s hattalioVi of the 2d 
regiment, which* inarched tnjowji as souq as it could be assembled, and 
olfrred its services to the commandant. . • 


“ On Saturday, the IfJth inst, the remains of Taylor and Collins wer* 
interred. Tlie captains of the port acted as *pall-beaters and mourners, 
qnd on this melancholy occasion, ciii/ons of all nmjes joined the procession 
from the exchange, which consisted of nearly 400 persons,* 

*' \Vc sincerely hope that the pence of tisq city will not again be dis¬ 
turbed, and that such wrctclic^as composed the crews of the privateers 
Will not he. allowed- an opportunity of again shedding the blood of out 
Ipitizens, and drawing down Americau vetige|iuca cn tlic-ir hwiUs.”

The Calcutta Hurkarut of August 4i 1810, contains an account of a 
very unfortuimie accident which hiid taken place on board Uw Harriet- 
cartel, Captain Rancsrlcn. The Harriet bad been' some time aground, 
below Fort ^orningtem Point, %uc was floated with the flood-tide, and 
brought to an anchor in tijc Ctiannel. jfust as she was getting oflP the 
bank, the stt^iin on the cilble Lecaine so ex^e,<«ive, ^hat, on the vessel 
giving a'diidden jerk, the body of the capstan was absolutely wrenched 
otA- of its Socket, and firojc'ctcd with extreme violence. The capstan-bars 
were projected ail ways w ith it; and four of the lascars at work, were 
killed on the «>po'r, aiur sixteen, more or less, severely injurcclt Of iho 
latter, the worst cases wer# tzunVeyed to town, and lodged in the General 
H^^spital. Others of the itevS were missing^ who are supposed to have 
been thrown overboard^, by the impetus of the capstan-bars, aud to have 
perisiild iirthc nver. ,

*' There is at present nrre a eingnhir phenomenon. The brig Travellet 
ib just arrivL-d from .S^ierra J,ebnc, anri is owned and eominarided by Paid 
CuffcB, the son of ‘ CulFee,!. a negro slave imported into America. IVt 
mate, and all her crew, art negroes, or the iinincdiatc descendants of 
negroes. Captain Culfce is siLvout 66 years nf age ; has a wife (a negress) 
and six children lis-ing at New Bedford, Massachusetts, of which state ha 
is a citizen. 

“ When Captain Cuffec’s father fivlio had acquired his freedom) died, 
he kfl a family alinosl unprovided for ; but the son laboured bard to sup¬ 
port his mother,'ll is brethren, and his sisters. He hegaii trade in a small 
boat; and after a wlnle aliWust by brinself, built u larger vessel, in which 
he worked some years with assiduity. Having providentially met u person 
capable, and willing to impart some knowledge of navigation, his ideas 
were enlarged,* and vfitli lin> prA^specls he enlarged liis eflbrts to succeed*. 
Happily for hiiii, and his tariilv, his n(iiid received riligious instnictioii 
fruni'the Society of IViends (Quakers), and he attached himself to that 
resectable body, adoptctP-vtlieir dress and language, and is wovv a vc"}' 
^respectable mcnibQr of tliiit cominuiiity, ' 

“ ^Vhen Clarkson’.4 llisto-y of tlie^'Abolition of the Slave Trade fell into 
bis hands, it awakened all the povvers of fi&s mind to the considerntion of 
his^origin, and the duiiefii he owed to his peufplc; and, coupled with the 
sense of duty wiiich iiis i;cligious information had given him, he longed to 
'impart to the negro race the blessings wliich Britiah-Christiaii benevolence 
had been rouscd ,''0 confer on Afiica. This became the ruliug desire of 
his mind. The Directors of the Britisli African iHStituiUoa, liaving heard 
t>f tins singular event; and that Captaiii- Cuflee '(his negroc, and therefore 
jbif favourite name) was about to sail witli bis negro crew, applied to this 
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guveromeAt for a Hj^nce, for his coiutcg to Eugland, hopit^ mncb from hit 
CO'opeFation^^^ instimuentaliiy. -j ‘ 

** ThcV'fi Captain cTuffce felt^for the ATri^n cause, detemthtecl 4iit 
noble mind to furt^o all prospects^ of mercantile profit, even lhe*natarai 
desire tb return to his wife and ebildreii.; add lie came directl^o llnglaad, 
bringing with hini'‘a iaiii\‘» of Sierra* Leone, whose* father (a negro) is of 
considerable property, and in a large wa/of business. Thetaptaiii brot^it 
him from Sierra Leone, at the express wish of the colonists, to learn 
navigation; and it is bqt'jastice to the diligence and intelkct of this young 
man to say, that, in the short voyage to England, he has learned Mtost*sur* 
prisingly fast, and shews that intellccc is by no means oontjrolicd ||y the * 
I'olouLof die skin*, and that the DIacks are woithy of being tbi; brethren of 
the fortunately more cultivated Whites. ' • 

Captain CniFcc is of a very pleasing countennnee, and his physiognomy 
truly interesting'; he is both tall and sto&t, Speaks Kngiidi well, dresses in 
the Quaker style, in a drab-colourcd suit, and wears a large flapped 
white hat.

CaItain George Cox •s.aysjie is a native of ffliode Islanfl ;"his nipther 
resMo' there, but wc eatjier suppose hi* is ai^ Englishman; he ackiiow- 
lcdge.< that ho l|ps beup iii thcvBriiish service, but saj^s he was irnpreved 
into it; be that as it may, he is an honour* as an oflicer, and a nSost active 
one, to any country, lie was not in the habit of giving orders atone, Ibr lie 
always saw tb«t they* were eyecuted, andfmdured the severity of the wea¬ 
ther equally with^tliuse who were under his/ofiimartfl. 41is manner is rough. 
He was a lieuteim^C antilj:hc^quadrun saiieil from Hampton Koads, under 
the commend of 'tiic lata Commodore baiituei Bmoa, wfien Im wat 
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Appointed captain to the coinraodor^’s ship the Prcsidtmt. To en idnd 
of the roughness of his character, ^'e wilt repeat the .folltriing circum^ 
stances :-«Soine gentlemen came on borrd the President to sm trie snilhig- 
master,' tHm Norfolk, who Wl not joined the sliip. It was on a Sunday, 
and he addr^'ssed them as folfows—“ Who are you ? what hruuglit you 
here?---we ate all «t work, and do srot like incunlhranccs”—** We are 
come.to see iht sailing master.^'—** D—n the sailing master, I liave not 
seen him yet, and suppose he won’t come ou hoard until I have done alt 
his work. I sup;)use you havd<'got*A boat alongsule, get 7iito it as fast as 
you*pIease,,BS we have not room for live lumber.” The gentlemen made 
'apar[ey, and remonstrated on the rebuff they had received, but to no 
effect; for Captain Cox told them, ** they need not trouble thetnselveS 
to go to the gangw'ty, for‘there was a gnn-dock port at their service, and 
if they did not obey bi's mandate, he would order a guard of marines to, 
enforce it.” The gentlemen nfadt use of the port, rrad g<Jt into their boat, 
and afterwards published an account of their rencontre ip a Norfolk news* 
•.Cuptajn Cox after this bad many ditliculties to undergo. Com* 
inodure Barron had not joined the ship, and the men had been sev'ercly 
worked both c/ay and night; a spirit of n«ui,iny appeared, and a letter was 
written to Captain Cox, threatening to take possession of the ship, and 
that the crew would then evacuate her, lie, ou this occasion, shewed a 
great presence of mind ; he had ,all hands called on tlic qpartcr-deck, and 
told them that he was aivlire that their labour had been severe : “ But,’' 
said he, "^is there a man amongst you lliat will nut allow 1 have suffered 
as much, and I might say more, for my mind has been agitated as well as 
my body.”—lie then thanked thcih for their exertions, and trusted that, 
during tlie cruise, he vVoitld lie able to compensate them for tfic hardships 
they had undergone, lie concluded by offering a reward for the person 
who had written the letter, which he observed, could not have been done 
by a scapiun, as he must be‘'aware that the duties that were done w'ere 
jieressury. The author of the letter was soon found by the writer, who 
turned informer. He was tricd‘'’l)y a cniirt rnartial, and sentenced to be 
branded in the forehead with the wonl “ Muimy to have his head and 
eye<braivs shaved, to receive 150 lashes round the fleet, and to be towed 
on shore on a grating, s'e^n foremost;—the latter part, in the navy of aU 
countries, is considered the gredftest disgrate.—Hitherto we have spoken 
of Captaiti Cox, as a man of humanity, but liis conduct, • to the sentence 
of this nTlitinccr being carried iikto execution, does* not bear us out; it 
iniglit be a*seose of duty, that actuated him, which, perhaps, might make 
liiin Airgvt the finer sense of feeli/tg, fur 'after the serjeant at arms had 
made the impression on tin/ sufferer’s furejieud, the letters N Y, in the word 
mutiny, v -ere not visible. Ca|>:aiii Cox obliged hiln to 'go down again, 
and apply iiis burning brand to those‘letters. We will not call this inhi^ 
inanity, but a too nice sense of ,^iity; - he was commanding olheer, and 
perhaps too strictly s^w^the sentence carried into execution. On Comnm- 
dore Barron's indisposition,' he was removed to the i&omiiiand of the 
frigate,^^ex, on account of the commodufe wishing to have his brother^ 
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Caplalfi laves Barronp with him* Oo Captain Cox lenvinR tlie President, 
he, was accotnpnijied by tlic good wishes of every officer who had seen any 
E^yicc, and whole of flio crew; ^oroe ynix^siers of midshipmen vreft 
dissatisfied with hini^ for they found it more laborious to go alwt tban to 
measure a yard of rihlnind. lie wns removed from the Essex t/the Vixen 
brig; shq had been a sehooiier, but wa« rigged into a brig at Malta. Soon 
aAer Captain Cox left the President, moby of her crew dei«|^ted to the 
Essex, and afterwards to the Vixen, ull of whom he so far protected as to; 
prevent their receiving ppnisUment. lu»the»year 1805, heteturned in tha 
Vixen to Washington, and has been ever since on half*pay. He is about 
six feet one inch in height, of a small make ; his- countenance goodsand 
impressive, iiis hairriigiit, and is about tliirty>seven years of age.

IIavino on the 2d formed a junction of my'Jdivision with th^t^coe^., 
manded by Lieutenunt i'og, and having Icafned by signals thht an enemy's 
squadrdh was ut anchor between the Isles of Scycruc and Aiclinen, we 
steered towards that spot, and next day discovered the enemy apcliorod 
to the S.Fj. of the isle of Mielmc'ii, a league and a half distant, and consist¬ 
ing of four ships of the line, twu frigates, two brigs, a cutter, and 160 
mcrcliantmen.* AIJ the arnied ships were •placed ^o the S.E. of the con- 
v*oy, to protect them from the flotilln of tfic ^clt. Unc sniall frigate* and 
a cutter were to the N.W. at the distance •bf "half a league iVom l?le ships 
of war. On the c\ciiii)g of tl^c 4th, duriiitj^ the calm, I resolved to artacir 
the convoy on the N.W« side, and at ten o’clock 1 snije-d from the Tsle of 
Ilielmnn, with ••even guu-brigs and ten boats. A dc:id Ciilni lasted llic 
whole night. In about an hour and a quaricl', being within cannon-shot of 

• tiip enemy, the attack coniuicnccd with all possible \igour, and lasted till 
three o'clock ; the cutter had then been sunk; the fiigaEc had lost some of 
her masts, and was on the point of sinking ;,aHd a ps^rt of the convuy wa$ 
very njiicli damaged. The grenades had produced a terrible effect: t\v» 
ships were already on tire; and others would have met the same fate, 

• bad not a wind sprung up from the N. W. •wlucl% in tqii minutes blew 
very fresh. 

Seeing ourselves jilten chased by all tli5 ships of vrar, wc were Obliged to 
(Gtrcat. ordered*fuur^un>brigs of Ounish^nstruction, and ten boats, 
to make off for Hielnian wish the help of^thcirRiArs; while the remaining 
three bri^s, of English construction^ not being able to use their oars from 
the licight of their imtsts, aittempted jo rcacti ianobby tacking. The wind 
freshened, •> thick I'qg camp on, and ^ircveuted,us from seeing the ebnsiog ' 
ships. Convinced'that the enemy did^iot see us, 1 then changed my 
course, steering to the north ; and when agaiA making for land, 1 fougd 
myself unexpectedly cannonaded by an enemy’s brig, which 1 had not 
seen. 41'bis brig having broke our lino, cut off Ivmo guil^bonts commanded 
by IJeutetiants ^uhl and Oldckinc^ and poured injueb a terrible fipe, tl^pC 
fhese two officers l)eiog severely woundcd| and a terrible carnage made

among the cret^s, thepr were obliged to surrenclcT. The fog again favourit/g 
my escape,' I availed myself of it; -but soon received a frmn 0 

fVgun ship, which, from pot percciwog k, I could not avoicf. Scarcely 
escaped f^tn this danger, 1 found tn^aelf under the guns of mnothcr ship 
of the liiteV which poured'hei^ sliot into me, and damaged iny mast and 
eails, I stilt hoped Vo escape by dint of rowing, 4iutf had the misfortune 
to cncount^Si third ship of tnd’ line, whose fire I also received. In this 
^situation, 'filidiiis' myself surrounded with dead and wonpded, betug also 
slightly wuundud myself, I hdd no^'esourcc loft,^.gnd suiyendered. f was 
sent on tyiard the Dictator, wiierc Messrs. Buld and (iideland soon nfter 
SKTricd, severely viroundcd. The Fiiglibh surgeon gives Itopes of their 
recovery. lu the mean while the Cressy succeeded in 'cutting off knottier 
gumhoat.

EKTRfCT rnOM A LETTER, WRITTEN* IN THE REICN OF '.VILLIAM Ilf. 

(Communicated our Correspondent, RoBvn.^ 

And now I must telbyou of the boldness of a French privateer, of 8 ' 
guns, and O.*! mon.Svhieh eamc olT the Needles on Sunday, and put ten men 
into bis boat, whichprowed with o oais, with a mast and a sail, and sent 
them to see what purchase they could rncof with. Accordingly they cumc 
within half a mile of Oowes Road, wliere they lay at anchor several hours, 
and saw the sold'ers ^flipped. Jy the evening they went to the eastward ’ 
of the transports,'where observing a siii^p that Jay about a mile from the 
othersj ai)d bad no soldiers on board, about midnight they rowed on board 
ber, where were two men upbtt deck, who asked them what they Came for 
at that thne of night. Oiic (who spoke vei'y good F.nglish) answered 
^em, they came to look aftcr^some mon, tliat had deserted her^lajcsty's 
service. The two racii''rcplicd, ihcyiwerc in i.cr Majesty’s service, and 
' had ilto men on 'hoard but tltcir own crieW, which were .ix hands: they ihcij 
ordereS candles to be lighted, thtfr they might search the ship. Accordingly 
candles were lighted, and the commander of the boat (who was lieutenant 
of the privateer)^ went down into the ctthiii, where he found the master, 
and immediately draws a* pistol from under his coat, a;'d puts i? to the 
Of the master, tcHing him he was bis‘prisoner; and that if he made 
jtby noise, he was a dead man. At the same time tire Frenchmcii on deck 
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■ecured the ^lip^ ct'ew iu the forecnsile, and spiked the hatches j then 
they rifleij the master's chiht, where .they found*’tvipxt 17 and id pounds in 
money, and took ail Jiiacloaths, &c. Then they cut the cabl^jf add let 
the ship drive to die eastward, with tlic tide, in hopes to have darried her 
ont at St. Helen’s,-into Laiidham bay, .where the prieateer was to meet 
them; but it proving little wind, they fouad*they ^ould not dhrry her off; 
so tliey put their plunder into their boat, and rowed away. Hereupon the* 
master of the slijp furqpd open the cabiiiadoor, and got upon deck and 
released his men; which t3>e privateers men perceiving, (being about day¬ 
break). came back and cut away the bunt, and took away the ensign, ^id 
weut Off. Then the master sdnt up n man, and put up a jack at top-mast 
head, fur a signal of distress. At the same time a Danish ship in her 
Majesty’s, service was couniiig byliiin, and seeing the Signal, sent his boat 
oh board to know what .the matter was; and* lieing told, he took up the 
transport’s boat, and brought the master on board, who immediately rowed 
on hoard the flag, and gave him an accoiii'^ of Ifis misfortujte, 
sently made a signal for the pinnaces to come on board, whiciytbcy did in 
n very little time, and were desgatehed after the French boat, which was 
not got out of sight: so before she could get without the islanc>, soma 
were a-head of her. The enemy’s boat then rowed in for the shore, and 
the crew leap'd out, and ran into the fields^ the piiinace*i men soon fol- 
lawed them, and catch’d four of tlio ten, which arl now in irons on board 
the Triumph. Three or four more were topk'yestcrd.'iy, and I hopg^by this 
the others arc f«und ; one of the first four is an Irishman, and it’s believed 
most of the otfiers are of tlic same nation,’’ *

At idsi one of the prisoners leaped overboard, and 
swam torthe Shoreham, giving the governor ait account, that they were 
re-lived to blow up the ship, with themselves and all tlie prisoners* Upon 
whtrh the governor sent a boat to tell them,' that if they woujid yield, they 
should iiave goott'quarter; whereupon they submitted, and he carried them 
into James Hirer. 'In tins fight the Collector was killed, and about siir 
i»( re killed and wounded. ’ • 

"This pirate had taken, a day or two before, the Indian King, of London, 

ship’df aliO'it 900 hogshea(l.s«of tobacco ; also one Captain Larty, of liOi'i- 
don, who i^ad about 800, a huddred of which they had thrown overboard, 
designing to make use of her: the capfhip was prisoner in this ship. They 
had also taken three sail before they came within the Ctipcs of Virginia, 
one of them the Baltimore, and h-ad she not been thus happily prevented 
b}' the great courage and coitdyct of the governor, nil tiic hiuneward'buuiul 
ships for this season had been in danger of being destroyed, for they 
so tyrarmical, that they had (herten several of those to death whom they 
h.id taken, and burnt and spoiled wliat they made no use of. There ivere 
amongst them 24 that had bccti captains and officers of French privateers 
and Ollier ^iiips ; it is said there were but two Eugiislnued} of NCw Yoik, 
o)' her crew,” „

The situation of the.Lark, upon my gettiiig upon deck, wiiay be 
mure easily conceived than de-scribed*—exposed lo tlie broadsides of tfo 
large arihed dogger •pi-ivnteers!'^ Oti the larboard side, le Commandant, 
mnunriiig 14 four-pounders, her crew 90 men ; ufion tlie sfbrhoard quarter, 
le Catoiioc..oi IQ four>ptmnrlers, and £5'men. The jiti halliards, blocks, 
and iiiu.sc hfail sh'it away, outer und inner halliards of the rnnin-sail, both 
runners and larkles, with two l.>out.s-upon deck, etTcctuaily prevented tho

original copy, lately printed in Holland, and confirmed by unquestionable 
advices sent us in many letters from other parts, representing the worse 
than pagan barbarities done to our reiio,wned brethren, who, for the sake 
of our religion, are made slaves on board the French gallics, and wlio, 
after the mo^t crue^persecution of 15 years, remain glorious confessors pf 
the Protestaht.feligioii, as see in the rnoiirnful instances briefly repre- 
seiTtedin the said original copy ; to wliich, for farther satisfaction, i must 
refer the reader, it being Jndged in my bookseller's bauds* where there is 
likewi^ a faithful translrtion of it printed iq, English. ' 

** Instead of tl^t generosity the French natidn' did formerly value them* 
selves upon, we (tuily see Examples of their^ inhumanity; and those I'ery 
persons whoi were once thought the pieckcst men iu France, are now guilty 
of »n unparalleled cruelty. Their pert^ecution is so dreadful, that nothin^ 
near it was ever lieard Cif, no, nut in the very cruelties acted iu the con¬ 
quest of America : for tiiere the Spaniards ^shewed their fury against a 
nation who werb nltog^ethcr strangers to them, whereas tlie Frei)cb are the 
bqrbarous persecutors of their own cuuiityymen ; nay,'of their very friends, 
au^ so.neliineB of their nearest relations ; so that their crime is certainly 
gfbater than that, thb others; a man ^tmurther^ his own 

father or son, bait a greater guiU upon him than he who kills a private. 
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nan. Jhere is no exaggeration in what we are about, the account ofit 
being a fafihful abstract letters writ by suclimo^r-among whom are seine 
Homan Cot]iulicks,.whn were actoailyspectotofs of those drcadfd! plyects; 
and I myself have seen letters to'the same purpose, writ by Mine of the 
confessors that have undergone the teqrtble biflstitiatjloes i aqi ^ng to Sjicak 
of. Among the several hinds of persecuti^ in (which thc/French have 
shewn themselves exquisitely*well skilled, this is certainly one *of the most 
dreadful. But that the Reader may have aaedea of it, for.iive cannot dulj 
represent the horror of such torments, here is an account of jnord*for 
word, as it is in the aiready>nicaiioned copy. ' 

A poor*naked body is stretched out upon the Coursey ; and soinetimeji 
they compel two of the Protestaqt slaves, frum among the -breihrea 
^appointed to suffer for the same mvtyrdom, to hold the patient fast by the 
hands and feet, to the end^that these coafesSors, being overcome with the 
horror of the sad spectacle, and of the cruel office they are obliged to per- 
form, might apostatize, before they them^lves ^e put to th^saiqp tarim:«; 
and the stoutest Turk in the galley strikes'as hard as he cation that naked 
body, with a rope done over wijlh*picch and tar, and dip’d in the sea. By 
the force of these dreadful blows, the body rebounds above half a foor 
high above the place whereon it is .extended, and falls down again; tlicy 
strike till all the skin and flesh of the b^ck *be torn off to the very ribs, 
* which becomes all of a gore-blood, and oiic enfire wound, to whiph the 
surgeon, instead of a balsam, applies sojnS.salt and vinegar, afj|er having 
opened with^ razor the sores that were not wide enough. One may con¬ 
ceive, blit not describe, how lively and sCnsible are tl)C pains of a wretched 
body, piercefl and torn with stripes, and bathed With vinegar and salt* 
Barbarity itself did never invent any tliing^so terrible and inhiiiiiaiic. ' And 
if mankind does not rise up in indignation against such a horrible usage, 
sure the bowels of humanity and compassion •are perished aniOQg men. 
Instead of *20 or 30 blows, to which are condemned the profligate slaves* 
when they mulinc and rebel against the Service tllsy arc put to, our inno¬ 
cent confessors arc ordercif to receive three or four hundred lasiics with 
a cord, given indeed at several times, because If they were given witiinuc 
intermission, these poor sufferers would* iiriallildlf,die under the torture. 
But us it is, tiiey arc left raur« than ^hal^dcad, withonl skin and flesh Yo 
their bodies, ai^ in that dying condition they.arc carried to*th^ hospital, 
where care is taken to heal their wuundA* But to what intent ? only to 
put thpm ill a conditiun*to endure the same funishiyent again ^ , 

** Ah ! cr.uel mercy! which rescues iqpn front ,-death to expose thebi to 
tormeii ■ a thom-and times worse |lian dying, n after these painful trials 
they are shut up*in dark duii^eiAis, *tis only (o buiy thAn alive; 4)at boVr- 
ever, they look on this sort of burial dS a greet favour. If they dan And no 
help on earth, they wi^ appeal to the tribuqiii of the righteous God above, 
qnii waiting for that dreadfut'day wherein those who shew no mercy shall 
And judgmciift without mercy, our blessed Confessors entreat all men in 
general to have pity on them ^ for this is the cause of human nature.^ But 
particularly tl^y entreat compassions of their brcilireiix of ivbat coodt« 
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tmoif oottotrjr, aod laogimge soever; kings, states, magistrates, peopje, pas* 
flocks, rich and mighty# that every one tvmiRt, in tWir several places 
and stations, <apply Utemsel^es to find out means and, ways of mitigating 
their sorrov.p: nn tlie accountof which the Church eries but—Ail ye that 
pass by, bei^ld, and yee if tlidre be nuy sorrow like unto my sorrow, which 
ia done untoVie, wheretyitb t^ 31 Lord hath addicted me'in the day of his 
fierce anger. \ 

f* They have«for a long time been silent under the severity of their ill 
vsage, or have only whispered their complaints of it. The reason of 
winch may be easily gurst nt. But now their liarbarous persecutors have 
carried things to that extremity, that there Is nothing left them to hope 
or fear; death, wk’cli they most wish, being the next thing those faithful 
servants of God are to expect. The world 'migiit have had a mure metho* 
dical and more moving account 0 / these matters, hut as simplicity of style 
is the most proper way to persuade raeu of one’s sincerity,' so there is 
nothing t^bstracted here, but what is plain matter of fact, delivered without 
art or affectation, and such as may be proved by severtd letters, in which 
there is a lively description of the wonderful temper and submission of 
these holy confessors. And now, before we come to particulars, it may 
not be unproper to tell the reader, that the many facts he is to he acquainted 
with on this .suhject, aix: lil^c to occasion repetitions, how careful soever 
one may he to amid thcib. ' 

“ In the summer l(i93, one ,lt»lpi Soulagc, a inecr youth, of St. Croix, in 
the (’ctciiiios, in the province of Languedoc, who was a slave upon the 
account of religion, on board tlid (jnilant galley, having with constancy 
refused to poll olfhis'V'ap heforo the host, uftcr many instanpos, received 
at first a thousand abuses by woirds, kicks, and blows with a cane, before 
they hruiight him to tiic bastinado. And us the martyr coniiii tied to' refuse 
it with ly.-solutiou, the cnjittiiii, accompanied with utlier olliccrs, and the 
cliajdain, ordered bun to be strip’d stark naked, and to be laid at Ins full 
stretch upon the (’oiirsvy (that is the place on which the oflicers w’alk» 
betwixt the benches of the slavosj, ancl made tlicin give him so cruel u 
bastinado, that the captain, fearing lest his victim should die on the 
spot, ordered them to !ji»*;:bvcf, ssa^ing, ’twas enough.*’

I T ivill be ’n your recollection, and iu that of most of your rcadorjj that, 
daring the present wpr, the French govcrmneiit has, occasionally, 
liberated a few English prisoners, as i./eward for their extraordinary 
exertion^ in the extinguishing'of fires, and vt-rendering other services to 
the cause* of humanity. Th^^ statement whicli I now present you with, 
would sufficiently prove, if proc,f were wanting, that, in rewarding such 
exertions, the British voveriirneiit is by no means disposed to yield Tiie

The stein of la Ville de Lyons, which is fospied in ^ manner very similar 
to her bow, is presented to thuyspoctator. Her gun-deck is Very robmy, 
from her breadth being conlinued very far forward. Her top-side is strait, 

E but she has ii fine water-liiip, and draws vejy litc|c^waiqf. She has si* 
ports on each side, with two stem, and ivao'bowSCTiastirs^ in all, sixteen ■■ 
guns, 94-p(iunders,,the sho’t weigtuug netiily SOlbs.^ Her side posts aie not 
pppiosite^ as in oilier sjiips of war, but -a|% placed alteniately, so as to 
afford room for the guns ta recoil, and bo rc4baded,^ without qpc^stuiiing 
any interruption or inconvenience to the men employed on the opposifb 
side. flavh*g'•neither quarter-deck nor fiJrecastft, and consequently no 
gang-boarc.-, or oiliar cover than a matting, not^ very high •above thoguir-* 
wale, her deck is very much cxpwscd to,jhe carronades and small arms of 
a frb;atc.'s quarter-deck, &c. She is very roughly put togetlter, and qmto 
linlit for any but a tempiitary pui^se, nnd neaj; the shore. 

Her\hree masi^ are nearly at an equal distihuie froSi each other; and 
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•re lovr end smell fir a vessel of Iter dimensions, but suflSmcht for itiM 
fUtliin^ her swiftly, lerg^ or before the wind}; for which pMcpbse,' her 
•hallow draught of water, and the form of her bottom, are adapted. She 
•eems not, however, at all calculated to sail close*bauled.*

JSrtract ^ a Zetier from Colonei Oliver, commanding-in-e^^ at the 
Molucca Isles, to' the C^rt of East-India Pireetots, dated'Ambc^wip 
lb August, 1802 . ' 

“v'lp.AJjl coijcerned toinfbrm yob. that the Bangalor, Captain Lynch, fon which 
ahip'l forwarded the presents for the Rafa of Ball^ton, in the atrc^ht of 
AUas) was v$iecked last May in an unknown shoal, in latitude S3' S. and loa<i« 
gitude 120** 45* E. 11 or 12 leagues to the liorthward of the isle of Mangeray.' 
The captain and eighteen men only out of ninety were saved. I receive the 
■hove particulars from Captapi Lyach,>at Batavia ; whence his letter was dated 
29 May. Tins shoal waji laid ^onu in the old Dutch charts} but has been left 
out eS late years.^* 



The danger so properly recorded by the commanding ufiiccr at' tha 
Moluccas, as above/ is described in a recent publication * of eminent 
authority thus 

*' Jaggers reef#- or l^^galorts sh^al, situated at a considerable distance off the 
■ N.W. part bf Fibres* appears toi*»e in latitude about 7® 40‘ S, although both the 
latitnde-and longitude of jhis dangei’ seem to be very incorrectly known. Tlie 
ship Bangajor. bound from Am|l>>niia toward Allas strqit. stiOck upon ^his shoal 
at 9 P.M., 12 April. 1802: a! anchor was carried r.O'it with a whole cable; but 
£'7in the strepness of'thif coral bank', the anchor appeared only a-peajt, and the- 
ship soon bilged aiid becasie-a wreck. At dBy>lighl,th^aboal found to'extend 
.N«r^n^ S. about g miles, and in breadth 2 miles, dry at low water on the western 
part, with rocks resembling proas under soil, ^f'rom the wreck on the shoal Flore? 
orMangerye bore from S.VV^ to E.S;B. distant 10 ort2 Iwgnes, an island neat; 
Flives forming like a dome S.S.W. 7 or 8 leagues, and an island supposed 
Schiedam N. W.' ’ft yr 10 leagues. This certainly must" have been i^e S.£.

SpiPWRECKS. 


THE.SALDANHi. 


T he most circumAantiat account that wethave received, of the loss of 
the Snidnnha frigate. On the cpast of Ireland, is comprised in the 
follovcing extract from a letter, dated Derrtff Saturday evmingf Decent^ 
*er7, 18tl:— 


** On Satur(biy,^the 80 th ult. the Saldanha frigate, in company with the 
Talbot sloop of war, sailed on a cruise tt\ the westward, from their sta- 
llon in Ij>ughswilly. B^rly on Wednesday^ the ^tfa it blew a gale of 
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^itid, whidi rnct^foed Until evening, when h btcunen violent 
From the hn#wledge thM thcee vessels were off the poast, the wind. N.W. 
blowing directly upon it, much apprehension was euteruined, Thineday 
passed over without any information, but on Friday morning sonm persons 
came up frooi Loughs^illy, nod stated t^iat several piet^l of wreck were 
foand upon the coast, witlfthe mark of Saic^nlia upon the tiinher. 'fliis 
excited great anxiety, but this ewning produced certain inforn^ation of tha 
total loss of the ship, accompanied with tli^tliswfssing iiifornintiun, t^t the 
Talbot had shared the same fate-<-both on shore, and both mere vyrecks,* 
without a single soul having escaped alive. ,• 

" This night an express has anrived, which states, that upwards of two 
hundred of the dead ladies had been cast on shoi'e, amung*wliich was that 
of Captain Pakenham, who was buried this day; he hud* nothing on him 
wh^i taken up, but his sliirt'nml nighucap. You'may judge of the distress 
that so calainitons a circumstance has produced here* Tlic hay they were 
driven in, is called Ballymnstakcr, and is at the entrance of l/)pghswilly. 
The Siddanha was a fine frigate, of 38 guns, commanded by the !ion. Cap-* 
tain Pakcniiam. Tlie Talbot curried iB guns, and was commanded by il>v 
Hon. Captain Jones.*’ 

The intelligence respecting the Talbot fortunately proved erroneous: she 
code out the gale in safety. 

Tllfi HERO, AND THE GIV^SSIIOPPER. 

The losses in the Baltic fleet tbU winter hare been lamentably great and 
distressing. Our limits, nt present, will suffer u| only to specify those whicb 
stand first upon the list of national and individual calamity. 

*We shall first mention the total toss of 11. M. S. Hero, of 74 guns,Cttp- 
tain Newman. On the morning of Cliri8tn)8S>day, On her intended 
return to England, she struck upon the lAak Sttnd, off the Texel, where 
H.M.S. Minotaur was Ipst in the ^illtcr of 1809*10.* The Hero fouii* 
tiered; and her captain, oliicers,'and all her crew, with the exception of 
ei^t, who were washed on shore, perished wkkiher !* Despatches, to this 
effect, were transmitted by Admirpl Foley, cymmander in-cfiief on^the 
Downs station. The Admiral stated, that; he li|id received information of 
this Ihelancbaty calamity havii^ taken place in rj tremendous storm; and 
that such had the violence of tim pile, that t)ie Grasshopper, Captain 
Fansliawe, bbat clean over tb%wreck (..f ,the Hero, aik) went asitnre. The 
sloop Was insiaotly’iaken pw.^sesslon of by the enemy, and the faptain ai^ 
*';ew made prisoners of* wori ^ .

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'Th« Mimiuur of l>oo4bb«r 30/ un^er the da^ of Amstar^ihi, Deceifl- 
'liar 46, presents the Iqlbwing particulars, reladng to the itorwin wMcb the 
Haro lost 

** We have rei^ived frcftn the Taxel details which cannot fail of li>eing 
afflicting 'to humanity, occasioned by a gale of wind, experienced in the 
North Sea. The ships overtaken by this tempest, formedi as itappoars, 
pait of a convoy of more thfn 100 sail, returning from Sweden to England, 
,iaden,'it is believed, with irarlike stores. . 

** At br^lK of day, the 4dth December, after a roost dreadful night, a 
Vrigate, two brigs, and a ship of the line, were perceived at about half a 
league distance from tlio coast of the Tes'eL, - The ship of the line was 
entirely dismasted. , ■ , 

** Two brigs have been> driven upon the coast, where they were wrecked. 
Two brigs belonging to his Majesty, Ond the privateer Furet, saved *iS6 
men from a ship which was shipwrecked, and have brought an English brig 
into the llctder. The captain of tho’Furet declares that he saw a pbip of 
the line, which he believes to be thj^ Herp, .and two brigs perish, without 
it being possible for him to render tfiPdi the least assistance. 

** The men saved from the wreck, add, that ten transports have been 
driven upon the banks of the Texef. The intelltgcnce, in fact, which is 
Received from that i<tland, stutos that it is sarraunded by wrecks. 

** Some thirty men, who gained the island by swimming, were saved." 


THE ST. DEOIWE, AND THE DEFE?ICE. 

The nc^t most calan^itous losses sustained by the Baltic fleet, were those 
•jf.H. M. ships St. George, of 98 guns,’ and Defence, of 74 j tlie former 
commanded by Captain Guion, and bearing the flag of-Admiral Reynolds ; 
the latter commanded Ca^p David Atkins. They were both 
Ntrandcd, on tlie coast of Jutland, on tfie morning of the 24th of Decern- 
her; aud, equally unfortunate as the Hero, their conimanders, oflicers, 
and crews, «.ll perishfd, with the exception of six men belonging to (he 
$c. Gcoigc,< and twelve l^lbnging to tlie Defence. ' 

Particulars of this disaster were, tlausmitted to the Admiralty, liy the 
Danish government; i^d_ the ftillowing account' rppeared in one of the 
Oarish newspapers, unwr tlie date of Co;icp/io^en, JDec, 31,'fBll 

Advice has bien received hereof the English admirHl*a, 9 hlp, St. 
George, of, 98 guns, commanded by Adinir,aj Reynolds^ and the Defence, 
of >74 guns, Captain David Atltiwvf^luivjiig, on I'he mprnihg 6t the 24th 
December, been strapded on the cas^st of the ^arony qf 'Ryssensfeen, in 
the district of RmgkoolAng, The crew of the. first .named ship is said to 
have corisi'rtcd'pf 860 men, and\.l^at^pfiheJast cxclP/iVe of officers. 

In half an hour‘dfter the Defence stpuch^jshc',ivcnt entlrc!l| to pieces, and 
the whole'of the crew were drowned^with the ^exception of five tonmen, 
and one marine, who saved themsekes on pieces of the wreck'.' Tlie body 
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Qf Ciptttin Caiii.6 on shore by the sea* In Ae afternoon of the 

foUenriDg-^yf a part of the George's cabin ^nd'stern ftame^ on which 
a number of people were standing; was perceived fflom 4he shore. A piece 
of the mast being cut away, a number of people got upon it, of whom, it 
is supposed, but very Aivr can have escaped, ai^|he waves and current, 
which ran strong southerly, with the wind a® N.N,,W. VMhed the people 
off it before they Could reach the shore. - * , 

" Some endeavoured to eave themsdves^n a raft,., hut who, according 
to report, had perished. Accounts had likewise been received,. £roin 
lemvig, stating that the St. George was entirely sunk, and only IS men of 
her crew saved. The ship was above SOO fathoms off the shore. • 

** The si* men saved of tlie Defence have, on .examination, 
declared, that tlie first cause of this misfortune was, t^O St. George having 
{pst her masts in a gale of wind when off Lollai^d, in the Belt, and conse* 
qdently whei\ she eame into the North Sea, could not easily be brought 
into stays, or keep, up with the fleet which came' from Wingo, neiir to 
Gottenburgh, on the 16th of this month, and consisted of eight ships of the 
line, vh, the Victory, of 100 guns. Admiral Sauinarez coinmandei^m- 
chief; St. George, of 98 guns, Admiral Reynolds ; Dreadnought, 98 guns; 
Vigo, 74 guns, Admiral Dixon; Cressy, 74 guns; Orion, 74; Hero, 74 ; 
and Defence, 74; besides some other, smaller ships of war, and a fleet of 
about 150 sail of merchant vessels. As^it was jilowing a heavy gale of 
wind, Admiral Saumarez gave orders for the Defence and Cressy to keep 
close to the St. Geoigc; the Hero and some other smaller ship?, w-ere 
directed, as Jie wind was agpinst them, to return back to Wingo, with a 
part of the merchant vessels which had left the other ships of the line, and 
shaped their course for England. The St. George, Defence, and Cressey, 
kept the North Sea five days, in a drcadQilgale from theW.N.W. west 
and south; but, at length, had to combat with a terrible tempest from the 
N.W, until they were lost.”

C'j'.trary to the.stateinent in the Banish paper, the Crcfsy was iipt lost; 
but, with all the otlier ships ./>f war, from the Baltic, slie safely 
reached England. Wo understand, howeve^, that, in Coming from the 
Baltic, llie Cressy could not parry her coufses, aiid was witli ntach|jliifi- 
cully prevented being driven on shore. She had supplied Uic St. George 
with a temporary rudder, made of cable, which’ it was hoped, might have 
answered the purpose of managing her. In coufequcnce of the gale, ’she 
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parted company on the S3d, and lef^ ithf Defence^ Bellatte, atfd Hope, ia 
company with the St. George.* The Creasy broi^ht her pil^ tlje nrhole of 
the wa^, the weather feeing so very boisteroos, die could iiM pot then 
on ehofe. ^ 

In the House of Comnsons*, on the evening of Jan. 1-7, the'Hbn. C. Yorhe, 
First Lord of the A^mitalty, in confequeooe of a questloo fixmi Mr. Whi^ 
bread, , threw considerable light *upoii this inoun^ful subject. The Hero, 
he obtwed, was thp victim o^toue of those erroneous calculations in navi¬ 
gation, w^icb are unavoidable to dangerous seas, and during severe wea¬ 
ther. Tbs n$cers on board that ship conceived, it appears,- that tliey 
wfit« close to the British coast, at the very time when they struck on that 
of.Holland, and. they were lost under circumttences mpleh the stime as the 
Minotaur last winter^ There was a difference in the unfortunate case of 
the St. George and the Defence. Orders had hbea given to the admiral in^ 
the Baltic, not to regard the last convoy homeward-bound, on any account, 
later than the 1st of NoveiPber; but be had a discretionary power to come, 
away sooner)^ if there should »be occasion. Admiral Ileynolds sailed 
accordingly from llano on the 1st of November, but was obliged by gales 
to put back three times, and he Anally wasaot able to leave that anr^orage 
before the middle of November. On the 15th, when in the Belt, the con¬ 
voy met anotltcr heavy gale of wind, jn which a large merchant ship nearly 
broke from her anchors, ^and unl^nppily fell athwart the St. George, which, 
by this accident, was driven ashore, and lost lier rudder, and was forced to 
cut aw/ry her masts. By great eacrtions, however, she was saved, and 
carried to Wingo Sound, where she was refitted as well as circumstances 
would admit, and had jury-masts'set up; after which, in the opinion of tlie 
officere, she was quite capable of the voyage home. Had it' been other¬ 
wise, the admiral %vould Lave slyfred his flag, and would even liave been 
justifled in destroying the ship, and conveying her crew in others to 
England. Two ships of the Hue, the Cressy and Defence, were appointed 
to attend the St. George, and they all sailed on the 17th December, having 
till then been detained by contrary winds, and had qlearcri the Sleeve, 
when, unhappily, a tremendous gale of wind came on from an unfavourable 
point, and, on the morning of the 24th; the lamentable catastroplie of the 
St. George and Defence) utcurrol f the Cressy liaving, witii great difficulty, 
escaped a similaF fate. y ,, 

Nothing could be more honouiCible tr the feelings of Mr. YorLe, than the « 
manner in whkrh he made thdi^. statements. « ' . 

JMr. Whitbread expressed his entire satisfaction at the answer which bad 
Lecq given by the hunourkble geutieinan/iind wa.V|lad that lie had touched 
upon thp sul^ct,, as amidst so heavy a loss it was at leaatisome consoUtioa 
to reflect^ that no censure was Imputable aby where, but that the calamity».

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THE riaiNCE OP WALiSS PACm. 

Tkk subjoined acconot '%f. die loss o£ the Prines of-WiUei Packet) and 
of the fortunate preservation of her orew^ appears to be from thepehoP 
one.of the sufferers !-i* a . * • 

“ Tlie packet Princrof Wales, Captain Proctor, with mails and passen« 
gers from tlie Bahamas ivid Gceat Britain* M’t Port Rojrai on the 8th of 
July, under convoy of his Majesty's scboonerfBarbara, LlcutenantBougla's: 
In the night of the**16th of the same mohth, she lost sigiit of her convoys; 
and about half after one o’cbck A.M. on Friday following (the^th}, hovine ' 
been driven from her course by a strong current, wtiile going at the rate 
of fivojtnd six miles'per hour) she unfortunately got on Saltpond Reef, on 
the south-west side of HeneaguB) oiie of the Rahnme* Isles. The wind 
abating nothing of its violence, she did not stopitjicre, hut passed over two 
other reefs; i^nd, after beating against the rocks for about half an hour^ 
disengaged herself, and once more floated: meanwhile, the sails were taken 
in, and the anchor let out. There being ndw little wind, aniil the night 
somewhdt dark, it was deemed prudpnt, und-r all the circumstances, to 
await the return of day-light. The spectar .a which presented itself lie* 
tween theiiours of four and five was truly awful and sublime. The moon, 
which was seen at intervols through hary clouds, afforded sufficient light to 
discover rucks on every aide, and that all attempts to'extricate the vessel 
from this dangerous situation were rendered abortive. On board, an aw'ful 
silence prevailed, every one dreading lest the n^xt moment should sad/ifice 
US to the fury of the element. , The captaii^ cool and collected, assembled 
the crew, and exhorted them to persevere in their duty and endeavours, 
and we were safe. Signal-guns of distress were fired; and to complete this 
awful scene, the pumps were at work, throwing out mure than two feet 
water per hour, from an increasing leak. The long and anxiously-wished- 
for day at length dawned, but to afford no chftncc of escape, at least for 
the packet. There being no alternative, measures were instantaneously 
planned, and as speedily adopted, for the conveyance of every thing practi- 
cable to the shoie; and this, although uncertain whether an inhabitant was 
%o be found on the island. Amidst the gloom thaShung ov.Y os, a sailor 
aloft descried a house and a flag*staff at some distance. A boat was low* . 

The 
s[!^cie next occupied the attention of all on ooa^d, almost all of which, if 
not all, was saved ; not so*the passengers’ lo'^age, and very little,of the 
provisions^ of which there wa« ^aved not as much as would servo for a * 
week's subsisteivce. - identi<il!y not a life was lost. The leak increased, 
and, beiVi'e the daytctostd, iiulwithstftndiiig every exertion was made) the 
water lose to seven feet >ii the holtf. It was considered no longer safe to 
approach her. Perceiving her, however, the neat morning, with the stern 
fixetbiipon a rock, and bilged, a,Iast effort vyas made with the boats M 
bring away Whut remained, but in vain; no nior^ enuKi hc done. Tents 
were formed of the few satis that were preserved, on the shore, as a ten)- 
porary shelter. Tlie only pcrson'l-esident on the island had it little in hit 
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power to be of service to ust his exertions werop thereforCi feeble, end of 
little or no avail, Finding that vye wese on i|,side of the i^npd where 
there appeared nothing bat reefs and rocks, and where no vessels ever 
appro&ched but such as met with a similar fate, and that vessels passed on 
the west side oiily„ which was accessible, we removed thither to a posi^ 
tion (the house and flag-staff mentioned)|.where *we were likely to be' 
seen, and where we sliould hav% to eiubark. Xlie exertions of the offipers 
and crew of the packet, assisted by the passengers, were very great in 
transporting the specie in boats about sixf miles to^the place of em- 
harkatitm. 

** We were fort^^ate enough, soon after,hoisting the signal of distress, 
to be perceived V schooner Paragon, Knowles, o'f Long Island, then 
passing, which andhored off the spot where wc then were; and in the 
course of the day the Spanish schooner la PerliT, Ppdro Blanco' Casariego, 
master, from Cartbagena bound for Cadiz, put in for a supply of water. 
These tivo vessf'Is afforded accommodation for the witole: Captain Proctor, 
the surgeniv passengers, together with the mails and specie, and some few 
of the crew, embarked on board la perla, and the rest in the Paragon, 
and set sail on the 2Sd for Crooked Irlabd, where we arrived, the former 
about five o'clock P.M. on the e4tb, the latter this day, the 36tb."

The letter of marque, Brilliant Star, Captain John Craft, of 18 guns, 
and 27 men, belonging to Mr. Baily, of Plymouth, waslo^t, on the Black 
Rocks, in the month of November. She sailed from Plymouth for Malta, 
with a cargo of pilchards and biuhher. Her loss appears to have been 
soK.ly owing to her very superier sailing, which much deceived the mariners' 
as to the latitude they were in. In consequence of its having become very 
cloudy and dark nitliiii a few hours previous (o the accident, an extra hand 
was put on the lo«ik-out, where he had pot been long before be saw the 
breakers about half cabie's-lcugth ahead. The ship was going before ihd' 
wind at the tkne, and l/ie man ut the helm was instantly called to, to puV 
. it hard dowp, .wiiich was fmtnediately complied with, when, hy the 
promptness of the hclmsiiianbin doing hit ihtty, they shot by three of these 
dreadful rocks; but the fonrfli and' fuhil one was toe near to be avoided, 
a1id they ran upon It. Al^l^ne crew but one |,ot into the boats, although 
' kite vessel went down in less than a quarter of an hour after she struck ; 
doubts, however, were^entertained for''tlic saf«ty of eight seamen, who got 
mco*the jolly-6oat. The captain, abd the rciiiaining .14, took to the long* 
boat, un which they were for two days ; wht n the Rhin frigate hove in 
sight, and cook them on board, where they remauicd .some time, when the 
cbptain of the Rhin ordered, titem to be p>itoii hoard a «chooner, bouad to 
London, wbick vd^sel tl^ey left a few hours after in the Channel, in a gale; 
tjtey again took to their boat, and arrived ivt Plymouth the next morning.

I T was the opinion of Sir Isaac Newton, that the Comets in our system 
amounted to about 21 !n number, moving in all sorts of directions. 
Of these, the periods of three only were supposed to be known to any degree 
of certainty: the first ot them ^as supposed to return, so as to be visible 
to the inhabitants of the earth, every 75th year ; the second every 129th 
year* and the in no less a term than 575 years.* » 

Experience, however, seems te have proved, that the real number, thougli 
nut known, is fur greater. Professor Vince observes, that> according to 
the best accounts, from the beginning of our era, about 5U0 comets have 
appeared ; and, prior to that cihie, about 100 others.t 

Having, in the preceding volume, presented an outline of the more 
generally rtceivcd theories ielating to comets, it is our intention, before nc 
record the t>bsurv<itiuns wlticl^have been made upon the comet of 1011, to

that light» not heat, and that heat iu not lights Ex{)eriena3 (eadiea df 
that different quantities of,heat are produced by the same cause, according 
to the medium on which it operates, that the particular aptitude of any 
body to be h^tedtis nearly as the elasticity of that body, or the cohesion 
of its parts, and that whatever produces a trcmulaus motion in the particles 
of any body, excites beat in dint body, and versa, whatever excites 
heat produces a tremulous motion in the particles of the body. In the 
5ve methods enumerated by pliilbsophers by which heat is produced, viz. 
by attrition, by chemical mixture, by fermentation, by inflammation, and 
Ey the suit, the heat depends on the tremulous or vibratory motion, which 
^y one means or another is excited in the particles Of the heated body. 
I proceed to appl} this theory of the generation of heat to the purpose of 
proving that comets may^be 6i for the residence of (material) intelligent 
creatures. 


The more plainly fo illustrate the manner in which this theory may be 
employed, \o shew how coine.^ may be habitable globes, it may be proper 
to apply it in accounting for a fact which comes under human observation. 
Within the torrid zone a person feels extreme heat at the foot of a high 
mountain, at the top of Hvliich the air is always in a freezing state. At 
the foot of the mountain, the air,, which is a very elastic substance, being 
much compressed, i. q. the piarticlcs of it being brought very near tu one 
another by the weight of the incuuibcnt atmosphere, is there capable of 
receiving a greater degree' of tremnitius niotinn from the impulse of the 
sun*s ru^s, and erf thereby exciting the sensations of great (lent in a human 
body { whereas the air at the top of the mountain being not so compressed, 
but the particles of it, in consequence of its elasticity, and the small degree 
of pressure from above to counteract tliat elasticity, being much farther 
removed from one another, is capahh: of receiving a proportionably less, 
tlegree of tremulous motion from the impulse of the sun's rays; uiul there¬ 
fore in that situation the person feels no heat, but extreme cold, and in a 
short time would be frozen to death. In Jlhe latter situation, however, th.e 
persons might be miles nearer to the sun than in the fcrmcr. This fact thru 
serves to sl^w that hc<(t does not depend on the distance iilone of a hodp 
from the sun^^ but partly, 'at* l^nst, if not principally, on tiio qitantity ami 
depth of die clastic nicdiuin pit which itf rays fall, and which they put into 
A vibratory motion ; if we k^p this observation in o\ir minds, wc sliall^'Cc 
how this theory of tlie genif ation of heat may,serve to explain Viow comets 


may lie no inconvenient places of rcsiflence for such creatures as arc heforn 
moiuionod. Dr. llers^chell also assists very ^rcible reasons for cone hiding 
Vliat the ojiinion coiiiinonly received of tlie sun’s being a body of rt ul lii'c is 
fiitilcaml erroneous.

“ The hciglit tlie atmosphere of a comet Is frequently eight Of 10,000 
railcs, whilst that of tKe aimosplicre of’.llie earth is hardly supposcil to 
exceed 00 or 70. Thg particles of lhis*alpiospherf, much more than 100 
tiujes ns liig'i as ours, may also be smaller, more subtle imd elastic, anii

(Duch raorf etsily heated thag the particles of our at^)n^pllerc; whence ilio 
null’s rays may be able' Co agitate and warm suchaf anlinbpiiere^ compre&bed 
togetlier by the weight of eight or 10,000 miles at a distance from the sun, 
111 vvhicli we, having over us an atmosphere of,o&ly 60 or JO miles, should 
feel the most extremb cold.. It is observable, that as a cumet moves 
towards the sun it acquires^ a tail, which inci^ases its. length the nearer the 
comet conics to the sun, and is longest when the comet is nearest to it. 
This tail I suppose tc.*consistof a quantity of the comet’s atinospheie, driven, 
behind it by the impelling force of ilie sun's rays, which force, in r’cgions 
near the sun, must be great. In proportion as the tuii, cnii<ji»ring of the 
atmosphere of the coihct, lengthens hc-hind it, the qiumtity of the same 
atmosphere, on the side turned towards the sun, groves lest? and less, and is 
least when tite comet is ncurost the sun. As, on tlicside turned towards tlic 
sun, the quantity of atmosphere continually decreases the nearer the comet 
approaches the sun, and again continually increases^the fiirther it recedes 
from it, there may be always so much of it oi? that siilc us is siid/Cient, by 
Ccing put into a libratory motion by the action of the sun’s rays upon it, 
for the purpose of keeping up a proper degree of heat in rlie bodies of the; 
inhabitants in every part of the mbit which thetcoriict ciesciibcs. TIius 
does this hypothesis concerning the manner in wlucli heat is generated, 
ciKtblc us to conceive how a comet may be lil.^ the cnvth, inhabited by ru- 
liouitl beings, who may never sillier any destructive extreme of heat or cold,' 
but enjoy, like us, a cumforuibie cxisience, ’ * 

“ The luminoifs appearance of the tail of a cornet is accounted for bv ob¬ 
serving, that, every particle near the surface of the iiomcnse siream of air 
which is driven bjhiiiil it by the impelling force of the sun's rays, most he 
ciiiighteiieJ by the refraction and reflection of those rays, and hciice exhibit 
^ic faint appearance of a blaze. 

“ The comet discovered in the inontli of September, 1807, was the mdat 
beautiful that had been seen for thirty years. Its nucleus appeared like a 
star of the first or second magnitude, but its Jiglit paler; its tail not very ex¬ 
tensive, only a few degrees. Its lig/it, liowever, and that of its nucleus, very 
.'taking. Itsinution one degree per day towards the i.^>rtli, and li-lher more 
than one degree towards the cast. It was ^Ibi^oi.inlcd’by a nebulosity of 
about six minutes diameter, and iia^ a tad of aiiout a degree and a half in 
iensth. This reseiu)>rcd none of the orhhii of a!iy cumet observed Wfoie. 

It passed its ^‘rihcliun the I0c|i of September.” f

lieutenant Moberty, senior lieutenant, states, that on the 16th instant, 
while cruizing off the coast of America, CUpc* Charles bearing west, 54 
miles, at 11 A.M. saw a strange sail;—that sheVas u lugger was reported 
from the mast-head, on the starboard beam; we then steering iiS.W. the 
'wind aft, or n little on the starboard quarter; on whit^i, took in our stud- 
rding'Sails, and hauled onr wind fbr her on the starboard tack—shortly 
after made her out to be a ship. At SO* past 2, P.M. having then made 
out the chase to be a frigate, with a Commodore’s broad pendant Oying, 
being then about six miles, and not liaving answered any of our private 
signals, viz. 275, private*signal, and our number, <'oncluded her to be ,tht- 
American fiigate United States; shewed our colours, and steered our course 
south. Set studding tails at five o’clock—observed the frigate make all 
sail, and to keep more away for us: at seven, found she was gaining on us 
fast. Captain Bingham then thinking it best to spouk ber before dark, 
shortened sail, and hovc-to, colours up: wc then making out her stars ui 
her broad pendant, beat to quarters, and got all clear for action a soconii 
time, having beat before at two P.M. donhie shotted and duuhli; hreachcii 
the guns. At 50 ijast se/cn, observed the frigate to have shortenetf 
sails to top-sails, top>gullaiil«sails, and jib, and .‘'tiindnig down n.i d 
with an intention of passing under our stern; wore twire ti evade thi^. 
Captain Bingham hailed, and was not answered; wore again, to dost to 
us, on the l.irboard beam. Captain Bingham hailed l|ie ship 
which was repeated wuid fur word by tiic frigate: Capl:iin Bing!>:iui asked 
what ship that was, which iVas also repealed as before; and a >king :i 
occond time, was answered by a broadside. Captain Ihiigham wu.^ ihei. 
standing on the trudship-gun; junipcd off, and gave ordeis to fiie, vvhich 
was dune in less than a .nunulc after her first fire, wc b( ing quite road 
guns pointed; and continued firing for about an liour, w hen the frigate ceased 
firing, and hailed ns to know what ship this was. Capt. Bingham misworcii 
“ His Msfjesty’- &hip\.ittlq IJdt,” seveiul times, before he iindorstuod tr.. 
He then ashed if our colours were down ; “ Aw was Caplain Bingiiam’? 
aiisweu Captain B. thcn(hailcd to know what ship that was; and was 
answered, the United -Spates frigUte,—the imme wtf could not underifiand. 
In the mean time the frigate had filled, .md ^vas standing from us—a short 
time after lost sigh^ of her—hovc-to for the night, having no sail to set. 
At dav'liglit, saw a sail (owindwaid; if.ade her out to be the .>-v.me 
-thp wc had engaged. At six she boic up for ns udder easy sail; at eight 
she''passed within hail, asked permission to send a boat on hoard, whicis 
was granted; boat caf\ie on hoard, staid ten minutes, then returned; 
understood the frigate tube the rresidcnt, belonging to the United' 
Commodore* Rogers ;• observed the President to fill aud stand on, ou the 
starboard tack, under bur tup-sad. * 

Lieutenant Thomas lA'vell sf ttes, tfiat on the iCth of May, ISII, at 
efeven A.M* saw. a strange sail from',the mast-head, which was reported t» 
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be -A lugger, Iiaviiig her main-top-gallant>snil handed, fore and miren set; 
^ve were Ih^n going. ncarJ)> before the wind; turned the hands up, took 
in studding-sails, and made sail in chase on die starbunrd-tack; at SO 
past one, observed her to be a frigate; made the private signal, our num¬ 
ber also 27S, neither, of which she answered; observing her to bare a 
blue broad pendant at her* mAst head, at two svore ship and steered our 
course south, hoisted our'colours; obseneil her to be in chase of us; sup¬ 
posed her to be an American frigate; cl(!.*|red ship for action; at fiv.c beat 
to quarters a second time, double shotted the guns, snd double bleached 
those that were bad; at 30 past seven, shortened sail, and hove-to, as she, 
was coming up with^us very fast; hoisted our colours; obser\’ed the stars 
in her brtmd pendant; wore ship three or four times, to prevent his pitssing 
under our stern, which he evidently intended; at eight hailed her, when on

at ucr^ (‘Diiliniied firing about an hour,* when she censed, and hailed us, 

‘‘What ship that I” Cn[)taiii Bingham replied, “ ilU Majesty’s ship Lifje 
Belt!’’ several times before he understood us^ he then asked what sliip 
that was- they* answered “the United States frigaic"—the name we did

at ten minutes past o’clock, P.M. (,'aptaiii Bingham haded the 

ttran;!er twice, very loudly, bin received no answer: about live iinnures 
after, Ciptaiu Bingbdm again hailed,.and was answered from I'ric frigate,

But we go much farther than this; fur \%e have now also inserted 
the depositions of two seaman—tiie one an Americati,,wc believe, and the 
Other at. Englishman,<—who were on board the President at the time of 
the action, and who swear that the first sliot was discharged from their 
ship: to this testimony we solicit proper 'regard. Nur does England’s 
excess of evident;© over that of America rest even here; for we have 
long ago seen Captain Bipgliam's iiistiiictiuns,,charging him to treat the 
citizens of the United S'tiite.s with <he utmost respect; while Amcrida 
has hitherto studiously concealed the instiuctrons under which Commodore 
Rodgers sailed. • 

According to the deposition of one of these seamen, the first rhot was ' 
fired by accident; than which nothing is more likely among inexperienced 
persons: and how strongly riocs this confirm tlic ofiinion of the agitation 
which must have prevailed on board a vessel, manned by maiiners who 
had never lieioic bceii ’n actiop ! 

•But to i< car lo another topic, no less essential to the dispute than firing 
tlie»firsl shot. A gun may, as »e li.ive scon, gn oil'and do mischief by 
accident: but a threatening positi.m cannot be assumed but by inrention. 
Who, (lien, intentionally Jirst put himself in a posture of offence? Coiiuiiu- 
dore Rodgers, clearly, by Ins own acknowledgment, and Cafitaia Binglinin’s 
assertion, supported by the eydcnce of his officers at Halifax. These arc 
the words of the tw'o Captains, speaking at the same moment of lime;— 
“ B^ his manner of steering down, he evidently wished to lay his ship in a 
position for raking, which I frustrated by wearinE three limes .”—(Vide 
Captain Bingham's Letter^ and the evidence of all his officers to the same 
effect.) 

What sajs CommodAre Rodgers to this?—“ At fifteen miiuucs pasit 
eight, I directed CaptAin Lud{o\( to take a position to windward qflnr, and 
(m the same (hek, within short '•peaking d^istance: this, however, the master 
of the chase appeared, from Ins manquvres, amrious to ^nrevent; as he wqre* 
and hauled by the wind oif^liflcrcnt tacks, fuui; tihics successively, between 
, this period and the time of our nVriviiig ut the position which I luid tir(Jert>d 
to he taken.”—(CoiwMbdorc Riidgcr»s Letter .)—Why did Cmnniodore 
Rotters assume this position? 'J'a speak lo us. But, wliy did he wish to 
speak to us, to windward upon the saine tack, or, io other words, iu the 
most fonnidiiblc position fur raking us; and that, too, after he saw that 
wc had three or four cimt's avoided suflering him to do it? Let him. or 
any one else fj^r Iptn, nuswef that. 

We again request attention to the depositions of the two seamen, partt- 
•ficularly iliat taken at Halifax. It is cyidcnce of much more than the 
mere commencement of the action. The fitting out of the President—the 
arrival of Coiumoddrc Rodgers on board—the taking in bf slipt and wads— 
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all these poinls, we fear, argue ** a foregone determinationbut still, if 
America be1:ontent to disai^w the act, perhaps it wOuld be more politic in 
us to believe, or seem to Ibelieve, her assurance.^ 


NAVAL HISTORY PF THE PRESENT YEAR, 1811-1812. 

(December — January.) 

REtROSPECtIVE and MISCELLANEOUS. 


G reat expectations arc‘again entertained, of a rupture between 
France and Russia.—Sweden has assumed a very ijostiie aspect, and, 
certainly, is not uii amicable terms with France. The reigning Sovereign 
Mis ordered an army of d(),000 men to be emhod?cd, for the defence^ as it is 
alleged, of the country.—Some of the recent proceedings of the American 
Senate breathe n more than ordinarily viplcnt ‘^nd vvar-di!>poscd spirit 
' against England. ' 

On the 19th of .Tanuary, Government received despatches from the 
Mauritius, containing the intelligence, that, in consequence of the farthcr 
operations of the British troops under JjeiU(‘nnnt.gcueral Sir S. Auchrnutv, 
General Jansen, and the remainder of the j'rcnch /prees in the Island of 
Java, had capitulated on the 17th of September, and that by a treat) 
signed tbq^^same day, all the couiiliy eastward of Sainarang (not previuasly 
subject to the British arms) bad been surrendered to his Majesty.—All the 
positions, occupied by the Gallo-Batavian army, fell in succession on the 
approach of our frigates, and the landing of seamen and marines; and 
■after a few slight skirmishes, Jansen capitylated, with the whole of his 
, Frenchmen, as prisoners of ivar. Several waggon loads of rnotipy were 
taken, and n vast quantity of colFeo, pepper, and -^liices. Our lo^s is I'cry 
trilling, but sickness Itad made its appt-ar.mce among the troops, and parti¬ 
cularly the marines, \\ho were actively employed on shure.

The Conquestudor, and Piercer gun-brig, Were under weigh near the scen^ 
of action, and witnessed every part of it, without being able to give our 
noble fellows the' least assistance. Soon afterwards the weather moderated, 
when a £ag of truce was sent ipto the French comnio(f(#q (Jacobs), to re¬ 
quest tliat he would aOow clothes, &c. to he sent to the prisoners, and give 
iiifoisTtption as to thcvniimber of men kille<l and woundqd. Tlie commodore 
politely replied, that he had no objection to the clothes, &c. being sent, 
(,and was Imppy to say that no more than four or five had fallen, amongst 
wlioin was a ituister's mate, commanding one of tlx^ boats. He, at the 
same time, expressed his astonishment thnt so few sboulit have fallenand 
intiiiiiUed that the prisoners were in the hands^of Frenchmen, whO'Would 
treat them well, i i coiispqueiico of the determined bravery they had exhi¬ 
bited. Llc'.itt naiit btnckpole wag usqertniiied to he well on the 30th» three 
days afur^lliii implci.. ant aft'tiir, the result of which must be ascribed 
solely to t!ic wind frustrating tlm design in view. A subscription was

I have the honour to inform you, that H. M. S. under my command, this 
morning;, attacked *eb!^ •of the enemy's gun^vesscU, ferrying each ano 
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•ightten-pounder, and thirty men*' moored under the walli of a strong (ortf 
near the town of Possitano, in the Gn If of Salerno 2 the Infperieuse was 
anchored about eleven o’clock, within range of grape, and in a few minutes 
the enemy were driven from their guns, and one of the gun-bcmts was sunk. 
It, however, be^^mc absoFutely necessary to get possession of the fort, the 
^re of wliich, though silenced, yet (from its heing.regalarly walled round 
on all sides) the ship could no^ dislodge the uildiers and those of the vessel's 
crews who had made their escape on shore and token shelter in'it; the 
aarines and a party of the seamen vrere therefore landed, and, led on by 
.the first lieutenant, Eaton Travers, and Lieutenantr Pipon, of the royaJ 
marines, forced their wav into the battery in the most gallant style, under 
a very heavy fire of musketry, obliging more than treble their numbers to 
fiy rn all directions, leaving behind aSowt thirty men and fifty stand of 
arms. The gu/is, which were twenty-fOur'poundcrs, were then thrown 
over the cliff, the nia^zines, &c. destroyed, and the two remaining gun- 
vessels brought off. • 

The zeal and gallantry of all the officers and creW in this affair, could 'not 
have been exceeded, but I cannot find words to express iiiy admiration at 
the manlier in which Eieutenant Travers commanded and headed the boats* 
crews, and landing party, setting the most noble example of intrepidity t/» 
the officers and men under him. •> ^ 

Owing to baffling winds, the ship w'as unavoidably exposed to a raking 
fire going in, but the fore>top-saii-yard shot away, is the only damage of 
any consequence.

In tny letter to'vnn frnin B,itnviu Roads, under date the UOth of August, 
I acqnaiiiU'd yon, for the lotoiiimuon ijf luy J.ords Cotnniissioncrs of the 
Ailmiialfy, that it \\as my oitcmiui! to proceed in the Scipion to the Isle of 
Fiance, in cotioequeiice of til)'piincipal part of the enemy's force having 
been captured or dcstioycd ni tlie sncccs^ful astiauh of their work, by the 
iJiili'ih troops on the 26tii of tiuit inoiiiii. 

On connsimncatioii of llll^ tny Mgn.d to his Excellency the Governoi- 
general of India, who wa-^ re''Ulmg at RaUivia, :uid to Lieutenant-general 
N'r 3<tini.ol Aiicliinnty, the < omuiaiider'iii-cliief of the forces, I was in* 
Inniicd by (lieso antiKnit e-i th.it lliv fuliirt lo.ionrces of the enemy «ere 
yot unknown, mid ilint they considered it requisite to t se all means to bring 
tlicscontcbt to as speedy a co'ieluMon as pos-^ible, hoping that I would not 
iliniinish any part of the llrilisii force hy iny ddjiAVture.

and Iics|ier (sKiop), smled.on tile SUt of August to^Clieribon, for the pur* 
pose ol' iiitcrcepUng the ciieniy's retreat from Afeeste^ Cornelius to t)i« 
eastward. As no troops were ready fer embarkation, I relied upon the 
marines of these shrfis jfto liieh tlie par^y of II.

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Warren, with his gijj's crow, immediately made him his prisoner, and 
S^cuied him ; many other ulhccrs and privates were also made prisoners,' 
as ttieir lordships will observe by'Captain Ueincr’s report to me of bis pro- 
cecdiiij^s, with Captain IJillyar’s account of ^hc siirrendcr of'Tp"(;:ill, both 
Ibrwiirded by this opporlunity. The services pei'lbrmed by these ships 
were of the greatest imphrlancc to the ultimate result of the campaign 

On the 4th Jeptember; I detaclied Commodore Hritugliton, in the Illus¬ 
trious, with the hlinden, l^ion, and l.A‘tia, to rendervous off the entrance of 
Cressie: cm boatd these ships weic embtiikt-d the 14th and part of the 
78tli rc'iimenis of foot, will* field pieces. Tim Alodcste sailed on the 5th 
with Lientcnaiit (?<-neral Sh* Sainiu'l Auchmuty, and I sailed in the Scipion 
on rbe 6iii, having on board'two conip.inies of nrdllery, and four field- 
pieces. The transports, with the rcrnuiadcr of the tioops, were diiccted to 
sail as soon as they were ready. 

On the 8th September I received a desp • cli frnm^ Sir Samuel Auchrniity, 
^cqiiniiitiiit; me lb it he bafi icoeived information of General Jansems mien-' 
riuri of asst nilineg bis Ibices and making a staml at Samaraug, and request- 
ini* I wooic! pioft'fd llifi'f, and collect as many iroops as poasililo. Alca- 
surts for this purpose weie accordmely taken, (^ii the Oih I anchored off 
SaiTMi ani*, and on the 10th was joined by Commodore Croughton, with the 
ships under his oi ders, and some ft iv trail jiorls. On tlie sanie day the 
gcneral.fiii conjunction wiih me. seni a sninmons to General .l.mseiis, which 
was rejvctcil. On that night, 1 (lii'ccled the iinned-boatsof thfjt.qniidron'rri 
take or destroy teverd of the cneiliy’s gim-boats, lying iii-shore, with 
French colom'i: fos service was completely executed under tiic direction 
6f(*aptain Maiiiisell, acting captain of the Illii-.tiious. 

The general beiiii* in possess!.m of a plan ol the town of Samarang, which 
XYiatked it as s'.iomgiy lorii^ed, and being nii:u'r|uaiiiU'd with the iiuinberof 
the eiieiny's tioops, tint not tfnnk it ud\iscable to land the nine iniiidreri 
troops which weie eollt'cled, but wailed for icinfoirenieHls from Ihiiavia; 
nothing was, lliercloie, aittiiifiied until the l'2th, vs hen, Iibving Ir.iriieil that 
the enemy had quitted the town of '^aiiuirang, and letiied iiiio the iiiteiiur, 
a parry of tioops vvaslaiiHe*! and took possissioii of thcrovvn wiilioiit oppo- 
diiioii. On the loth the whole of the tionps were luiidod, winch now 
Ainuiintod to fifteen liniKilred men, preparatory to an attack upon the 
enemy's position, on an eniiiience about seven miles from Samaraiig, where 
Some guns were placed, and si work hastily thrown up. 

Concluding tliat the lin d retre.at of the eiumv woiihl be towards Soiira- 
baya, I lepresented to the gcncial the necessity of being before hanti with 
the cneruv, and immediately occiipving (bat post; I aicordiiigly sailed for 
this purpose on the Voth, wnli rlie .Si ipion, Lion, i^isus, rresident, Phcelie, 
and Iferpy (the four lust l;aviiig joined muon the 14tb): I intemlcd' to 
collect on iTiy passage sm^i transports, with troops, as had procerdtd under 
the orignfiil inteinion (>t going to .Sourabaya, anil bad not received the coun¬ 
ter otder to go to SatiLrang. • 

On the 17th I aiiclioVed with the squadron,^off the town of Lethiyo, or. 
the Java .'■liorc, leadii^g to Cressic, and <■ as joined by three tiaiisports, 
having twti hiindr|d effective Sepoys, and fil'ty Kuropean cavalry, to these 
were adried tlic marines of the squudron, making a force of ncurly .four hun- 
/Ired and fifty men. , '* 

^On the 18th, (Captain Harris, of H. M. .S. Sir 1:rancis Drake, came on 
board the Snpion from the island 'of Madura. For the previous proceed¬ 
ings of this meriturioiii^ officer, whom [ had detached from fintavia on the 
12tli of August, to take^ posses-sion qf the French fortress atSaniaiiap, in 
which h«riva» eminently successful, and for the subsequent master-stroke of 
policy, in drawing 'tii& Sultun of Madura from the French alliance, giti 
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attftchlug Lifn to the Briiisli interests, T beg leave to re^jr tbeir lordships to 
my letter, containing Captain Harris’s report of Ips proceedings, and the 
able and spirited assistance he received from C'aptniii Pellcw, of H. M.*S. 
I’iiaetoo. * ; 

As there «as no field'ofF.cer of the army with me, I directed Captain 
Hairis to take command of the troops uhit-h >>-010 landed on the 19th, and 
to inarch to Grossie. On tl’c 20ih, tlic place was in our p.gssession, some 
• parties of the eiicoiy with guns having been put to flight. 

On the approach o*f the troops to Sonrahaya on the 22d, articles of 
rapitulation were agreed upon hetWeen Capiain ilarrisand liiecoininandanC 
(a colonel 111 liie French servicf), for tlie surrender of Uie place. W’lieii 
these terms wcri' on the point of bfciii:; sij,iied, intclIiL'cnre was received of 
the capitulation fur the surrender of Java and its dependencies hating been 
concluded on the 18lh; Sourabaya was therefoie taken possession of, and 
ft 11 under the’gencral terips of the capitulation. 

'llie gciieral’s letter liaving nearly at the same time reached me, T sent an 
officer to take possession of foil 1 inlotvick, a place<jf great •'treiigth towanls 
the sea, and completely defending the iioithciii eiitraiice towards/rressie. 
1 he fort wps 111 excellent older, conraining Ofi pierci of lieaty*ca:mon, 
chiefly brass. I had, however, previously in.oked out the ground for erect¬ 
ing u mortar battery upon the island of Meiaue, fiuin which it might have 
been efleclually bomliarded.

offensively against thb enemy in the field, if occasioii'shontd ruqviire it, and 
placed three launches witii carronades in the rr.er, to cnliladc the two chief 
approaches to the fort. . 

Herewith 1 tl'ansniit yon a return of orilnnnce stores, &:c. found in the 
fort, as well as prisoners inailt; there; hut as all ihe latter, except the coiii- 
rnandant and boinbanhcr, \v«5rc natives, I lelurMcd to them their crescs, 
and desired them to go home, and remain theiy i|nietly; assuring them, 
tliat if any were found to act iAierwards against ilie, Hiitish, they would 
be iintnedia'.ely hanged : they seemed grateful, and depaitcd. I have sent 
a prow with this letter, conceiving that it is of some iniporianfce that you 
should have as early iiitnnatioii us possii^ble of the capture of General 
Jamelle. 

The Ilespcr sailed so ill, that T was obliged to proceed without her, but 
expect her appearance eyerv hour, as well a.s the .Sjpoys, who are to act 
under Colonel U ood, «in whose arrival I shall nnin,d'at«;ly re-embark Wie 
marines, and proceed to Taggall and .Sainar.nig; wiiiiont whose assistanca 
we should be too weak to iiiake any nnpressiiiii on the latter place.

I have* thus re>eiiibarkcd every seaman and 
iiiariDC, i>f the 2SP whom I liindeci on the 4tli instant; after having made 
about 700 prisoners, iiiclndnig 1 general, 2 liculemiiit-coloiiels, 1 major, 
11 captains, 42 lientrmmts. and about 180 non-commissioned oiheers and 
privates, Kiiropcans; the ri.st being Creoles and Malays, without haviog 
bnsl ri single man eitlu'r killed or woundedand, iThn linppy to say, witji 
very ftov sick indeed, and those chiefly from great fatigue, whom, 1 trust, 
a few days re;,! will restore to tlioir wonted vigour. And Hltlintigh it has not 
been our good forinne to have had it in our power to do any thing brilliant, 
>ct, I hope, that having lieeii able to secure so great a proportion of tite 
enemy'b ()flu'er<t, and Isuropcan troops, inay contribute, in some degice, to 
the speetly reduction ul lliis important colony.

Oil thc'nicht of th(* 20ih of August, the boats of N. INI 8 Sir Vrancis 
Drake and l-'haeton, left llic'aiiclioiage under the isle of Poiulock, in two 
divisions^ tho one led by Captain I’c-llevy, the other by inyscif. J previ¬ 
ously despatched the Dasher round the south end of I'ulo ’J LfinjonLi; to 
j£:ini an anchorage ay near, the fort of Sannimip as possible: by I'ay-light, on 
tile .%th, the boats bailed thriiii,:^li the cliaiinel, formed by the east end of 
iMiulura, actd M Laiijui g,anrl at bail-past twelve cfficted a hmdia'' (without 
discovery) at a pier in ad, about three miles from the fo' t. 'i lie landing, 
altl ongh diH eidt, fioiii its hciiig ro.ikv and low water, which prevented 
boats, from coniing near the pier, was soon iiccomplisiicd, and, at half-past 
one, two coUiiiin-j, eompo-scd of 'iMy bii)onetb, twenty pikempii,each iianked 
Ly a twelve, tour, and' two-pouiidf-r fickl-picce, iiaving m re.^erve the 
flussar’s marines, began tficir march, in tlie utmost order, towards the 
fort; tho iiKjncfj duriiuj; nur progress, was so rigidly observed that, not- 
V itlijiautlmg the goveruof having iiitiniatidii of the Dasher having v'ciiihc'J 
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and standing in for the barbonr, and'bofttswere #een standing in for the 
tower, the fgrt did not discover our approach untU we were througji the 
outer {^ate^ which was open. , 

The g^lantrjf of tfie rush at the Innei^^te, prevented ttem from 
securing it, and only allowed time for tw^’or force guns on the fouth^csc 
bastion to be fired: the storm was as ^den as it was tesobitc, and wo be* 
came mastersof-foe fort by l^lf^pastImree o’clock, utter a feuble struggle 
of ten minutes, by three or fofir hundred Mq^^ura pikeincn, who, witli tmir 
chiefs, weie made prisooefson the ramparts... .. * 

Oo the appearance of day-light, obsorvipg the Faench colours flying on 
afla|^sta£^ at the etftt endnf the town, and uerceiying the natives hegaii, 
CO assemble ill numbers, 1 sent Captain Fcllcw with a column hf one 
hundred bayonets and one field-piece, with a ‘flag of truce, requesting the 
governor would surrender in teiaminutes, and that private property should 
he respected. 

To my titter astonishment I Tccei\<-d a most insulting answer, requiring 
me, in three*hours, to evacuate the tort, or lie (t^js guveruur) would sionn 
it,aand at the same time* Captain Fellew sent Mr. Oldmixon (iin inteiligcoc 
young officer), *to inform me their force appeared about two thousaiut 
strung, protected by four field-pieces in their iruiit, on a bridge possessing 
every advWnmge of situation, the colimin having to advance alofig an evcti 
end strftiA'oad for a quarter of a mile before they cguld force the'bridge.' 
1 did not hesitate, .but sent to my companion in nrhis, and assistant in 
advice. Captain Petlew, to advance when the first gun was fired from 
a column I should lead out of the fort, mid that Ishouhl take a route that 
W'ould turn the enemy’s left wing. This hSd the desirqd eflcct; for on their 
seeing ray party advancing, they drew ofi'two field >pie%s, and broke thcii» 
line to oppose os. * '' 

I led seventyjsnmil-arm and twenty pikemen, bdoiiging to the Sir Francis 
Drake and IhisUer, supported by a 4-pouiuIer field-piece, into'action, 
leaving a reserve of forty or fifty men in the fortboth columns gave their 
voliics nearly at foe same luomeut, and for five minutes a sharp fire wu,s 
given and returned as we advanced ; btrt on our near approach the enemy 
gitve way, and a most animated and spirited charge made their flight anti 
aiefeat Complete, aud we were left masters of the field, colours, anil guns. 
The governor and'^ther Dutch inhabitants were made prisoners; and I 
occepted of a flag of truce from tlie Kujah of Saimuinp, who was present, 
under conditions that all the inhabitants of his district should not arm them¬

1 liave now the gratification of mentioning my approbation of the conduce 
of'every man and officer under my immediate cdinmagd in both "contests;

At this moment' 
there is not a French or Dutch man on the island, and the Union is planted 
on the three districts, Bipicalang, Sanianap, and Painacassnin. The coi'- 
rcs|>uiuleucc that caused this desired ehpngc is two voluminous and tedious 
to trouble either tliecoiimiandcr-in-chief or his Excellency my Lord Mtiito 
with at this busy moment. I shall, therefore, do ruysclf the honour of 
1*01 warding it ut u amre cu 4 vc<.iient opportunity. 

1 have thought proper to leave the .Sumunup district in charge of Mr. 
lirovvn (late master of the Modc.stc) uivH proceed hither, that I tnay be at 
the priacipil seat of govanimcnt, ui case of French intrigues endeavduring 
to luarr ail that has beeirdonc during the last ten days; two*eoloncls, one 
lieutenant-colonel, niid three ol* four captains, all princes of the blood, with 
from, two to three thdlisuqd Mndurica, Iiave conic over from Sourabnya.

Nicholas Haddock,»to whdth. the naval profession appeals to 
have dfeseetidod} ^ a sort'of hOir.lpom,,waS^the third and^yoiilTgcst 
son of Sirilithard Haddock, of whose services we have just pre- 
eeated a brief abstract.—He wj^s bonv apout the year 1685 ; he 
went to sea, at ti very o&fiv l>eH94 .of life; )^nd, hating' distin- 
guished himtelf as^a lieutenant, by activity , and unremitting 
attention td d^ty, be was prpniotcd to the rank o&iiaptain, in tlie

Sicil}. The ship,’* sa^s theolGcial account of the engagement, 
which suflered most with us, was the Graiton, the captain of

Captain Haddock continued in the Mediterranean dnrifig the 
remainder of the war; an^ in cciij unction .with Captain Winder,* 
ill the Rochester, ho Sunk a Spanish ship,’ot tOguiis, and drove 
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anolfhcr, of 60 gnn^, ashore, in the Bay of C^atania. Aniongsi 
other considerable ptizes.which be took, were two tranipurb, with 
600 SVm ncruits on bo&rd, for the Spanibh arniji 
In 17^1, a fieri his return to England,Haddock was 
appointed to the Torbay, of 80 guns, the flag.ship of Sir Charlc* 
Wagor^ who had been iArested with the commaml of a squadt-^dit 
di*lstinc(y for Lisbon, to demand satiifaciion of the Portuguese 
Court, for an insult which had been offered to the Urilish CrowR 4 
by the imprisc^nment of two of its subjects. In consequence, 
]iowc\cr, of due concession on the part of Poitngal, bu Charles’s 
ordeis for putting to s< j, were revoked, ‘ ’ 

Whether the Torbay was retained in coaln]is^iun is unknown j 
but, in 17l6, Captain Haddock commanded her, as captain^to 
(’harles Wa^cr, admiral of the vfffct, which was then sent 
into the Baltic. While there, Captain Iladdo'k was actively em¬ 
ployed as a negotiator ; all the iutercour'>e ])etween Pnnee 
HV^eM/ikofl and Sir Cliailes Wag erbeing rallied on thtough him. 

Captain Haddock continued to command the Torbay ; and, at 
the commencement of the year 1727, he was ordered to lake the 
Poole lir'-ship under In'? command, and to coinoy fifteen trans¬ 
ports, with two regiments of troops on bo.iid, to (iibialtar, as a 
reinforctment lor the gariisbii of that plure. Jfaiing joined Sir

On her reiitrn to England; th^rafton was paid off, and jhcr 
commander appears to have had ^ other apppiijjl^ent, till he was 
pVomoted^to a flag; event which to.ok place on, the 4th of: 
May, 17^4, ' }fe was then made rcar.admii^l of the* blue 
squadron ; on the I Isth of December, in the same year, he was made

Tmmkliatf'ly qn his promotion to the rank qf rbar-admiral, be 
hoisted Ids (lag on board the Namur, of 90 guns, as third in com<r 
mand of the fleet which had been assembled at Spithead, under Sir 
dbhn Norris. This fleet did not put to sea during the year 1734 
bffP, ij|id735, it sailed for Lisbon, in consequence of the t’orfu- 
giiesu nation having been threatened by the Spaniards. This spu 
riled and formidable interference, by the British government, spee¬ 
dily effected an amicable adjustment* of the vliirerciices betweeti 
Spam and Poi;tugaI; aqd, after remaining sonic time in the Tagus, 
t!ie fleet rctorned to England in divisions. 

In 1738, thclong*cuntinued predatory conduct of the Spaniards, 
—the repeated insults and injuries which they offered to this 
country—at home and in remoter parts, became so obnoxious to 
I the British government, that, after every mild and pacifle rempn- 
btranre had iueflecli vdy been tried, it was deemed neetessary to 
lesort to force. Accordingly, on the 2.id*oflMay, Admiral Hadr 
dock was despatched to the Mediterranean, with a squadron of 
nine sail of the line; consisting of twr.*^ships, of SO guns each, 
three of 70, and four of GO; with^^i fire-ship. The Altlborough, 
pf 20 guns, fitted hs a fne-ship, also sailed immediately after. 

On the apiiearance of this force* the S];i!kn^anls, as usual, pro¬ 
fessed a ready d.ispoiition to negotiate; but, as their piratical pro¬ 
ceedings were not in sy degu*e rcsljrained, it kas thought proper, , 
to i’icrease the weight of Admiral Jladdock’.^ifrepresentations, to 
reinforce him with four ships of war, and three bomb ketches well 
provided with slieils, &<'. Wit4i thi», and other intermediate aidf 
which he had received, his sipkdron now conl^istcd ol^twenfy-one 
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torecy irhich, the Spaitiards -Were giren to tfjidentkfnl^ 
would rcmfUii ht Port 'Mahon during'the' irinter, eidted eon* 
sidereblc ulajtm At the Court of Madrid ; and, /or the purpose of 
gaining tiifte, the King of Spain ntified the preliminary ardcles of 
a treaty with ihO British go^ero^nt. lloweyer, the surreptitioua 
manner in which these articles werd* cloggdd, by a number of re- 
lUrictib^ns relative to^ade, and the righ't Of British ihipa to board 
„ or visit Spanish vessels of any description, gave buc% serious 
offence to the pcoplb of England, that the cry for war became 
clamorous*ant/ universal. This led tO the well-known convention^

with Spain ; but, as that was nut found to yield thcT'desired 
redress, the British government>'as undfr the necessity 
of ordtertpg reprisals to bo made upon timiipaniards. 

Admiral Haddock was one of^- the cdi^ahders who Wjt^c cm- 
ploycd upon this occasion; and, during the years 1739, and 174P, 
he Was eminently successful. Amongiit his prizes (on the Medir 
terraneaii station) ,*rere twocships from the Caraccas, supposed to 
DC worth 2,000,000 of dollars, besides several of great, th6ugh 
inferior value, and a considerable number of privateers. 

^ Dr. Campbell, in his Lives of the Admirals^ animadverts, with 
more severity than good sense, oit this mode of prosecutiug war. 

The fleets,” says hC, on the Gibraltar and Minorca station,

Iq consequence of exertions almost incredible, Adtniral haddock 
was enabled to put to sea i/vith this squadron on the ^ of De» 
reinber.

Haddock mado overy possible exertion^fo get *ready for sc^ that 
he might sweep the coasts of Itas^^^ and prevent Jthe introduction 
of any supplies, or reinforcements, for the Spanish army of the 
Duke of xMontemar. * Unfortunately, however, before the fleet 
was ill a condition to Sail, Admiral Haddock was attacked by so 
severe ay indispositibn, that he was under the necessity of resign¬ 
ing its command to Lcstock, who had just been promoted to the

rank of rear-admiral, and of returning to England. His depart 

ture, however, was nOt altogether sudden or unexpected. Having 
solieited his' recall, in Consequence of 'the precarious state of his 
health, Admiral Mathews had been promoted, for the purpose‘of 
succeeding Mm ; ^ Rear-admiral Lcstock only holding the com¬ 
mand of the fleet, in trust, till the arrival of that gentleman. 

Admiral Haddoc^sailed for England in,the Roebuck, and 
arrived on the 26th of May.—-The indisposiUqii under^ which he 
laboured, is said to hare been ^an ^tremcr dejection. of spirits, 
occasioned merely by his hot liavilig it in his power to strike some 
signal blow, which nug:.'t lead to the termination of the war*—He 
^ never hoisted Hia flag again; btil his Ipng, Heady, and active ser¬ 
vices, ^cre, in ^ome measure, compensated by three successive 
promotion'^. On thh flth 'of August, 17.43, be was made vicci* 
admiral of the white squadron^ on (he7(h of December,'in the 
|amc yekr, vice-admiral'Of (he vred^ and, pp the lOfhVf June, 
174-4, admiral of‘the blue. As, in life,, be was universally 
cespcctccl, istcrbicd, and br.leytJ'; So, in dealh,'be was universally 
lamented; and the noblest praise that can be offered - to his cha- 
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racter is, tbat his memory has never been traduced* He died'lb 
the 2dth of^cpteslber, 1748, ib the 00th yiavof b{s age.*

rX^HEf'following cst^ct of a letter from an officer of H.M.S. Princess 
Chiiiriotte, gives an account of a trilliaot affair between a boat of 
that ship, and some French gun-boata:— ^ ~ 


♦ There have been other o(h^ers of the name of Haddock, autl most 
probably of the same family, in the naval service i but, with one exception, 
we arc not certain as to the affinity which they bore to Admiral Nicholas 
Haddock, ^ ■* 

, Joseph, third son of Captain William Haddock, already noticed, wds 
appointed lieutenant of the Lion, on the commencement the second 
Dutch war, in 1672 ; in 1678, he served in the Charles; and, on the 12th 
of April, 1678, ^hc wag promoted to'the command ^ of the Swallow. No 
notice is taken of his holding any farther command in the navy, and he is 
supposed to have gone into the service of the East India Company. 

William .Haddock was made po.st in the Port Mahon frigate; but, in 
what year is uncertain. In 1718, be commanded the Dreadnought, of 60 
guns, one of the ffCet which was sent into thp j^editerrant^n, under /Sir 
George 13yng; and he acquitted himself with grpat.predit in the aetiun 
with the Spanish licet. In 1723, liU was made captaSi of the Nottingham, 
guard-ship, of 00 guns; and, in 1726, he v’j|^ordered to the West Indies, 
with Vice-admiral Hosior. He fell au early 'ifictim to the climutc, dying at 
the Bastimentos, off Porto. on the 20th of October, 1726. 

Richard Ilnddock controendeit the VVolf sloo|i of war, in 1714; and, on 
the 20th ofiMay, in that year, he captured a Fre^ph privateer, of 14 gun*-. 
On the 7jh of Novfnvber fulowing, he was made captain of the Squirrel 
frigate j and, early n the year ^746, lie was appointed to the Advice, of 
6') guns, in wliich he is known to have been a coosiderahic time* em¬ 
ployed in cruising. In tlie uiontlAi (ff March ahd April, 1748, he mndo 
several captures, of a minor descripiion. At the clo^c of the year 1740, he 
was one of the members of the'court* martial which tried Itear-adimrai 
Knowles ; ahd'he was nue,of t>V' officcrii who vtere in(ci.7l{-(l to compose 
the second court, for the-trial .of Ciqvtai*i Holmes; but he was seized by tUe 
smallpox, and died of thru dAoider, at Chnthum, on '-»■ t...,.....-., 

1780,-some days before the trial commenced. 
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** Princess Charlotte^ off St. Sehastian^ Aug. 8,1811> 

** The Prioress Ci^urlotte Mving captured a Spanish launch, it was fitted 
out to cruise upon the c6|si.wiih a carronnde, small arms, and thirty men; 
and' the command was given to Mr. Salter, master’s mate. Being forced 
to come to an anchor near Bermeo, by a gale of wind, he was perceived 
by the garrison, and three gyn-boats were despatched to take possession 
of him. Fortutmtely Mr.Salter soon discovered their intent, cut his cables, 
and made towards the enerhy. A brisk firing soon commenced On both 
kidcs,'v'hen one of the boats was seen to sheer off, and soon afler sunk, 
with .'ll! her crew^ consisting of the captain of A French national schooner 
then lying fa Bermeo, a major, second commandant' of the garrison, and 
thirty men, noik.oti^^f whom was saved. The other two boats continued 
the action for some time, but at last made ail sail into port, having'had a 
considerable number killed and wounded.

Ho held on ns well :is he could, and finding that, tliougli 
the cabin was ncaiiy full of water, it ilid not (juite reach Ins licnd, he stuck 
f.(st, kicked away the hoard.s fioni the bcitli at his feet for air to breathe, 
and had nothing to do hut to k.eji away the*rats from eatiifg him alive, 
Tnitil he was taken out the next day.—A greater esca[ie is perhaps nut on 
record.

PAV dr MARIKE OrrXCERS. 

The following arq tlic terms of a regulation recently made respecting' 
marine officers. Those who may choose to avail tliemsclves of the indul¬ 
gence, are to he enabled to draw bills, at ten days sight, on the paymaster 
of the royal marines, for a certain proportion of their resfiectivc pay, during 
the time they are serving on board of ships employed on foreign stations, 
according to the following scale 

Captains, 8s. per qieiri; Ist lieutenants, of seven years standing nnd up¬ 
wards, 6s. per dicin ; 1st lieutenants, under seven years standing, 5s. per 
diem; 2(1 lieutenants, 4s. per diem. The first bill every officer is per¬ 
mitted to draw is to be three mouths pay in advance, to enable him to 
pruvide Ijimself in his equipuicnt for sea, the same to commence fVoin the 
period his pay shall cease on shore ; after which, eyery succeeding bill is to 
be drawn for two inui^flhs' pay in adv&ncc, 'which bills arc to be approved 
by the captain, or c^nnianding officer of' the ship in which they may be 
embarked. OdrLcrs.serving on sliorc on foreign stations, are to be allowed 
a similar privilege, Mabjcct to regulations-of nearly Uic same nature.

We have boon favoured with the following account of the remarkable 
escape of some seamen belonging to a Danish galliot, who were preserved 
in an extraordinary manner 

On the 2'Jd of December, loll, atul about .9 o’(lock at night, whilst 
11. M..S. tlic rihgard, (’uplaiii r. Mason, was cruising off Flelvcror, on the 
ooast of Norway, tliey‘**^re hailed suddenly by a small boat; which on 
coming alungsliie w ax fuiwul to contain tlic crew of a Danish gailiott, w*f<ich 
had fouililered about four o’clock in the morning, on a voyage Ironi 
Aalborg in J inland, to Arcndal ifi Nt^rway, laden* with corn. The crew 
fionsixted of the mas|;ci'*nml ibuitinei): ihe^r boat, from the hciU'y and Irc- 
luendous sea then running, was quite full of water, amr one of the men 
had sunk down hetwceii the thwarts, exhaiistefl by fatigue, or numbed by 
Void, and was dead. Tlie uiomcnt they got on board they were victualled, 
and supplied vvith LcyJs, and the scamc n of the Fisgard lent them their 
(lollies. The acoiiy of these pdor* sufl'erers must have been very gre.al— 
they had seen llic Fisqiird iii the afteiMuon, lying just up for lliem, although 
they wcre^iot discerned by any of (^iptaiA Mitbon’s oflicers : the Fisgard 
then wore in cln-sc, anil after steering away for about an hour, again wore, 
and provideiuially happened to steer towards the Danish boat again. At 
the very instant that the almost exhausted Tlaiics hai^^^t^ic Fisgaid, her 
htlm was up to go in chase to Ictwiivi), and in live niinulud she would have 
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hecn nut of hearing. It was such a bitter cold night, that, vritli the boat 
luTl of water, die Danes must all have perished in twe iiunrs. The wind 
was directly.plT the land, blowing strung, with a considerable sea.—This 
was the third crew which the crew of thef Fisgarddiud betu th^rqvidcntial 
means of saving in twelve nibnths. 


rOMPEY'S PILUR. 

In the 43d year of the reign of his Majesty King George HI.-— ..' 

Captain John Shortland,* 2d of 1£. M.S. I’andoiir, armed cti flute, but

On the titli day of Fehruarv, lOOtJ/'tliey ascended a second tiitie, erected 
a srafl^ and fixed a weather rum', ate n heef steak, again drank wiiiCy 
lieakli and happiness to his Majcsiy ivmg (Joorge. 

As in all pHibability this pajicr may rcniain many years on the top of 
Poippey’s Pillar, as it is secured in a flii/t bottle, ftaptaiii Shortlaml lias 
thought fit to nuii'tion, that at this moment the English army, in Egyjit, 
Cfiiisistiiig of iipw'ards of 5,000 men, iimler the command of the gallant 
t leneral Stuari (who so nobly (listiiiguishcd hiin'<eli'in the ever-nicmorablo 
battle of the 21^t of Mareb, IflOl) ngaiiist the French army, who were iii 
juissessioii of Alexandria, wore prejiaring to evacnaic .Alexandria, and 
which was thougiit would take place about the tst of March liJod. 

Tlie Paigiisli King’s sl)ip.s lying at this moment in the Pay of Alexnndria, 
were the Anson, of 41 guns, Captain F. (’racraft, N'airissus, 3<), Caplaia

What a situation for a man of 
lilierut’education, ondV^fw contcniplniive and studious mind, to he placed 
in f The ariTiy''asi>istant, if he happen to lo.st- any part of his baggage ou a 
niarclror othenvise, is handsomely compensated; the other, after 
hrariiig all the incicrncncie^ anil fury of the tempcsiwoiis elements, and 
loiiiig. his idtf iiy .shipwreck, on application, receives only a flat denial, 
and is, .if not blessed by fortune,-jobii^^d tq run in debt, if he is lucky 
enough to find a creditor,, go qearly lu a ^ttite of nudity, until bis next 
r|uarierly bill becoinestlue. "' , * 

lie is thus constrained to make au appearance^ the most distressing to 
an oflicer, that of being unable to shew himself on the quarter-deck, in the 
dress suitalac to his sUuniioti'in* tiie-service.

** We were ordered to stay in Hano bay until the 1st of November, foe 
a convoy, which was to assemble there at that time ; bat ow mg to bols* 
terous weather and foul winds, we found it impossihle to %aii before’ the 
9th. * On that and the following day we madS but httle'progress, and at * 
night we anchored near the island of Moons.

Newton's system; they are meant merely to remind seamen of what they

cauoned by tfie, lo^on. By comparing the spring and neap tides at tKb 
Mouth of the Avon, dtc.'* (Is the Moutit of die Avcni, pray, Mr* Editor, or 
any other river, a fit place make experiments, and from these expert- 
aenis lay down laws to the ocean 0 

'* B^Iow Bristol, Sir Isaac Newton calculates the proportion of the moon's 
fotce to the sun’s, as 9 to 2, nearly. Dr^j^oArry, m his edition of the 
^rii^cipift, cstimatp it as b,0i69 to 1, and con^d^ring the elevation of the 
waters, by tltis force, has an effect bimiiar to the elevation of die cquitoriol 
above the polar parts d/.the earth: it will be found that the moon is capa¬ 
ble of producing an elevation of about 10, feet, the sun about two feet, 
.which cut responds pretty nearly to experience.'' 'To what experience (loes 
Mr. W. allude is not to th^ ebpcneucc of tho^ men who spend a 
great paVt of their iivts upon the raters of the ocean. Hp must nol in- 
q|uird of them; since their expeiience most assiireiUy differs from thdse ex¬ 
periments at the Mouth of the Avon, which Sir Isaac Newton mdde, and 
which,'the leatned Dr. Horsley has, lu some measure, by calculation, 
supported.—Tfieso gieat men will ever be reiered amongst mankind; but, 

■ we should rcmeinbtr, t'ley ^eve hut men, and, as such, their expciuncnts 
and calculation can never he adtuiLicd, a^Jeast by seanmii, as final and de¬ 
cisive, and prohibiting all future iuquiiy, which Mt.\V. seems almost to 
insist upon. Nor are the discoi cn&'> of uiiy man so entirely accuidant w i^i 
truth, as to leave no room for further observation. 

In like manner, St. Pierre's hypothesis of the tides, and movements of 
the sea, widch Las piodnced Mr. W"s. paper, and which b4^ given so much 
iineaauess to the partizans ol's} stem, is not without its share of error. Ltk^, 
the lunar system, it \ but too open to setious and well founded objectioo. 

** In ofder to understt*nd (says Mr. W., who is only the echo of ail former 
writers on the lunar s}stcro) the cause of spting and neap tides, we must 
consider that uiouv, revolving round the cartli in ail elliptic mbit, ap¬ 
proaches nearer, and Lfeedes further from it, than her main di^tanuc, in 
every revplutiou, or lunar month: when nearest, her attraction i^ strungest; 
and vice versaf when both luimnarics aic in the equator.*' 

There must be hig[i tiidcs in the torrid zrj^ at this time; but, Mr. Editor, 
who ever saw them f Tiic reasons adduced by' the luiiar^ystcm, lu expla¬ 
nation of the spring and neap tides, are u^oniou^ and forcible; but, iiot- 
swithstanding tlielr plausibility and force, impossible to admit the lunar 
laws as general or quivcrsal, lihlcss we ^^rve their effects to be'gcneral 
and universal also.—This caus^^Bir X. Newton to observe, That these 
mutt necestarity be tame other msm^cai e ^rvith re^tdi to thi tHOvemenls of 
' the hitherto unditeovertd. Ndtv, the second attempt of Mr. W.'n 
compasses to dikover this cause (as exhibited fig. 3d betwMn the 104t1i 
and 105th page of the Thilmo^hieal Mogmu^ is not more satisfactory, 
than tile curious aud divertTn4 projectiod^ in Feaoussqm's Tot/Mg Ladkt 
end Taung Gentlemtfi* Atlrcmn^i where the, globe, tyithr waters of 
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tli 0 t^^zoqej is reprcsoaM as spinning roun^,mq scientific manner, 
like oh^s^raaid’s mo^ ’ , .j ^ * 

to retuVh to Mr. W. He says, •* the .spring'imes, do pot happen at 
ttie Tolland change of the ntoon, nor the neap tivles It tiie qu.ittirs, hut^ 
almost tvro days later ;*iii this, as in many Oliver ca«es, the eflTfCts are not 
greiitest or h .tst when the imtncdiate influence of tiie cause Js grciitest or*^ 
least.” {^Miat, Sir! can be the reason of this? Does,grautatioV 
I'eqnirc time, like every * 0186 , io travel through spacefor* 
instance, the greatest heaj;jni6^mmer is not at^thethdeof the solstice,^ 
but some weeks after.’' (I have certainly j^eard 'a! good reason fSr this, 
but not for the other.) ** And it*thc actions ^qf tlw sun and muon should 
be suddenly suspended, the tides would continue' for ^some time iii tfieir' 
usual course.’' '

1 tliould be extremely sorry, to s^e;, this suspension, and would not^wislv 
it to happen, were It'even to prove truth of this^mjecture.-gr'* The 
varieCtiqiijS ,of the moon's distance fromnhe caith (continues Mr«W.) pro¬ 
duce a Snisible difference in the tides. Wlicn the moon approaches the 
earth, her action on every part increases, and the difierence of her ilctian 
increases in a higher proportion as the moon's distances decrease.”—'Fhis 
remark of Mr. W«'s is coming to the point, it is^proving something. 

“ Theisiin (he continues) being nearer the eortlf in winter than in summer,* 
the spring tides arediighcst, and flic neap tides lowest, about the time of 
the cquiuoxes, a little after the autumnal, and before the vcroal; and, on 
the contrary, the spring tides lowest, and the neap titles higiiest at the 
solstices, when ihceun is must distant fVom the equator.” 

VVheu the uiooii happens to be in the equator, the tides are equally 
high, in both parts of the lunar day; consequAuly, the tides in the torrid 
Sone must be sensibly lofiucnccd by the moon's pj^scncc; as also ttib 
lakes which lie within tiie tropicks. Mr. W. ha*^ not, however, tofd ns,‘ 
where to look for these lianumncs in tiie lunar system; ** but, as the nionn, 
(continues he) dot lines towards either pule, the glides are alteinutely 
higbcr^und lower at plarcs having noitli and s0.tl> iatitulft.s; while the 
sun IS in the uorlhern signs, the grcalei of the tw^iSdiurnul titirs, in out cli-

iiorA by we.st, are about three liundred, and the shortest two b^ndrefl, 
roods in length. Besides the city moats, which run entirely round eadh* 
division, on both sides of the river, it has two canals running parallel witli, 

• the longest sides, and intersected'a^ right angles by several cross canals. 
Ihe city is surrounded by a wall qf coral rock, which serves as a famng to 
tile rampart behind it. The military line of defence of the city is An* 
described by C. F. Tombe, an oflicer of engineers, and general in the 
Trench service, who was at Batavia, in the years 1801 and 1805 •.—“ Be¬ 
sides Ac wails of the city, composed of well-built bastions, inclosed by a 
wctditcl:, very deep and wide, there is also a good citadel, with fouy 
bastions, also of stone. This citadel commands the city, nnd’defends the 
entrance of the- fiver Jacatra, callbd the great river, which, rUntij^g tbi^ugh 
Batavki, fills its dykes a«d those of the citadel. On tlie extremity of the 
left bank, at the moutirof river, is a fort, named Water-casiel, Which 
is washed by the sea Its platform is of stone, and the {airapcts are well 
covered with turf; it mounts thirty sixteen and twenty-four pounders, and 
contains barracks, built m ^bamboo, for about one hundred nieti, S0me< 
officers’ rooms, and a well, ail in good repair. I’he fort Is flanked by* 
capital hiuteries, rabed on the right and left bank, in front of Ae citadel' 
and fortilicatious. « -

battalion 83*00 auxiliary troop.' The old camp, was situated near the city, 
in a low apd unhealthy spot. The road to Weltevreejllcn is the fine cause*

Quitting the city on the left, is a work called the Water*platz,-in which 
aijs somctguns of a middling calibre, and a barrack and goard*bouse for 
tho Madmans and ^mmanapps.—^Three quarters of a milp on this,side 
the camp arc a barrack and post for European cavalry. In front of the 
niUiury hospital; is a fine sluice, placed on the great river, to preserve the 
water, which would otherwise be lost in a branch which* tliere falls into it; 
and to supply all jt^ie navigable canals, and inundate tiie environs, should 
military operations render such a pi^^^ding necessary.T^After passing the 
sluice, leaving on the leA: an aventic which leads iiitd the midst of the 
Cliiucsc tombs, the camp appears in the shape of a lung square, about half- 
a league in circumference. On the two near fronts are the officers* hunsc.s: 

those of the field officers arc isolated : the others form two rows of build*

ing, in which each has his particular room, according to his rank. The 
barracks, winch are bifilt of wood and stone, occupy a third of the ground, 
dn the side opposite the entrafcce : the remaining space is appropriati!i{ for ' 
cxercUe. The engineer's camp has accommodation for fou^ dfiicers: it is 
isolated, and within two gun-shots behind the extremity of the right front 
of the grand camp, in a small plain formed by a crock in the great river.

Malay village, and the hospital burial ground. An,avenue; forming the 
left front of WcUevreeden, lcud.s to a large Chinese village, separated from 
the .barrack only’ by ^ ditch, over which is a bridge. The road frQin 
Flester-Cornells joins the bridge; and, opposite the officers’ dwelling, 
which occupies the right front of the camj), runs the great road, which 
leads to u country house of M. Siberg, formerly governor of Batavia. 
Between the military hospital and the house-barracks, is Tannbaiig cause¬ 
way ; to the right of whicii^s the grand cemetery of Batavia, surrounded 
by a wall aeven feet high. Tanabnng is a'large Malay village, situated on 
a height, ‘two leagues and a half from the city^ . On the saiijb causeway, a 
little beyond the ceinctar/; and on tlic sifina is an immense plain, 
whjere the graiHl reviews and intimcuvririg of troops takes ffece. 

Cornclis, or jMestcr'CorncHs,'is a small fort, a fall league from Wei-, 
t^'reeden. it lies in a hollow, qp the hank of the great river,' and is 
commanded Iby a smalbhcight. S^he-ground ris.es insensibly toxvards the 
fort, which is discovered ahoutVia^f a mile otf. Thb fort is tiuilt of" 
stone, but is not strong; the demi bastinnx arc scarcely two feet thick, and 
foi'h high; it,has some ijioderaiel^-sized guns, and i.s surrounded by a dry 
ditch, filled up. 'Ilie'entrance is by .a-stone bridge. Within the" 
fort is a guard-lumw, adjoining, to which is a. house occupied by Knropean 
artillery. On the right and left of'the rood,.leading towards Mester- 
Cyruclis, a:y bambod barracks for the Maduran'-sutillery/of' whicfi rfc-is 
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the dip&t,-~The Tort is quitted by another bridge, pn the opposite side, cotiH 
tnunicating with 'a range of wooden barracks, in whicli are l^e artillery 
officbrs, an(f tliecPnipanies which are formed and trained there. 

We Itave been thus partigulsir in noticing the defences of Batevio, 
that the proceedings of the British naval and military forces may he buore 
clc^fly comprebfndcd^ aitd ibore justly estitniited.' It was the opinion of 
Mone. Tothbc, that it would be scarpely practicable for an ea'etnj to obtain 
possession of Batavia; that,'if he" should obtain possession of that capital, 
he would still be very far from being master of the Dutch possessiuits 'in 
the Island of Java; and that, moreover, it would be impossible 4br*hin| 
to inainMin himself there, ttie environs of the city not filrnisbing a sofhf 
ciency of prdvisions even for its own population. V * 

Tlie two Urst points of M. Tbmbe’s opinion^ it lies been seen, were erro¬ 
neous : It remains to bn proved, whether the liist were better fdundcdi 
Xhe n.'ivai Letters on Service, relgtioij^, to the reduction lif Batavia, haso 
already been insert in the Chronicle i* as a farther illustration of the 
subject, we shall iiow present the substance of Sir S. Auchinuty'sadespatcli 
to Lord Miuto, dated Weltevreeden, August 31, 1811, intiMuctory ltd 
some important conamunications, which we have been favoured with through 
a private channel. 

The landing of the troops, under Sir S. Auchmuly, as stated in Com¬ 
modore Broughton’s letter of tlieDtIi of August, was efieeted^at Chilling-* 
dull, or Chiiiingching, a village twelve miles east of Batavjp, on the 4th 
of the month. “ My iiiteiitiun," says Sir Sariiiicl, “ was, to proceed 
from theiice by the direct road to Corifelis, where the enemy’s force was 
Siiid to be assembled in a strong forrihed position, and to place the city of 
Butavia iu |ny rpar, from whence alone i could expect to derive supplies 
equal to the./Arduous contest we were engiigcd in. As sor^c time was 
■ required to'fnpke pri^paratioiis for an inland movement, 1 judged it pro¬ 
per to reconnoitre the road by the coast leading to Batavia, and nbhcrvo 
how fa/It would be practicable to penetrate by thatToute. ' 1 was aware 
that it was extremely stnmg, and, if well defertided, nearly iropmcticaUe. 
Advancing with part of the army, I had the satisfaction to hud that it was 
iln^ disputed with us; and the only obstacle me out progress wrs occa¬ 
sioned by the destruction of the bridge over the Anjol river. I approaclicd 
die river on the 6tli,,and observing, during that evening, a large lire hi 
Batavia, I cencliided it ^s^the intention of tk^oemy to evacuate tho 
bity; and with Iftis impresAibn I directed the advance of the army under 
Colonel Oiilespic,' to pass tite river in boats ou the succeeding miglit. 
* 1116 / lodged themselves ’ •I'lie suburbs qf the city, and a temporary bridgv> 
was hastily constructed on the nioming (f Ahe 8tli,,capable of supporting 
light artillery. On that day the bo^hqilS of Batavia applied fur protec¬ 
tion, and surrendered the ci;y without opposition, the garrison having 
treated to Weltevreeden. •

The former was please# to allow a body of ^60 senmen, under that valuable 
officer, Captain Sayer, of the Ledg, to assist at our batteries Their servi¬ 
ced were particularljr i.seful; and i liav*^fie satisfaction to assure you, that 
both the artillery apd engineers were actuated ,by tim same zeal, in per¬ 
forming thar respective duties, thiM: hat been so eodkpicuous in allranks 
and departments, though from the defleumey of the means at their disposal, 
their opdt-ations weje uAavojdtdily embarrassed with uncommon difficulties '* 
By the official returns^ it ifippears that the total loss of the military part 
of the expedition, Europeans aii^ natives, from the 4tli of August till the 
.26tb, aifioanted only to 14fi killcdf 733 wounded, and iSihissing; with 
14 horses killed, SI woutide#and 3 Russing.

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Cuptain Stopford (serring with ut in the batteries) lost his arm, thrc/ 
lieutenants were killed, and several wounded, both army and, navy; our ' 
Jofs among the nieb was 42; were employed through the night in’ 
repairing the batteries, and fresh mounting die guns*. At day^light 
we re-commenoed a, well directed lire, and^ by four hr the aftomoon 
silenced tbeir terrible !Fort Cornells (consisting of i05 IS-poanders, besides 
mortars and ho)vitzers) with the small force ofJ8 IS- pounders, 4 niortars* 
and 2'howitzcrs. Little4iiore could be done tliat night (except preparing 
our scaling ladders); all our men, as well us ourselves, complexly fugged. 
We bad in the course of this Inst day 36 of qiir fine fellows killed and 
wounded.At day-break on the 24lh, to the great terror and asconuhnient 
of thp enemy, ourlidtance, cousi'liiig of ^000 men, headed by the gallant 
Colonel Gillespie, commenced the storm on the right, while the seamen, 
Leaded by Captaii ^Saycr, wiiii the old tunc of thiee cheeis, stormed to the 
soQifiwBrd. No qiiai^cr was given. Jlie rascals Tan in evciy dlicctipn; 
but jqst as we had got possession of t^eir foremost batilenients, they sprung 
a mine on-us, tliat destroyed two compaitits of the i4th,^one of tbe^oPth, 
a colonel, two captains, and a number of other officers. Luckily, the 
whole ot us sailors had been quick enough to have crossed it. 'This did 
not dismay us in the least, as the whole of our army were tlien ihuvmg for¬ 
ward. In two hours yye had possession of their other forts. The sailors 
and 14th ch iseti them, and ajiojit live miles off came up with them, when 
they made a *itai d. Wc mustered our little fuicc together, consisting only 
of about 500 seamen, and two companies of the 14th.'' 

Batavia has generally been regaided as; one of the most unwholesome 
spots on the face of the globe. The English circumn%\ igators of 1768 
1770, wIk) had experienced almost every vicissitude of climate, not only 
expressed tlqs opinion, hut considered the unhealthfuliiess of the place ut 
a sufficient defence tor preset\atiic ag.iinst any hostile attempts; ns the 
troops of no nation would be able to withstand, nor would any people, in 
their senses, without absolute necessity, venture to encounter so pestilen¬ 
tial an atmosphere. The cliief onuses of this insalubrity are epusidered to 
be, the large bank of mud ivliicl; has accumulated opphsiCe the mouth, and’ 
across the river of Jacatia; the canals of stagnant water, receptacles.of 
£lth of every description, iii the different quarters of Uie city; and tho wot 
and marjihy nature of the soil. Tlie ai^acenc country, however, is less 
insalubrious; aud somq’ of our officeis, cni^l^cd in the late rapture of tha 
place, seem to think, that the report of the badness oLthc climate have, 
altogether, been cxaggeraterL We have seen tho join nni of a distinguished 
wfficer, who commanded a brigade at the attack on the island of Java, iu 
tihich appesirs the foliipsing passage 

** We have not so many sick as I think we should have Imd in a similar 
CampaigQ in any part of Bengal proper, or in many otlier parts of India* 
Tk** nif^U are cool) and if one iaslndt«i%d from the dew, they arc refresh¬ 
ing. The suii b certahdy hot, hut tne gi ound is cavfred with verdure, and 
^thcre are hoe breexes every day. The country js luxuriously rich, and the 
people bcgjtt to Wing us every thing,. Tfiey admire our /tard money inurh 
■tore thuo the Dutch JPupkr tan Credit^ to which they will give no jcrediU 
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«t aU.’’ And mid^r dat« o£ lliiaSlst^fubm General Jansena* 
houM M CprneUiy iw a^8» ** on expartonod’of the efiroate, I see no rceson'^

At Batatia, ^alnvnlieit’s tiiertnoinecer is seldom «h{gher than 90% and 
generally below that point; i\b3e, at Swrat, aiM in BdKgal; wbicb are (ta* 
teemed the most salubrious pnm of Indian the tbermbinetei^ aometimea 
rises above 100*« in the months of March and April. Th^bbrokocte^.oit* 
dergpes little^ if any, varmdon; standing, fora twelvemonth together, nf 
99 inches 10 lines. The warmth of the air gr^dy decreages, on ^^adh- 
ini; the moontains, which lie towaid the southward part of the island. Tim 
land and sea winds blow every day, without exception. 

The diseases prevt^lcnt in Batavia are chiefly of a putrid nature. TIio 
'lisorder niOst corotnon is'a tertian ague, which, after two or three pSmx- 
isms, becomes a double tertian, and'then a Continued remittent, w|flbN 
fiequcntlycarries off the patient in ashore time. In many instandts, even 
the most hale and robust men are attacked, and taken oflT in a few hours, ' 
in consequence of the rapid progress of putridity in the viscera. The most 
efficiL/,1; means of preserving health arc, to avoid the night air, to eat and 
diiiikiery moderately, an^ to take much exercise or> horseback. Tn the 
year 1775, exclusively of 4921 Europeatfs, the inhabitants of Batavia were * 
estimated at upwards of 111,000, besides women and children. According 
to the latest accounts, (1805-G) tlw entire population of Batavia, including 
the suburbs, was reckoned at about 160,000; 100,000 of which*' wereChik 
iiese, and the remainder Europeans (only from 12 to 1500), natives, Armc* 
mans, Persians, and Ai abs. 

The chief produce of tlie island of Java iy pepper, of which the king- 
•dom of BaiitmtiL yielded annually to the Dutch East India Company six 
iMiIiiuns of pounds. It is esteemed second in quality to that groan on the 
coast of Malabar; but the price at which the King^f Bantam is compelled 
to sell It, does nol^cxcced twppence|^afl{kenny (English) per lb. The white 
peppier IS only ^lack popper laid in Hjne, which occasions the black skin 
to peel o(f, flice is the second produce of Java. ^In 1767, Java fumislied 
11,000 ton^ of rice for Ceylon, JSanda, and other settlements. Sugar is also 
«(iltiv.ucd to a grant eigtcnt. ;In lt€8, the province of Jacatra alone fur¬ 
nished more than 8000 tiogshc^^qf 15 cwt. aaciA sThe next produce of 
Jata is collie, wbiclf was only introduced the year 1782. In 1768, Jara- 
tia furnished to the Company ^S9,COOij|bng8, of two cwt. each. Thepjri^e 
paid by the Company ik is.6d* ptrewt. Cotton yarn is dii mpoitant 
'h'LLi of trade in J.ira. It is spud from * the* co Von prndudbd ip the 
i*<latid, which grows in great abundance. Salt and indigo arc mitivo 
productions of Java. Tne north oast epast of the island, mui part of 'ahe 
district of Cheribon, furnish a very^arge quantity gf tiinljer,1og|^ bemi^, 
hoordb, knees, &c. which is not only sutficient for the conbumptioii of 
Batavia, for ship-building, houses,|md domestic u«e8, Kiil'n y^iy t^nkStler* * 
able quantity of it is annually cxperteil to seVerU of the out Aicmries^ and, 
u> particular, to the Cape of Good 110]^.

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The cttmmeree of Batnvia has, of course, been my eonuderable. As it 
^tvas the general dSp&t for all the sjiictis of tlie Moluccas, and the produc¬ 
tion of tlie island of Java, consisting’ of rice, coffee,' wnr, arrack, and 
pepper, sliips were continually cowing from every part'q^ndia, America, 
the African, and even European islands; and, netwithstimding the war, 
and the unhealthiblness of ftatavia, the road was always full of the flags of 
all nations, attracted by the proljtt which they were sure to acquire^ 

The chief knowledge that we possess of the revenues of Batavia, is 
'vlcnved fi om Mosset/s Memorial of (Economt/ ; the author of which, taking 
as a basis the books of the year 1752, calculated the profits and revenues 
at 0,300,000/'. and tbo charges at 2,800,9^(^I per annum, leaving a yearly 
surplus of 600,000/’. about 45,454f. sterling. But the books have not 
been closed so favouiably .since his time: in 1767, indeed, a favourable 
bnl.ince appeared of 233,33^. about 21,212/.; *but, in the peaceful yeai ^ 
17?i), the collective receipts amoi/nted to l,820,827y. and the charges to 
‘2,52i,920f. or 564,603/i about 51,387/. more than the receipts, winch is 
vastly diflerent from tiie calculations of Mossel. 

We shall only add, that the houses of the Europeans im Batavn are 
mostly of brick, run up in n light wry manner, and stuccoed on tin oi.t«ule, 
with sash windows! Within they arc almost all built upon one plan, the 
frant being in gciieial iwrfow, though some few are more exILended.

William Cundell, dias Connellf one of tlie prisooer% was put to tjie bar; 

but 80 g^Qsat was the olamour arising from the crowi^e^ld^voui’ing to force 

their way into the court, wliicb was not sutbdiei^^pa^aa to bold* one 

tenth of those who httempted to gain ndmittanceV'tliat nearly half an hour 

elapsed before Mr. Knapp, the clerk of the arraigns, was enabled to call the*

jury. 

The jury were at length sworn, and the indictment read to them. It 
stated, ** that, On the^ 1st of August, in the 48th year Of the reign of his 
• Majesty, long bet’ore, and ^ from thence hitherto, a war existed be> 
tween his Majesty and France; that the prisoner, well knowing the same, 
did withdraw bis allegiance from the King of Great Britain, he being one 
of his Majesty's sub jects, and did aid and assist, to wit, on the Ist day of De¬ 
cember, in the 49th year of the King, in 4he Isle of France, the said isle 
being in possession of the French, the said enemies in Oefence of the said 
isle."—^The first oiert act charged, was, that he did unlawfully go from a pri¬ 
son in w Inch he wa; confiiiecb and did join himself to divers Frenrhinen, 
and with them did serve as a soldier in the service of France. Next, that ^ 
he woro the unilurm of |he said soldiers; a'ld lastly, that he did uiiinu ful¬ 
ly .tssist in keeping and guarding divers prisoners, licge subjects of Ins Ma* 
jesty, confined as prvoners of war in the said isle. 

The Attmnc} General, in addressing the jury, stated, that the prisoner 
was indicted foi high tiAison under the act of the 25th of Edward Ilf. by 
which in consequence of an amendment made to it in the S5th of Heuiy 
VIII. persons, charged ^with such crimes as.that imputed to the prisoner, 
could be tried by suc*b a %Mnby which the present eourt ^ 

was appointed. The facts ciiarged against (Jit^isone^were plain and sim¬ 
ple, and the legal le&ult, he bad no would be equally intelligible. 

The prisoqer was bom in all^iance to bis Majesty, in the neighbourhood 
of Dublin, and was d subject of Great Britain. He entered on bomd tlni 
Laurel ship of wai as a sailor, and was sent with her on the expediuon ngainst^^ 
tjj^sles t)f France and Bourbon. It qp happened, that this v5s4el, aAcr a 
dcsperalK'iBngagehicnC with « French friga^, w»s forced to surrender, amt 
tt>gfthc*r with the crew, amongst whom wus the' pristtnef, weaken into 
the Isle of Fiance, wheie the crew were jj^laced in chptivity; not long after 
which, the prisoner agreed to enter into the French service, provided he wai 
a|UH^d to go at laige, and was eccerdii^ly liberated upon thet^ terms. 
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He (lid .entei AS L sol(|ti^ i^i^^l>'rench unifojmpi^ consorted mtb 
eb« soldiers ^ofAhst natiC^i, anobctua^ acb:d as a^uanl over liis own qomi* 
Crymen. l%Is’iaSt fact was considered the grossest insult bj the fiirltisli 
prisoners, and in consequenoe^of their npplipatioii the prisoner was reino* 
vcd« The learned .counsel'Uien pltQceeded |i^call witnesses to prove the 
facts alleged. * 

Joseph Worth statedf that he was a sbiptnate with the prisoner, on board 
the laurel, when she wm taken by the French and carried to Isle of 
Bourbon. The prisoner had informed him Uiat he was horn alnM 
Clontarf, near Dublin. lie, along with himself and the rest of tlie crew, 
were put in confinement at Port Louis, and in about three months after- 
wards, though he did not see the prisoner liberated, he saw him at liberty, 
dressed in a French jol.dii6r*s uniform, namely, white turned up with blue. 
Tlic prisoner continoe|l*at large in this manner doing duty as a French sol¬ 
dier until the island surrendered to tlie British forces.' Witiiesj himself 
entered t^e French aervi(x* as a boldier, and wore the uniform, , 

On his cross-esamination, he admitted that he was liberated at the same 
time with the prisoner. The prison in whicli the crew had been confined 
was on the ground-floor, and the crews of two sh^s were confined lu 
one room. Tlicy were very much annoyed with vennin. lie never saw, 
so much vermin in any place before. When fief deserted to the French ser¬ 
vice, he was in a state of intoxication; and he was threatnod, if he went 
back to the Euglish, with something that would not be good for him. They 
kept him from going back for that reason. 

On his re-examiaation by Mr. Garrow, he said that before be and the

The court agreeing that evidence to that point tibuld not nflect the priso¬ 
ner by law, now desired, however, that evidence to the rcbt of the overt 
acts, cluugcd against the prisoper, might be proceeded in.

* tlia^^tlieir captivity wtis irksuidc. They did not, however, aUhuugh paiticu- 
liuiy questimied, prove that any force or coercion had been used to make 
the pi tsonsr enter the French service; nor did tlily bear testimony to his 
having attempted to escape from the island. Tlity d^osed, however, that, 
et the lime tite Britis|i forces were off tlie island* dioy were iioprtsuned, and 
on being asked to accompany tlio French troops, they all positively ret used 
^ do so; and wl.cn the opportunity arrived, they immediately sunomfeicd 
to the English forces.. , .

It was not his intention to f#'w the 
able and elt^ueu^speeches of hiMkleariictt frkmds (Messrs Brenpiiam and 
Jnnev) thrbdghdil their beaniqts, (sot'should confine himscirtotjic ^inpie 
, aud plain facts for tlie consideration of tbe^ury, uumely^ whether the pn* 
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t0per} having heea discharged from custody, did^not tnter, 
vice, wear the French ouiform, and acc as aguarH over hift^untrymen ? 
These facte had been most indisputably proved^ and trons'^escii therefore, 
the legal results must be drawn, that he hadlieen gpUty^f .-high traeson, by 
adhering to the enemy. tThe acts of treason being th||^.sobstantiated, the 
next question was, as to the excuse which chuld be o&iqd ux ♦xtenuation 
of the crime. No legal excuse could be received but the proof for bis heviiig 
acted un^r fear of death. This maxim had been laid down by Judge Helci 
UawkinS, Mr. Justice Forster, and every other judge in the 
land. Ill the production of such proof the prisoner had failed, and con¬ 
sequently must be foUod guilty to thd'full extent of the crime imputed 
to him. - 

The Lord Cbief\Baroa having summed >oo witicb he

This morning the court met at ten o'clock, when Cornelius IHirkcr, ano- 
thcr of the men taken in drms in tlio Isle of France, was pnt to tlm bar. 
The overt acts of treason charged against the prisoner, in the indictmeni, 
were, that he did, on the oOtii of Septemlicr, in the 60th yenr of bis Ma¬ 
jesty, go out of a certain prison in whicta|lm was confined, and join himself 
to the French army then in possession o^lm Isle of Ffnucc. I'hat he did, 
on the same day, put on and wear the dress and uniform of a French sol¬ 
dier. Tluii. he did^assist in keeping and conlinuig, guarding and governing, 
certain persons, then being prisoners of war, the Isle of France. And, 
that he did, on the Ist^of October, in the same year, wickedly invite and 
entice .loiin Young, and divers otlier of his Majesty's subjects, to enter in¬ 
to and assist as a soldier in the French army. 

Before the counsel for the crunn opened the casefiMr. Brougham moved^ 
that the prisoner shouM have his irons struck off dining the triaJ.-*Thje 
court immediately ordered the request to be complied with. ' ' 

The'Attorney General stated the cai^,fhnrtly to the jury, and pro. 
ccedtd to substantidie the facts by evtSeui ^!; fro^i wliich it appeared, 
that the prisoner was born at Lower Gawlpr, in the parish of Sedgeley, in 
the county of StalTord. His lather was a I’ufaliurer. He entered iba Staf¬ 
ford militia when he was about twenty, and from tbqncuvolunteeredintatbe 
marines, and wns stationed in tlie Magicienne, wjiich ship was, i^tlmnDopth 
of February, ISIO, captured by thq. French ju the JudiUi} Sees, pqd carried 
into the Isle of France, where ,the crew^ afn 9 Uglt w||om was the prisoner, 
n?lt'|iir:ed in cunGnemeiit as prisoned of war., About iix,|vock8 after he 
was put in^prison, he came out, and voluntarily entered the j^fcoch service 
as a soldier,'atating to his captive comrHe, Young,.asa,n^^|On^ that it was 
a much more agreeable thing to be at liberty and have p^futy of money, in 
his pocket, than to remain cpii6ned in a dungeon.

been despatched,'under the' ^WuCanil of Sir SiaftbfdVairbo«?,tind 
Rear-admiral Graj'don, nod IVliirti joined bim off Lisbon, consisted 
of thirty English, and iVority Dijfcli sinps of the line. - Sii Getir^e 
sailed from Spithead on the 1st of July (170^!), and anchored in 
til-. of BtiUjy on the l^tvh of Auguijt. The troops w ere Imidod 
on the 17th following; St. Cafircrinc’a fort ^uncinlert^d ojii the 
22d; and there, unfortunately, <crm?mitt:d the success of ?Iie expe¬ 
dition. In a general cuLincil of war, composed of sea and . land 
officer?, it was agreed, that, whereas ii[)on consMeratiun that tlic 
taking jMaragorda was found a work of so much iliffmulty, and 
that if tlie fort was taken, it would not at alf facilitate the entrance 
of the fleet into the Ibir.taJ, it was judged impracticable h}’ tiw 
Iritid general officers, to make any attcmpi for the reducing of 
Cadiz vtith the land forces that were there j that it would be a 
work of fonsidcrablc time for a much greater number of IrciOps; 
a:id it was resolved, that the army sbdultkf^i't^^obark'from Rota as 
5 ;on as possible.” ''—It L observed, in Uno^to JCAMrBV-i-i.’sLiicr 
•J the Adtiiiralc^ that the truth of the matter was, (hat the cunfe- 
diial'Oj iVniiul Cadiz in a much better situation thai*w as .expected, 
hoDiS'dves worse received than they hoped, atid the general ofli- 
So mnch divided in their opinion, that a rclrcal was thoiight 
niore advcuibh* Ihdii any other measure, in a cvuncil of war. If 
Sir (Jior';e Jlookc, befor..t,'js5* put to .y;a, foresaw any of (ho 
difiirultics they (hen met with^ fev persons atthistiinc of da) I 
bclieic think such a fort gilt a discredit to him, either a-a 
bl ccsmij 01 an ailniiral.” •» 

The failure of (Jiis cntorjirisc n.ifiiraliy excited coioider.ujic 
diss.iti.'.faetion ; and, for a time,-tlie clamour of, party opciated 
fetiongly against the piofe^sional credit of the conimandcr-in- 
chi^f. Sir (feoige, notwith'.tao'Ung a subsequent aclijovement of

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ilic utmost importance—notwithstanding the acclamatiohs tvltll 
which he .was received l)y the people, and ihe respect with whicli 
lie was treated by his Sovereign—w as subjicted to the ordeal of an 
inquiry into his condua, by the House olt Lords. That inquiry, 
however, terminated in the shame ami -^onfiisien of his eftemiuS) 
and in the increase, if possible, of his/hn reputation. 

As the fleet was on its return to England, after the failure of 
the attempt on Cadiz, Captain AVishart was detached,, with the 
Dorsetshire, two other ships of Ih^c line, and sonic transports, to 
take in water in Lagos Bay. While there, Captain Hardy, of the 
Pembroke, made the discover)', that the French admiral, Chateau 
llcttaad, had arrived at Vigo nlth his squadron, having the Spanish 
galleons,' laden with specie, ‘under his convoy. Captain Hardy 
immediately apprized his senior officer, Captain AVisliart, of the 
rircumstaiice ; a'.id Captain VVishart, as promptly, despatched the 
Pembroke, which was t!ie best sailing ship of his detachment, to 
carry the information to Sir Ccorgc Hooke. The consequent 
attack, ajid its very glorious and succcssluJ result, cannot hette* 
be described, than in the subjoined extract from Sir George 
Rooke’s journal:— t 

“ (i'et 12, anno 1702.-^At break of^ day this morning I removed, and 
hoisted ray flag on board tbosiSornersc t. Thfc w iiul being at \\. S. W. pro- 
'tnised a favourable opportunity of attempting the enemy, accordmg to ciio 
rcsaluciciii'o of yesterday. His Grace tlie Duke of Oi nioml used great 
•diligence in discnibarkilwg the troops^ and landing th< ui in a hay on tiio 
south shore, about four niiles to the eastward of Vigo j bo ordered the gro- 
inadicib to march, ulidet the commaud of iiiy Lord SImiinon, towitfd-, the “ 
fort, on tlui south side of Ronoadrllo, At nine o'clock I made the '•igmd 
to wcigli, which accordingly tlonc, the line of-baltle funned, and tiio 
ships went in upon the enemy ; bat f!|liii^calm, the van of our line was 
forced to anchor within shot of tlie ceenty's batteries, as the rest of ilie 
ships did in tlieir order. At ono o’clock, Captain Jennings came uboa'd, 
iVom V’jce-admij'al Hopson,,to jnfurm inn the passage at the boon: was 
extremely narrow, tbai both si^ps were well foililted, and that, in :\1! prti- 
babilil}, tlw f.rst ship that altempLcd the passage would Ito lost, and 
desircri I would come on hoard hiin and view the place; ujioo v\liK h f 
jtiinicdiatcly weitt'on hoard him, and the more 1 looked, tlie nn.'re I liked 
:t; for 1 saw the passage was half a mile bioad, so that it was impossible 
SI bosin of that length could be of sLreugtli. 

I saw tlie b.aUeriirs on the larboard side were open, and net so many 
jgji'iis o;i tlie starboard sidOfas was reported. 1 saw tlie enemy had not in.ulc 
a d.-pjsiuon of tlicir ships for a vigorous defence# but that they were it! a 
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ciM:kbtcnA)tion and confusioliy spthatl ordered Mr. Hopson, and . the rest 
of liic oiKcers, to cxelcute ilicir orders!, and do their du^. ' At Cwq o'clock 
in the ofeernoon, Vice-admiral Hopson, with the ^lips next the enemy, 
slipped their cables ai)d run in upon them. Mr. Hopson being the head¬ 
most ship,, ran tlirqugh them without n stop^ but the rest of the slup»of 
his divi&ien stopped, and bung instill they cut their way through; and as 
soon as they got through\ the enemy deserted fh.cir ships, setting suW on 
tire, and running others oi^ shore. 

** The Torbay was very'^ear being hiirnt by a firc-sliip of the enemy, 
which would certainly baye detae the execution had slie not faiuiyo up. 
This accident happened by the Tqrl^’'s going too far in before she 
anchored. My oi-ders were, th;|t nob(f Of oup sliips should go vvitbih the 
enemy to board thcrii,'^ns they miglit then get ah opportunity of. burning 
ship fur ship, witich. would hdVO been a better bargain than I intended 
thorn; but the Dro-ship blowing'up, the lire was extinguished by the e^rn* 
ptary bravpry and diligence of Captfun Leake, his odicerK and men, anil 
the ship wonderfully preserved, llje attack w.as made with ns much spirit 
and resolution as ever I saw, and the enenty’s defence was nS ti)Can, except 
two or three of their ships, who acquitted thcmaiplvcs more honourably. 
Mons. Chateau nctiaud clid not behave very well, for he hardly fired his 
guns once iK’forc hc\set his ship on tiro, aii4 ran away ns fast as he could. 
What facilitated the reducing the fort on the starboard side was, the good 
conduct of our foitcs, ivl^o continued to atiac^k it by land at tlic same time 
tluit our ships poured in their broadside upon it, between Wihich tbe,cneiny 
was in such a cAns'terpatibn, ,thac they surrendered' at'.discretion, ^in less 
than a quarter of Be Ildar.‘. ,1- sent a message'. tp his. Grace (b^'jDuke of 
()anofuJ, with my bumblp opinion, tfial^ jr'ite would please |o march^thc 
forces on to llonohdello', he niight ^prilballly find a,.considerable quantity 
of plate and otljcr ricJi goods; upffb ,his Grace cpiiMdutd his mmph 

iljiilicr. 'I’hus ends this glorious ilay\'*tp,Alw €teri\al honour of her Majesty 
and our couuny, and with very little loss, spstaiqpd,, though sonic of ohr 
ships had like to have co.mc to a‘m.*sforWn. 9 ,.'by tbe^cuemy's burning slops 
driving with tlic tide of ehby and ^ offJshdife wind 'upon ours, so that 
some of them were obliged to cut two pr Ihtce timw to save - themselves. 
Had], cHerefore, as I was advised,’run into tlic^lionoiidcllo with the wliolc 
rquadfon, must havp.^'gn ina'huddle^ and, 'in all probability, should 
Imvc lumcd all together,’ b'y!.jwlMeh wefwould have paid too dear for our 
victory ; therefore T do ■ ,**• itdowu fpr a maxhn ’and rule, without excep-

** Get, 13.—At break of day this morning 1 went np to RenondeJlo, luid

Sir James retained his seat at the Admiralty Board, through 
several commissions; and, in December, 1713. he nas promoted 
to the rank of admiral of tlfc while squadron, and made com- 
maiidcr>in-chief in the Mediterranean.

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capacity, with the death of his friend and patron bis interest sunk 
at once. To his o^n intiinsic worth, was owing that counte¬ 
nance and employment he experienced daring the Utter part of 
Queen Anne’s reign ; and perhaps no greater encomium can be 
bestowed upoh him,^thAn to procUim Imtbe vroild the name of his 
great patron, except it is to add, that, e>cn after the decease ot 
that patron,Sir James continued to be respected, honoured, and 
trusted by able ministers and moderate men.**

Various fiibiicRtcd statements have recently appeared ni the french and 
r; Cl man papers, of foreigners been forcibly sent from this country, 

by the orders of govemmeut; plundered, and then landed, in a destitute 
state, <on the Dutch coast. • Thp chsugq, as far as wo hate.^n able to 
Icam, is nlti^etlier false; yer* it has been made in a uiamicr so furinal 
and sysUhnatJc, as almost tu require official refutation.—The subjoined 
Declaration (copied from a late (>iemati paper) purports to h ive bci n 
made by two persons who had been lauded on the Dutch coast by a 
BiitisU vessel:— i 

I, the vndersigued, declare, that tho first night f wa5''«n boaitl tl e 
Sum, which transporteduie from England to UuUduu, the crew lobbed 
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me of all thenioaeyl po^tesscd. I complaia^d to the captain^ withoui. 
being enabled to obtam redress, and tfkerii«ardt« in much tlic ^ame manner, 
I lo«e nearly all jmy baggage and ototbes. That early in the morning of 
the 13th of Deoember, we were put on board a boat, and attempted to 
land at N’ordwyck, Or SSandfoOrdt, but after one of the'passengers had got 
out of the vea<iel, up to neCjk m water, it uM fodnd impossible to eifect 
the piirpuse<^e thou det|rmifled to return on bqard, and with the 
greatest difficulty we persuaded j|he captain ‘to robelve'us. Wo had scarcely 
got upon deck^ when I and my companion, ttenaud, were ordered down 
into the cabin, and there clapping a pistol to my head, iho captain 
threatened to blow out my ^inS)i if I did not ^ve him ^ guineas, for tho 
trouble kc had had in endeavouring to lanil us. 1 told him I could not 
procuie so laigca^um, and Oantain fnglcy, seeing tbatl had it not to 
give, dosuited, but mado«ipc mount on deck, and compelled the drsi fishing 
vessel that came near, to take me and my companion on boaid.

About ono o'clu h, the 
Alceste and AdiVv had gamed aO much 00 the othcis, that we bcgai. to 
exchange shuts, wiien an uclu^ky uue fioni the enemy earned .iw»y the 
Alcestii’s maiii'tup mast; of course, nhe di<. t«d aatrin, and wc, pushing 
toi the sternmost, soon got wuhin musket shot, 4" 1 .lUo close acnon in 
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40 minutes, the enemy (tvhosc cousoit crowded on, and left her to her 
iuic) had not a mast standint', and found fmthrr resistance vdio, Abuuc 
rtie middle of tlie action, Captain Got dun, while pivmg lus uidcrs with the 
(;ieatcbt coolness, lost ins leg. lie was standing on a shot^hag, and Icmi-

I bad a dust with 
them oiicc: the liairacouia lym^at anchor at Bantam, some of the na¬ 
tives came on buard, and told us^ if we wcmld send a beat to a place they 
pointed out, they would give us refieslnncnts. ] was sent in the launch 
with light inon armcik to guard'agaiiist ticnclicty. W’’eltft the ship''at 
noon, and at nitrht aiiiveil at the plare, but the things were not iiady, so 
wc were obliged to wait till morniiig. ,4*^ vvo were cooking our breakfast, 
a prow we had been patching all the morning stood fowaids us, so 1 
ordered every thing to he gut ready. As slic approached, t obsen’cd she 
wa» full of men, and therefni c thouglit if pi udent to get off; but I could 
not, for the provv both oui-sailcd and out-rowed us. When she came near

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to board thctti, knoning that to be tbe only chance; fur if they took 
»<•, they would hav< put the whole of uti to death. Aa soon «a8 we ctuue 
nlongsdie, we cleared our way with our inus^kcts, o«d jumped on board the 
prow. '1 here were about 50 men m her, ami wc only nine, fn about 
half «n hom we cleared her. By this tiino bad drifted near the bliote, 
und the few (hen reiiuiimitg jumped ovcihoard. I obber^ed four or five 
reach the shore, most of toem wounded. ~I had two meu killed ; the other 
tix had tin woundb of coiibcqucnee. Just t'lien the Leda appealed in the 
uthiig, and w<. took oiir pij/,e on board her. (.'nptain Sajer made us st.iy 
ou board die i i <la till the next iiioiiiiiig, to rtii'csh oiirsLlvCb. Wu got to 
the Barraioiita about noon, aui^ Captain Owen appiovcd of what C 
had done.’'

Tun Kingston Chronmlef ot tli- 'Ist September, 1811, contanib the 
following account of the tapt e < f thw Policaii schooner — 

•* 'I l.t Pelican sHioonei, Captnio Dauham, a.rivtd at Port Rovai h'e 
on Thui-sdaj niglit. On Tuesday evening last, about hvo o'clock, she fell 
in with a French privateer to the eastward of Alhgatio Pond, uh di tii'sC 
bhewdl Biitibh tiiid afterwards Frciicli coioujb; uu aition cointnciiced, 
whicli was bcserety contested by the Belic^n for three qiiaiiers of.ii. liour, 
when the piivaic’ct Imviiio biought her bow to bcai on that of the Pelican,

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poured grape-bhotf together with tfaoir musketry^ Into the iatter^ end then 
boarded; at which time Captain Denham and Id of his crew were wounded, 
and the remainder were compelled to give way to eupenor numbers. Cap¬ 
tain Denham defended Ills vessel with the greatest gallantry, and wc lament 
to state that he is dailgerously wounded, having received a severe cotiiu- 
Sion on his licad, a musket-shot through his armv and one of his thighs 
broken. Ills crew consisted of ^0 men and bo^s, and there were also 10 
]^assenger8 on board—the whole Spaniards, himself, Mr. Middleton, and 
Mr Shannon (passengers) excepted; the,latter gentleman likewise was 
wounded. The privateer is the Marengo, of eight guns, bnt having only 
<>ix inouuttd, four nine and two IS-jiounders, the latter on pivots, and 
luiving a crow of 70 meq, French, Amei leans, Spannrds, and a few 
Enghslmicn. The Marengo had two^ain killed, and 17 wounded. The 
rdican none killed, and 11 wounded, of whom several are expected to 
die ; they wcio conveyed to tlic naval hospital, where every care and atten¬ 
tion has'bceir paid to them. 

The Marengo, aftv'^^iu'k bore away with the Pelican to the sonth- 
waid, and, on Wednesday morning, hauled down the mils of both vessels, 
nnil occu]^ied the wHolc of that day in plundering the Pelican, taking out 
all the specie on boatd, amounting to 80,000 dollars, of which wc fear little 
js m^ured. She also took two of her guns, 9'‘puuuders, together with her 
provmoBS, stock, and greatest part of her equipments, and threw one long 
9 poundei ovtrbOard, stripped the j^bssengers of the whole of their pro¬ 
perty, not leaving them even a change of clothes. On Wednesday evening 
they gave up the vessel/ when she proceeded for thiS^port. Ihe Marengo 
did not make sail whifb the Pelican was in sight. They said that tliey 
intended waiting fOi another vessel, supposed to be the Fernando Septimc, 
but It IS the opinion of the passengers that she went to windward.

O N looking over dm Report qf the Committee of the 'Navel and MiUtirp 
Bihle Soiietpt for the yeqp 1811,1 observe, that the uutnherof Pibles, 
distributed by the Committee, in the course of that year, amounts to 
1848; while the uumber of Testaments Is oqly 85; and that all the Testa- 
meots fteie applied to the use of one particular aad^iichvidoal body of 
sneo—the garrison M Dover. 

Allow me to inquire, Sif', through the medimo of.yourfpubhcation, to 
..wliat motive, or vievy, is to ^ attributed die very striking oisprupgrtion oi 
the uumber of Testaments to that of Bibles * aud why ail the Testaments 
w ere sent to Dover garrison * ^ 
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\ do not nsk these questions, Mr. Editor, from a supposition that they 
baunot be jsatUfuctoriiy answered hy the Committee; but, poihups, many 
others, as well as myself, might he grntihed by receiving the iuformatiun 
required, and it might e\|en tend to subserve the interests of the Society. 

Whilst the'pen is in ray hand, Sir, suffer me farther ti> inquire, wlu-tlicr, 
if the nmnuer of Testaments distributed had been U}4R, and tl;at of Bibles 
only 25, the cause of religion might not have Hceii more esscatiJIy bene¬ 
fited ? If the normative of this he admitted, it will be evident, tii.it the 
last year’s disbiirsenieiits of the Society might have been more advanta-

If I may be allowed to offer an opinion, on a subject of so much irn- 
portniice—a subject which, of course, must have been amply diseussed by 
the Commillce of the Naval and iNnl^tary Bible Society—the code of pine 
looralhy, and the doctrines of simple and un<dreutcd piety, which arc 
inculcated by the Ttstarneiit, seem to entitle it to a prcf^-rciiqp, wlicn 
compared, individuully, with the Bible. l^^.s n^^^irofanc to say, that some 
parts of the Bible arc merely historical, aiui thaVniany other parts are 
nearly uniuteiligihlc to uncultivated minds ; conseqiftCiitly, not altogether 
essential to the regulation of man's conduct hciie, or to his salvation 
hereafter. ,• 

Might not the oViject of the Society he considerably extended, by tlie 
circulation of brief, but faithful abstracts, of both the Old and New Test t- 
ment ? Such tracts, drawn up in plain and simple language, and untinc- 
tiired by bcctarian zeal, or opinion, of any description, would, in the first 
iii'.taiice at least, be more on a level with the capacities of the major part 
of those, to whom the attention of the society is directed, and might be 
printed and circulated ut a comparatively slight expense. *

THE WTNWICK BROAD OAK. 


TAe Oak Aas been mmemorintly the characterntic Tree^the British SoiU 
Its 'Timher forms the Wooden ]Vulls uhich, since the days of Alfred, have 
hem the Glory and Preservation of onr Nation,*^ 

On Monday, the 26th of August, thia tree of renown was honoured at the 
lillaige of Wiuwick, in a inaiiiicr as signal as its services have been briUiant. 
It was made the scene of a, festal day, in coiumcinoratiun of the late great 
and gallant action (ought in the Adriatic by the little squadron under cuiu- 
inudore Htistc.

^ The naineUf Capt. Phipps Hornby, the son tSf the highly respectalde 
rector of the parish of Winwick, is already familiar to the public eye in tlic 
despatches of his coniinundcr, and entitled to the love of the Briliih empire'' 
in remuneration of tj^ brave part he acied off the island of Lissa, His ar¬ 
rival in his initive viOage, after five years'of absence in early yuutli, spent 
in foreign climes in the service of his country, has become an lera lo the 
natives of the place which wilt never be forgotten in the memory nf main 
ns lii.s services will neVer be obliterated from tfie page of history. At nnd- 
inght the 0th of Augus(, (tie bells of the venerable church aniinnuced 
liis approach, and a few minutes presented the hero to the embraces ot Ins 
family circle.

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upon the niert; the horses were taken from his carriage, and he was drawn 
iu tritiro'pl) tir the mansion of his father. 

On the eiisaing day a deputation of the inhabitants waitcd^ilpon the wol- 
eome stranger, to oSbisithcir congratuiaitbns upon the safety of bis person, 
and to convey the wishes of the parish at Urj;e th^t he would honour with 
his presence n public festival, to be celebratetf upon the 36th of August, 
under the Bn^ad 0.4k‘of jVniwick, in comliemoration of the ViCToav 
OF Ltssi, and as a personal tribute of their respect for himself an<i his 
' femily. ' 

This tree consists of a perpendicular stem of the height of about 12^ feet; 
and from its top spread out a number of horizontal bmnehes, fortning a 
magnificent natural canopy covering an area of ground 100 yards in circuin> 
fereticc, and capable of sheltermg several thousand people. ~ Arounil this 
veteran of tiie forest was constructed a superb awning, with a commodious 
square enclosure. The*interior ul^covered with fine white cotton cloth^ 
and decorated l»y the fair Imiids of ti^ladies of the village with evergreens, 
tlie emblems of Britain's naval fame, and witli flowers, tjie ii^dicntions of 
the jby which displayed itself upon Jts top was ennobled by 

a signal, well known throughout the world, The Banisu Flag. 'I'hrcc 
lengths of dinner tables were formed along three Sides of the square, whilst 
the fourlli was left open for the ingress of the company, and the accomino- 
dalion of the populace, who arrived from all parts to be spectators of the 
happy scene.

ARROGANl-SlIOAr.. 

I N thc'-prcceding vohunef is an Account (extracted from an East Indian 
newcjjiipcr) of a ledge of rocks discovered by El. M. S. Arrogant, in 
the Javan seas On a^omparison of that article with a description of the 
same danger in a recent publication of inucli authenticity, a typographical 
error has been discovered in the former account, namely in the latitude 
.'viid lo.'gitude, which is of^so much moment as to call for the earliest cor¬ 
rection ; and in order to make it as cuiiipicte as [lussibie, the present op¬ 
portunity is taken, to give the coinpnr.itivc staiciuent itself wliieh has led to 
the detection of the error :—^

AZORI-:S OR WESTERN ISLES. 


T hese islanda w<;i-e fcscovcrcd by the Portuguese about the year 
liSO, and were (iratyanied in that lutijuage iihns do» apom, or 
“ isles of the hawks," in tfoiW'quence of ihc great niiinber of iliose birds 
seen thtfre.* The wiiole clik‘)'er consists of 9 isliintl'> (besidesa few islets 
or dangers contiguous to some of them) diMcifd in thr«-c groups, separated 
by two principal channels, and disposed nearly according to the following 
order from AV. to E. Mores, Corvo, Eayal, Rico, St. George, G'racios.", 
Terceirn, St. Michael, St. Mary. Tliey are mostly high land, with 
steep rocky coasts, not atTording safe harbours; and the places whore 
ships must anchor arc all txf»(>scd to the ''torni', which prevail in winter. 
Vulcanic evidences are common ; and carll.qii.ikes occasionully cause 
duvaSIfution. The hyilrogiaplucal description about to be given, is chiefly 
collected from I'leuriou, Toiino, and l!or.sbiir; 4 li but, as there*is sumo 
riiffercucc in the goograpliical posiltuns assi^sied to tlicse islands by those 
authors and by other anthoniics, tlvc respcciivo Ifitiftiiles and longitude* 
will he given in a tabular form at. the coiiehision of this article.

Ertraet of a Letter from St. Michael (Azores), Augu^ 24,1810, ^ 

I 

“ One of those dreadful phenomena qever witnessed in your country, has plun* 
grd many here in unspeakable wretchedness and affliction, and continues to oc¬ 
casion great terror to all the inhabitants of tlCks island; Oh^the 11th of August^ at 
10 P. M. slight shocks of an earthquake were felt etintervals of a few niinutes for 
four hours. During this time the inhabitants, under the influence'of alarm for 
their personal safety as well as property, were tunning to and fro jn the gredleat 
distress. Between two and three, s dreadAil racking was e.iperienccd throughput 
the whole island j several houses, unuhld to resist its violence, were thrown down.

T II4T comets are h.ibitable worlds, appears to be a favourite article of 
belief, amongst the astronomical speculatuis of the preseit day.* 
" Ihe comet of 1744,” observes one of Uiese gentlemen, had phases like 
the muon, therctore the heads or nucli% of comets*aie solid globes ns well 


* Less than two centuries hack, to hold such an opimon would have been 
regarded as downright heresy. Only 178 years havib elapsed siace tn« cele¬ 
brated GaiUeo was obliged, by an assembly of seven Cardinals, to disavow, 
against reason and cunscience. those important and demonstrative truths which 
be had published to the world. Under the terror of the iaqouition, this vene¬ 
rable philosopher was farced to sign the following formula of abjurat.oa 

1. Galileo i the 7l>ili year of my age, brought personally tojusUce. being 
on my knees, an lia'iiig before my eyes the Holy EvangeJists. which t touch 
with my own hands, with a sincere heart and faith, I abjure, cursf, and detest 
tli^ absurdity, error, and heresy of the motion of the earth,'* 3cc. 

What a profanation of rc}ijtun to impose so cruel a task upon the weakness of 
hum in nature^—Vet even tins Lninihating rccaiilaiiou was tiisufficunt to sniisiy 
Ignorant and bigoted priests; he was coilt'emned by the Inquintiun to peri^tual 
iniprisoiunent, but whs released ar tiie end of a year, on the solicitation of the 
Ci.uiid Duke o( ruscany, and to prevent bw withdiawing hiinsclt from the pfiwet 
ui this aterciless tribunal, he was forbidden to lejve the tevritorj of Fiorenffe. 

j:3Eh* C^roiu (Etoii XXVTt. H 
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A» tHe v^anets} there remtiin* then no ^ecl£c diiCerenee ttetween.plmiets 
and comets, excepting the trains of the latter, and the gredt atmosphere of 
light which suiTOUiids titcin. 450 have already been'discovered, and of 
thcbc the orbits of 97 have been computed ^ yet, out of ail diU number, 
the return of one only has been ascertained, vi«. tipit which appeared in 
the years 1456, 1631, 160%> 1683, and lastly in 1159. La Place conjee* 
tnres, the>e may be a thousand yet undiscovered. ^ The number of all the 
planets of our system, primary and secondary, amounts, only, to 39. Since 
tlien, the number of comets greatly surpasses- that of the planets, It ia 
altogether inconceivable that they should be intended for the use of any of 
tlic planets of nnr system, iduch Jess for that of one of the smallest.-^ 
We have, therefore, no reason to doubt, that the rank which each of the 
comets occupies in the scaje of the c|eatioi), is not less important tbait that 
of our earth; and siucc we cannot suppose anyetbing to have been made 
in vain, there scarcely remains a tk^abt, that ’comets, as well as planets, 
are intended fof the habitations of some kind of creatures, hon’ever different 
they may lie from those on our globe. 

“ If it be said, tbar ^e grerft changes of heat and cold to which comets 
are exposed, would destroy any kind of animal life with which we are 
acquainted, to this it may be replied, that, although the intensity of the 
sun's is inversely as the distances from liiita, we bnd that heat and cold 
uic by nO means iu (he samfi proportion; on the contrary, it is knonm that 
with the same intensity of light, a very great difference of heat niid cold 
is produced ; for liistan&e, the cold or\ the snony top of Mount /Ltun, 
compared with the heat at the foot of thp mountain; the»e ellects, so 
widply diflerent, evidently depepd on the constitution and testure of the 
substances on which the rays fall, on their affinities with the matter of 
light, and on the surrouuduig atmosplKre t hqt, independontly of this, we 
cannot for a moment doubt, that Almighty Power is adequate to suit the 
Coi|i<titutioi\s (^f those beVigs, if such theie are, to nil the variety of seasons 
Uiey arc dcstmodto undergo, iu tlieir wide and eC^ntrir excursions rouud 
the sun.'* ^ 

Any attempt to proi{p the omnipotence of the Pcity, would he a wotk 
of sujieterogation; but, as it is an adimttcii fact, that light can exist with-, 
out heat, and vice verntf there seems to\ie np necessity for supposing, that 
the inhabitants of cQmeti>—'if comets really have inh«bitants-~-inust possess 
.the fabulous property of the salamander. “ If,*' says another essayist, for 
whose liicubrutioHS wc ate indebted to the appearance of the comet of 
lUU, ** the sun were the fountain of heat as well as of fight, there ought 
not to be the diminisiied tempentturew’ observed on the tops of mountains; 
and we may hence rutionaliy suppose that a qomet may pass near the sun 
without becoming in the least wargi. As nll^ o,ur knowledge of these 
remotely situated bodies is rqcrety analogical, from a comparison with 
phosphorescent bodies, the above snppusiticMi is adduiooalJy supported. 
We find that all tbose,substaocet wjupb imssess a power of absorbing light, 
and of giving it out iit fha dorkv acquire not in these opergtioas an incieai^i 
vi tpmperatyre. * . ^ *

** 1 have id.^eady remaiked, that'kliere uic many substances which, by 
exposure to solar light, absorb this iuniinou!i matter, and give u out in 
tlmdaik: this may be illustrated by the foilouing familiar circumstanre: 
when common water is made to boil, the bubbling appearance is obensiuntd 
by the cToltnion «'f air didused through tbe water; the water, when cooled, 
will absorb uir, r rather, from the sunoundmg atmospheric pressure, so 
much air is forced in the inteistices between die paiticlrs of wafer, until a 
balance is restored. Upon (tie same principle light is piesied into those 
'lubstunccs winch are deiiyininated fjiosphortSccnt; by this species of 
phosphorescence we are to undeistand, an nppiarance of liglit, durable or 
fugitive, not^ensibly containing any beat,.add wiiboat any subsequent 
altemtiim in inorganic bodies, as the cat’s eye, hyohne quart/, and [ilioi- 
phate uf Estiamudura hine; so aho the Bologna phosphorus, glucine and 
diird niiiute uf hme, no ways siiiiiliir to the yiuntantuus phosphoTcstoncU 
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of animal and vegetable substances; this arises from''a oomhiistibloproeese 
ill whieti water and carbonic acid are formed. 

** Upon the preceding principles we mayreadilj conceive, that, by a 
comet, when it anives near the sun, exposed to the influence of an intense 
luminous atmosphere, an amazing store of this principle will be absorbed: 
that portion of the comet «'hich is exposed directly to the solar rays, con*- 
tiiiualiy under the pressing action of light, wilk necessoriry not admit of 
any luminous etnouaiioii; this icsist.tncb no ways oxtendtiig to the oppo¬ 
sing side of the comet, accounts for the stream of iiglit denominated the 
till, being nearly reverse to the sun; and, upon the same principle, it is 
ct|ually evident why the luminous appearance should be faint before its 
perihelion, and why, subsequently, it increases in the brilliancy of its appear¬ 
ance. Lectr-ers on the Etdouranion lead the studerit into an error when 
elucidating this part of astronomy : the head otf the comet is represented 
as remarkably brilliant, wlmn at its nearest distance front the suit, whilst, 
on tho rnntrar}', the surrounding light prevents its being visible at all, and 
at DO time so \ivid as even the light reflected ftom the moon. 

This supposition l^tquires*^additional support by the appearance of the 
tail being slightly curved, evincing that It is resisted by some surrounding 
medium; and, ftom analogy, tbh must be supposed of that extreme degree 
of rarity, as only to be capable of disturbing a substance of the tenuity of 
light. ‘ 

** May not, then, these astonishing bodies ho destined by Providence, as 
ttie carriers of light from that cxiiaustless source, the sun, oiid dilTasing tlic 
same tlirongli the iinmciisity of the sol.vr system ? Each star deemed by 
astronomers as a distinct sun, having a system of revolving“plaiicts, ami 
probably of .in equal number of enmetury bodies tb.it may be attached to 
our solar nirungcnient, all destined for the same wise and ^i.uid purpose

The increase of the enemy’s pnvateeis, the tuir«eiy which they coii'Wiifc 
for French seairen, the dopr^dduons winch thej are toiij'ai ly t >rn- 
mitting ujJSn our commerce, tlic ditjamlty ot »aprurmg them by oui regular 
cruisers, their worthlessness when captured, a m the una%oidihlo (Apcnscs 
of condemning them, are evis which lauc lung been seriously iJt. I'or 
the removal of these evils, the hist of Mr. Ci amp’s suggestions is.—that 
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tfic roerrantile interest should petition his Royal Highntffi the Prince Accent 
to have the expenses of coiideinniitg small crAflc paid out of the public 
treasury; that they should petition also fpf a certain number of men, from 
the fleet, to be distributed into small lug^sailed vessels, with flat boto 
toms, nnd shifting rudders, and keellf and tliat tlie subscejj^rs akLloyd'M 
the HoiJt East India Company, &c« should offer rewards foi* the qspture 
privateers, or small nauonSi cruisers i the rewaVds to be paid immediately 
on the prize being brought into port, exclusively to the crew of the vessel 
by which she had actually been boarded, or compelled to strike, and not' 
according to the present'Hjode of distributing prize money. 

Mr. Crump’s specific plan is, that the merchants shall petition for the 
crews of four men of war (not wanted now) or an equal number of volun¬ 
teers from the fleet, which shall consist of hoo men each; that is, 8,2001 
men to be distributed into lug-sail vessels, consisting 'of 60 men each^ 
exclusive of olUc crs. This number of men would yield crews for 64 ves¬ 
sels, totally independent of what we have now employed; and I will say 
that these «'>4 vessels shnil absolutely save, or retake, four merchant siiips, 
that shall be worth to t^e subs(;i‘ibers at IJoyd’s, or others, 5,000/. a ship, 
which added O'gethor, 1 believe will make 30,000/. Now'^ gendetiien, aS 
it is a sound old adage, that one preventative is worth two cures, I take 
the liberty to suggest to the merchants, to offer these 20,000/. in rewanh’ 
for taking the enemy's cruifers. This som divided into portions of 120/. 
each, the money liiat I propose to give for each capture, would pay the 
oilicers and men for keeping a good look-out, and the trouble of taking it>6' 
vessels, and upwards/' ' 

Mr. Crump considers, that the Firencb, in fitting 0\it their cruisers, pro¬ 
ceed upon the calculation, tiiat it is not worth the while of the royal navy 
to molest^hciii; and that they expect each cruiser to take at least two 
Tiicrchant ships of 5000/. value earh. “ Here," says he, “ the grand point 
begins m present itself, for twice 166 ships, at 6,000/. a ship, will amount 
to im less a sum than l,r00,000/. Now,^fentleine8i, 1 wfl put tliis plain 
question; what per centage is 30,000/. ujron 1,600,000/. ? Can mi rclumls 
sec this and not be alive to tl/eir own interest/ But suppose any one ot 
these ^hip8 so taken shonlil by chance he’ worth 30,000/; or upwards, in 
what point of view would my precaution then appear ?” 

“ The reason," ok-erves Mr. Crump, in a subsequent part of his letter, 

'* why 1 have fixed the sura of 130/. to be absolutely paid td the individual 
ship's rompany that makes the capture, is, because that sum may be divided 
afu r the followriig manner, to any class of ships in the royal navy

Ship masters employing other than licensed pilots fwitli partidular excep¬ 
tions); or reporting to pilots'a false acuoimt of water-draft; or altering 
water line marks; incur penalties. How controversies respecting draft of 
water siiali be settled. Pilots* names to be inserted in custom-lionsc 
reports of iti-ward bound sliippin^, and monthly lists to be tiansmiltcd to 
T. tl. CIcAritig olHcer at GiMvesoiid to transmit like reports of out-ward 
bound vessels. I’oieign sliip-inasitrs not giving the imine of yilotp^ludl be 
deemed to have saih-d without one, ntid sliali pay pilotage. Lists of pilots 
containing cundiy particulars to be tiansinitttd to tMi T. II and to the 
C. II. Ucfcroiu'e to acts 15, and 40, (L HI. Conimusioiiert of customs 
to tiansmit to their principal oDices at the out-ports in Fitigland, the muncs 
anil residences of tlic pilots who reside within the limits of siieh poif.

The instanci*. now bubiniitcd to notice, brings with it no conso* 
latnry circumsfaiice of the kind. The fate of the sutlcrcr was 
.sodden; was imolvedin the Jiorrors of a tropical tempest, and 
has continued hitherto hidden in a raystcriousucss, whicli, though 
sometimes penetrated by a ray of hope, has relapsed into a 
of darkness, as uhco'-'-t'ou, as it is aldintive. 

Thomas John • c ii.iii. the second son of Sir John Peshaiij of 
L'ales Owen, Bart, and of Rebecca Ifydo, the daughter pf Cosjjey 
Hall, of Hyde TIull, Esq. in tise island of Jamaica (but dcseei-.ded 
from a family long seated and honourably allied in VVjk'ihire), 
was born at the village of (ihigwcll, in Essex, on the SOch of 
April, r^ 5 . J 

Hefarc fac arrived at the age of eight years, he was sent to Win* 
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Chester school, M-herc he just saw the excellent and venerabte 
Joseph Waiton, who, in a happier state of health, and a more 
■vignrotts sfaj^je of life, had been the instructor of his father. 
From Wineheilcr he was, however, soon removed to Westminster, 
on account of his elder brother’s ill health, Charles James I’csliall ; 
and, at the latter place of instruction (where to be praised is no 
ordinarj' praise) so diligent was ids attendance, atuC'aetivc his 
industry, that, during no long eontinuance (her'', he reoBved no 
fewer than twenty-three rewards. It is not pretended, (Iwit the 
rewards w'erc of iiincli value, or that the exertions, which 
deserved and uhtuined them, were very brilliant ; but their linin'* 
her and repealed bestowal shew the vigour and eonstancy ot his 
mind, which, iti truth, had at tltc same time these valuable {uaii- 
ties, il*’noL'iltogether called forth, certainly miieh slieii^theiiod, 
by an cducatiort^vi'j-y dilTcrcnt from that of the bcUc-. icltrc't^ 
amidst the distresses and projisuro of family misfortune. Kedonbteil 
attention to his parents, the almost par&iinoiiious accuniulaiion of 
his pochet inone\, his anxiety to be placed upon the theatre of 
exertion, and within reach, at least, of succcs; ful enterprise, all 
SvCined to grow out of the feelings, produced hy a eoiulition of 
calamity, such, perhajis, as many individuals feel, but such as 
does nut frequently come bi'fore the notice of tlie ]ml)lic. 

At length the time arikcd, when his wishes for active emjiloy- 
mciit were to be gintified and the friendship of C'aptain Robert 
**riampin, then recently appointed to the Fowestolic frigate, gave 
to him the bcm'fit of a protector and patron, which, though their 
object no longer his family, as they deeply ieel, eagerly 

seize every opportunity to achnowlcdgei Gibbon has truly slated 
the departure of a boy from his paternal inaiision, for the exercises 
and discipline of a public school, to be a sort of entrance into (be 
world; but the change from even the last, to the perpetual 
motion, the rigid objcrvanccs, the total novelty, attendant upon 
the sea service, may prol-ably he deemed by some a revolution in 
the progress of youth, still more striding, and likely to produce 
permanent recollection. ® 

He, at length, set off for month, where he was v*ccived by 
his captain, with all that warmth of friendship and kindness, 
which for ever bound up bis affections in his gratitude. Cap- 
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iaia P.^ was inJml to tiim ever a standard, by wMch, in the 
riinaininsf [)ait of his life, he graduated both his allVctions and 
Jus f-Jvew. fn his letters he perpetually takes occasion to men¬ 
tion, that he likes such an one, as resembling his first friend^ 
ill the regulation of his ship,” or “ that he finds him a very 
fIi!riT<‘i>t man from his dear captain.” In one of his last 
Jotter', he. observes, “ I flatter myself, I shall rise to llie height 
of my profession, f should be very condtinnabic not to be a good 
ollicer; for I have been brought up under the first men of the 
proiession. [hit Pl.itnpin laid the foiiudation, and my poor 
l.'unrpt'jil Captain .Miirrayr- has foll<»\v{*d l.is •'teps.” Jle again 
rai'turousl} eveUims, “ 1 glory in my ])rofes.sion—[ like it for 
itielf, and [ am in a way, through it, to bring mv poor, aiibicni, 
family info repute again,—Above all, I se^o luy coiilfifrv, and 
•If'ir Old (Jeorge, my'^ King.” 'I'hose who haVf^j/^^ 1 . 1 'te for the 
ardent asjiirations of an entei])ii'ing youth, may ati'ect to smile at 
till »o oveiilowing elfiisioris ; liut such were the feelings fami may 
fiit’j fieier bo wanting) which nourished in the breasts of Nelson 
aiid of Smith, that tone and temper, which planted the Pritisli 
crot.s upon the walls of Acre ; and svhich, after sweeping from the

With respect to the ad vantage of an antient and hdnbtirable 
lineage^ no man ha4 ever felt it more, or, perhaps, more judici* 
<>usly, than young.Peshall. 

The Lovreatoffe, originally intended for the'Mediterranean scr« 
tice, M as subsequentiy ordered to Jamaica^ as the convoy of a 
fleet, bonnd to that island. The permd of her continuance upon 
that station was marked by no particular circumstance ; but it 
M as gratifying to Peshall’s family and friends, as during the whole 
time, every packet fht^ought from either his captain or his com¬ 
rades the strongestt.,^.stimoniaIs to his character, for a high 
sense of'kqpour, hisa^ict adherence to veracity, and his reverence 
for his Tcligi^k,iqesft^ sirigic fact will shew, that good works were 
not attended io legs by. him, than the purity of his opinions. 
From the first receipt of his pay, he contrived to save arid send a 
ten pound note to 'his elder brother, Charles John Peshalf, then 
a lieutenant in the 22d regiment, stationed in the Island of Guern. 
sey. Ills letter, conveying this present, has the following pas. 
sage“ I send my brother a ten pound note, and shall, by the 
next packet, send him another. I think nothing of myself ; all 
I ^ct roust go to my beloved Charles; for these dogs in the army 
have more cxpeiues to encounter, than in my profession ; and the 
’ study of my life will be to push my dear brother in his service ; 
and enable him to make as good a figure as his roinrades.’* 

Ordered home|^ as a convoy to a fleet of merchantmen, (he 
Lowestofle, in working through the windward passage, ‘ went on 
shore upon the Great Jlencaga, in the night of the 10th of 
August, 1801. This fact was communicated to the public in a 
paragraph, which appeared in a London newspaper, in the fol- 
lowing terras 

** \Ve are sorry to announce the account, brouglit by the Bonetta sloop 
of war, which reports that the LowestolFe frigate, with several of her con¬ 
voy, went on shore on the great lleneaga; but only a few lives, we are happy 
to add, were lost." , * 

Among (he numerous advantages, which the rapidT^pirculation of 
iatelligenco by the public prints, undoubtedly possesses, it cannot 
be denied that their rash, sometimes unfounded, and always abrupt 
announcing of facts, jike these, bring into action, in the wont 
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^ |;>ossibIe way, that laceration of domestic feeling, tliruughout the 
v^oinreunity,. which the Ibsscs they imply or describe^ Cannot fail to 
excite. The anxiety produced by the above intimation, was, 
however, done away, when' the details of the circumstance 
arrived. Much exertion had been made ^ extricate the sjiccic on 
board, and when the greater part of it had been thus saved, the 
necessary steps were, in course, taken, in order to convey the crew 
ashore, Into one of the boats Mr. Pcshall was about to spring, 
having first thrown inio her his hanger, when he was recalled by 
Captain Piampin, ana requested to wait for another turn. She 
entered the heavy surf, was swamped, and, in her, perished her 
crew', the only men lost npon this occasion. 

The afibetionate regret, so often felt and expressed for their 
wrecked or foundered vessel, by thea^rviving cre’.rf^viis strikingly 
exemplified in Mr. Peshuii’s I<iinentatiOn«M:M'«l* the LoivestoiU', as 
often as the mention of her loss occurred. ills own loss (a severe 
one to him !)of his equipments, books, and instruments, was over., 
looked in the superior one of the frigate, the future command of 
which had been, with him, a favourite subject of anticipation. 
The captain and crew returned to Jamaica, but our young sailor 
was Bcdt home in the Amphion frigate, commanded by the 
Hon. Captain Peiinet. 

Upon the AmphionVs arrival, she was ordered to bc*pai(1 ofi'; 
and the kindness of Captain Pa^nne^: engaged him to endeavour to 
get his yoqpg passenger on board another frigate, remainifi^ in 
active service ; an intention which he announced to Lady Peshall, 
with the accompanying testimonial in Mr. ^‘^shail’s favour 

I liave great satisfaction in assuring your Lad^'sliip, that he is one of the 
best young lucti I ever met with ; ever aiixious to learn, nmi thankfo] to 
those who teach him. 1 have no doubt but he will be an ornament to niir 
service, and a good mac tii society. Wasf the Auiphiuii to remain in com¬ 
mission, 1 shou-: be hiijipy to keep him with me.

The Amphion, ho^eVer, did remain in commission, contra.'-y to 
theexgectationcntcrtained, and Mr. Pcshall continued on board of 
her, until May 19th,, 1802, v^cn ho was’landed from her at Yar¬ 
mouth (his time of service being e.xpircd) for the purpose of passing 
his examination. At tjhb time, aq idea was adopted of endea- 
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vouring io become « member of the Naval Academy at Portamoiitby 
with a view jto that systematic acquirement of science, so necessary 
to his profession; which, he supposed, could not be so well 
obtained, while afloat. The sound advice, however, of his friends 
(among whom no one had, deservedly, more weight than Captain 
Plampin) drawn from the particular circumstances of the case, 
determined him to a diderent Course ; and a continuation of active 
service then became the object of his most anxious solicitation. 
While this discussion, however, was thus* going forward, his 
examination took place (upon the 3d of June, 1802) and he was 
passed in a menner highly creditable to himself, and, unquc8tion« 
ably, most gratifying to his family. 

Having thus cfTcctcd tlio object, for which he had landed from the 
Amphion, he h'^pnccl to rcj(^ her, upon her return to Chatham ; 
but the Treaty of Ai\iei^. wm'icli (however eventually serviceable 
it may have been, in its remote consequences to the country, by 
the union of almost every heart and hand in the common cause) 
then withered the stoutest nerves of the brave, and darkened, with 
the most dismal apprehensions, the. anticipated views of the politic, 
was at that time announced to the public. In the general constcr. 
nation of the high spirited, and of the reflecting, at that period, 
it is litllef prerhaps, but for the particular purpose of this narra¬ 
tive, to strtc the paying off of the Amphion, together with the 
numerous other ycssels, ,which '■were then dismantled with such 
rash^L'eripitancy. Continued and active service was naturally 
deemed of such consequence, that an application was forthwith 
made by his mother, to' Earl St. Vincent, for his employ¬ 
ment in some vessel, remaining in commission. His lordship’s 
first answer, of the 11th of June, 1802, seemed to shew some 
hesitation respecting the feasibility of such an arrangement; but 
his second, of June the 2Gth, very satisfactorily informed Lady P« 
of her son’s transfer to the Immortalite frigate. Captain Oweo, 
then cruising in the Channel. Of this gentleman’s professional 
merits, it would be stiperhuous here to speak, as they are before 
the public, by whom they have been fully acknowledged. 

Upon quitting the Amphion, Peshail received hiS).pay, 
amounting to about 45/. of which his first business was, to remit 
20 /. io his mother^ after paying for various necessaries^ and reserviug 
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to himself, to use his own language, ** some odd pounds for some 
odd things.*’ To receive money, and to share it among his rela¬ 
tives, -v a'l dt ^11 times his prompt and cheerful practice ; and the 
limited scale of bis own personal wants enabled him to do this 
without any sacrifice of iiulcpendenec. 1 have bought,” he 
adds, a large watch coat, and now 1 want for nothing.”—It is 
bitterly cold ; but it is cold and frost of my native country, and 
I take pleasure in feeling it there.” Of constant and ntfoctiunaie 
recollections of his family circle, his letters alTord uninterrupted 
proofs; and the keenest interest in his brother’s welfare and 
advancement was continually manifested, both by what he w*rotc 
and what he said. Tn a letter to him, then in (he 7th light dra¬ 
goons, written on the biriluday of the latter^ he laments 
their absence from each otlu-r upon «uch an occa-t^i; but takes 
the opportunity of very handsomely cxprcwaw^'liis sailsfaclion, at 
having observed, during their last meeting, his gentlemanly 
deportment, and soldicr-like appearance. His exhortations to 
constancy and zeal in the military profession were not disregarded ; 
and subsequent experience has proved, that he was not wrong in 
atilicipatiiig from his brother all the qualities which become a 
brave soldier, and an excellent officer. His religious yuiircssions 
still contiiiiied to show themselves in a sort of double apology to 
himself aiKl to his paivnts, for the irregularity of his altcnSaiice at 
church j an irregularity, \vhich„he rcry properly observed, could 
only be excused by the avocations of his profession. 

ills slay on board the Inunortalite was but short; for upon 
that,vessel’s meeting the Augusta yacht, llion on her way to Wey- 
inoiith, in order to attend upon the King, the Hon. Captain Grey, 
who then commanded her, requested of Captain Owen the assist¬ 
ance of some officer in the navigation of his charge. Al r. Peshall 
was t]ic ufficor sel^'oted. and this period of his life was his favourite 
tcnic, while thu& employed, as well,as the constant object of hU 
subsequent recollections. His loyalty here had ain|)lc opportuitity 
for its gratification ; and his correspondence upon the subject of 
the King, whose motions he, whtched with all the eagerness of 
yoiithfaljfcelihg, was at this timg, as amusing as it w as interesting. 
Jdke many' others, who-connect pretty extravagant hoi)es aiid 
views from an approximation to the personages of the royal family,

More experienced observers of life, will not be sur> 
prised to hear, that these hopej: were disappointed, as, in Tact, 
they had been grounded upon no very solid foundation. In one of 
Mr. Pitt's visits to WeymiOuth, at this time, Mr. Pcshall, ui the 
course of his duty, became known to him j and the latter tells, with 
great triumph, that the acquaintance, thus commenced, was ac* 
kiiowUdgcd by the minister upon again meeting him in the assem. 
bly room a. that place. The favour and friendship of Captain Grey 
and his family were more durable and satisfactory ; and the kind 
intentions and wishes of that gentleman in his favour, were, upon 
their quihifi^Weymouth, most kindly and strongly expressed by 
him in a letter tov l^adv l*biha)l, upon the subject of her son’s pro¬ 
motion ; which, hbwever, did not then take place. If, in truth, 
the praises of the praiseworthy be among the best rewards of our 
nature, the letters of Csptain Grey, on the subject of this young 
officer, must ever remain among the monuments, most grateful to 
the atrectiuiis, though in sorrow, of his surviving friends. 

Upon the departure of the King from Weymouth, the yacht was 
ordef^ round to the river, and Mr. Peshall teas again transferred 
to the^'lnimortalitc. In her, however, his stay was !>hort; fur he 
was almost immediately afttr p|accd on board the Utrecht, Cap- 
Rogers. So fortunate was he, that he here again soon attracted 
the favourable notice of his excellent commander," of whom two 
letters, at remote ^afes, and upon very different occasions, are 
now lying before the writer. The first, of Maicli 29th, 1803, tells, 
in the handsomest terms, of the usefulness which the c;^)tain had 
found in Mr. Peshall. The second, of May 7th, 1811,is full ofliopc. 
less condolancc with his mother, upon the sad and untimely loss of 
the subject of his former praise. But the Utrecht soon returned 
from the coast of Holli^lld, whitlicr she had been sent to cruise, 
and it was judged necessary, as a measure of precaution, to send 
home to the Downs a frigate k her company. 

The wish for promotion, at all times so eagerly Cop^icuous in 
the service, seems to glow with peculiar fervour at the commence* 
mcBt of a war; and, certainly, more particularly lo, at the lett^Pfi 
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tiJOsc or so many gallant 'spirits, whohatl been inJignanUy cliftinod 
Up, by the ^omprun^i^e of BrilUli ctignif), ho eriielly made lly the 
Trues' of Amiens. Under the pressure of this general foeling, 
Mr. Pcahall had soltcilvd and obtained, through his friends, an urdot^^ 
after some difTicuUi^s, direct and incidedtnl,* for his proceeding 
to the West Indies, svith a view^to his promotion in that <(»ar<cr, 
then the theatre of enterprise. On IJicccmbcr the 2d, he, in con* 
sequence of this u r range in ent, quitted his family in toiVn, fendj 
hastening to PorlMlioiith,’ was received on board the Coiiragent) 
then under o'^ders lor Jamaica. This pnrpo-e was, however, 
defeated; for the Courageux, after sevml weeks of scvirc strug* 
gle v^ith the winds and waics, end snffeiing considerable damage 
fiom the ctfects both of the stornis, and of running foul of a West 
Tiuliaman, was compelled to letuiii Caw sand w'ltcnce a 
letter from Mr. Peshall, dated February i, i'O#, apprised liis bro¬ 
ther of tlie c sent. In the foi tunes of his life, (his incident was 
attended by good eonseqiienccs ; as in the severe and protracted 
riitiial coiuiition of the vcs<>e], his'activity attracted the notieo, 
and seruu'd the countenance of Admiral Dacres;+ with whom, 
upon lii^ shilling his Hag on board the Fianchist; fiigatc, in Older 
to proceed*on Ids voyage to the chief coTninaml pii the Jamaica 
station, Mr. Pesliall was invited fo sail. A second consequence 
giew out ef (lu-s arrangement; for tlio original Admiralty order 
f(ji Ids j)ioinotl<ni, under wliich he went oat^ Was directed to Sir 
Sumiil Ih')4* I npon the Barbadoes staliUn; but upon flfl'i! 
aiiiwil at (hat i land, he waS pcisuaded by the representations of 
hoth'Admiral Daiies, and the Hon. Captainalohti .Muirayi, of the 
Piaiicliise, to piocced in that vessel to Jamaica, with a piomiso

many considerations of a mere domestic nature^ particularly that 
of seeinf; his matema! refafions, also condueed. The scheme of 
fits promotion ivas fully acted''upon ; for, althongh Sir John Duck¬ 
worth * did not strike his flag for some time after the arrlral ot 
Admiral Ihicres, it appears^ by a letter of Mr. Pc^hall’s, dated 
May 33, 1804, ofFCtii^ao, that he had been made a lieutenant 
into the Franchise, on board of which he then was, on the 10th 
of April. 

The long and uninterrupted friendship of Sir Jolin Ducknorth, 
begun at a very early period of life, with the family of Lady 
Pcshall, in Jamaica, i)espoke in course e?ery act of kindness, 
which the nature of the service could admit as fitting—and alter a 
separatidn^^o so remote as to tirad, and wide as to drstanee, it 
not less gratify ingjtc^ndf that all bis family connexions were fully 
alire to his visit adiong them, although tlie cxcessbc duties of bi!s 
profession prevented him from fully availing himself of their kind* 
ness. In the idean Cime, his correspondence with his family, lus 
father, his mother, his brother (then at the niilituy acidcmy of 
High Wycofmb), wOnt steadily forward ; and his cruis(s, Ins piiae* 
ijfloneyy hU adventures, petty and of more consequence, wen 
here UTiigeatJy detailed, with corresponding and atfLctionatc 
inquiries respecting all that lie had left behind him. The fiininess 
of his addresses to# Ide brothc;r, are particularly animating, as 
rdm^ring hint ou to -a course of emulation. It is not less giati I'lil 
to the recollection of his ft tends, to retrace the liu ridship of Cap. 
tarn Murray; 'f a ^rfendithtp, that but too soon cmhittered las

The consequence of this lamented event, together with the transfer 
of the hostile fleets into the West Indies, under the unhappy YUle- 
neuVe and Nelson, was, the. removal of the. blockade of Curasao, 
which had been inccssaiitly and painfit^y, Conducted for many 
months, by the Franchise, the officers of which, and among them, 
Lieutenant Peshall, had many a severe trial to undergo; theatten* 
lions of Admiral Dacrcs, however, still sur.vived as matter of con¬ 
solation ; and they were related in very proper terms of gratitude 
by their youthful objeot., liis periods of repose at Port Uoyal 
seem to have been so many festivals, and ho recounts with great 
hilarity his dinners, and balls, and suppers, and brea^,M} among 
that most hospitable of communities. f| ^ 

Captain Murray’s intention of returning to Europe, with Lieun 
tenant Peshall in his suite, had been prevented by his death ; but th« 
scheme was revived, through the kindness ^f Captain Maling, of 
the Diana, who, in September, 1805, -was about to quit the West 
Lidics. Some want of sufficient notice prevented the accomplish¬ 
ment of this^projccl also ; but the memory of the a cquaintance, 
which had led to its contemplation, survtvedia the bosom olflO'ap- 
taiii M. to a much later period. In a letter from Cork, Vated 
April 27, IS07, written by him tp Laldy Peshall, he observes of 
him, after alluding to the mysterious disappearance of Mr. PcshiflT, 
to whom I iflid not only the pleasure of being known; but, 
also, so much attached, that 1 was very^desifous |ic should sail 
with me in the Diana ; but hopes of promotion {i. e. to the rank

The promotion here alluded to voa in the fairi st course of 
UOCampUthment, not only from thciriendly intentions riiterlaincd 
in his favour by his superiois in the iVesI Indies, biu b} either 
the edcctual inturfcience, or, at least, the .imKable furbearanee of 
the Ad'iiirait) at home.—The letters of Lord Melsiile, Lord Har^ 
ham, Admiral Oacros, and Adiuiia! Markham, all tend to prove 
thi»; but the intention ^sas entertained in vain, for in December, 
18(t5, he sailed, to return aio more, under the eomntand of Cap<* 
tain Da«huood, who had been appointed to the Franihi'ie, in the 
place oLl^^tain Murray. The object of their dailiiiji was, to ernibo 
for six raonUis, off \"e^,Crn7 and Canipeaeliy ; and Lieutenant 
Peshall’s three l^t fi’tleis, con-posed in his usual sjaiit of atteu* 
the afleelion to tho soscral uumbeis of his lauiity, .iie dated, oft 
1*011 Ho^al, Deeembcr 5, IBO-'i; Deciinbir 26, oil the west 
end of Cuba ; and January 4, lh06, oil (_.ij)e Alohan—The 
very last consists ot meiely three linos, and ti-lls ot his vessel’s 
haviue captured two priaes.

To 1/leut. i^cshall, however, the command of the flag of truce 
was confided; and he so far accumjdished his cummis'ion, as to deli- 
▼Cl in safety at Cam peachy the prisoners entrusted to his charge.— 
On ''iiesd ly, the *2Ibt ol May (i 806) appear d a sliort paragraph, 
mentioiiiiig this fact, with the accompanying intelligence, that the 
flag of truce, on her return, had bcCii overtaken by a violent 
sluim, in which the whole crew perished. This information, thus 
cojiveyed in geneial terms, was followed by a letter, dated March 
2 m, ISOG, from Lieutenant Peshall’s maternal uncle, Wm. James 
llail, Lsq. to a lady of his family, then in Liigland,.

** I have to acVtiowIedge tiie receipt of the letter you did me the honour 
to write me on tlie subject of your son, who %vas supposed to be lost.-»lt 
is most truly distressing to write to the beloved mother of a most dear and. 
<loserviiig;son,, without having it in my power to give the slightest comfort, 
or the most distant hope of<ever seeing him again/—Ah, Madam! my heart 
bleeds for you, but 'your severe injunctions, melancholy and painful as 
they are, slmll be obeyed,—I will, therefore, answer your nuutcrous ques* 
tions, as minutely as I can, tvhich is merely a recapitulation of what I told 
your brother, Mr. Hall, on ny return from that truly unfortunate cruise,— 
I clearly saw that Mr, Hall would, in spite of himself, indulge a hope, and 
that hope J much«,fear he has imparted to you ; although lie might have 
seen by my eoiiutenance, in the many couver8ati6ns I liad with him, tliat 
I myself never had uny. 

In order to answer your numerous questions, so that I may he 
elcarly undcifieaed, it will be i^^ssary to observe, that, after cutting out the 
Kaposa in the bay of^oquiei/jlliy, your truly amiable son volunteered to 
proceed to the town, in order to land some wounded prisoners, and to 
endeavour to cilect an exchange with any of our uiifortunutc countrymen 
that might be in possession of the enemy.—He, therefore, went in with a 
flag of truce, carrying with Him a letter from me to the governor of Cam- 
peachy on that Bul^cct. He Jeft the ship about four o’clock in tlie uflornoon 
of the 8th of January, in'a schooner which I had lately captured, about 
sixry tons burthen, a strong, and, apparently, n rciuarknbly strong vessel, 
well foujy^rj.^yKswwrtsp^ capable of encountering any weather, 

however severe;.—She wnsicaJled K1 Carmen, and had on board, exclu¬ 
sive of yuui* much’ lamented son, a Mr, Allwnrd, ma.'»ter’s mate of the 
Franchise, a most ex pert, and citfver spamnn ; Mr. Wnii is, midshipman, a 
youlh^of about 17, smart and active ; Mr. Peterson, smgeon's mate, wlio, 
from motives of humaiiiry, I sent to help and eoinlbic otir ^'outKlfd 01101 * 
mics, together with 27 of our men t these composed the crew of the El 
Carmen, with about 70 prUoiiers.—My fiiend left the ship, .'is I said'be¬ 
fore, ahoQt 4 p’clpuk, and it was one of the most beautiful eieniugs I ever 
bcltt!ld’<s>not a cloud to be sceu^ the sea' rciuiirkably smooth, with a light 
airut wii^i, blowing from.iu usnul quarter, and nothing that could iiidi. 
cate all approachi|ig ^orm, Ilq left us in high.health and iu high spirits, 
saying, * that ho inteode<t ’breakfasting with me about {) to-morrow morn¬ 
ing.’ Tiie distance from the ship to the shore wn.s about 12 or 14 miles. 
Tlie last woido I said to linn vto*re,"*'PcshaU, although 1 do not see liow we 
can pessdily separate, 'yet fpr fear of accidents^ rcim mber our rcudc7.vous 
will be frprii d to 7 leagues to the northward nn<) ea'^tward of V'era Cruz.'* 
He replied, laughing, * "sepafntion is but., of the question, for} intend |o 
breakfast .with you tic 9 tti-morrow'; but should any thing occjis^ I alkali 
not forget your directions.* Thus we'sepivrated, and I saw him *beA>rc 
dark, at, on.-auehor.ncar to the town, t have subsequently learnt, that he 
Linded most oftlic^prisoners tiia^aftcrnoon, ami the rest the succeeding 
rnori^ng.. ^4t the dawn of day, I was tolc) that the weather began to loot!

jlark and lowering; soon after, that its appearance was more, suspicious, 
and ultimately, that aUelc was fast approaching. My anxiety was great, 
but no fcam or apprehensions for the safety of the schooner ever entered 
my irnagiiimion from day-light to 10 o’clock in the forenoon; It blew then 
hard, but nothing to ajarin the mind of a seaman, accustomed as we are 
to gales of this kind. The weather was thick and hazy, bordering on a 
fog, accompapied by drizzlingl'Toin. ’Jo notify ottr-situation, I hoisted 
flags, and fired numerous gnus. From 10 to noon-'the gale gradually 
increased, the sea began to rise, and a tremendous storm was per¬ 
ceptible. My fears then arose in proportion tis the gate increased, 
and continued till oncj when Itnding the sliip in imminent danger of 
being lost, if I continued longer, I gave dircctbiis to cut the cable 
at one o’clock in the afternoon. About seven in the evening the storm 
abated, and by midnight ft entirely ceased j this happened on tlio 9th, 
On the morning of the lltli T returned to the same anchorage I had left, 
and sent the first lieutenant in a flag of truce, with dircctio^ to make 
every in<][niry relative to the schooner. It JS-as then clearly ascertained, 
tJirnugh various channels, that she had left Clrojieacbjr at nine o clock on 
tlic mornitig of the 9th, when the weather, though dofebtfid and threaten* 
jug, nos by no roeuns bad, and from the then state of the wind, there 
could not be a doubt hut she had cleared the land. My mind was thus 
cascdofalic.ovyload, and no fear or apprehension whatever remained. 

I continued on tlio coast the whole of tlie latli, and part Of^ the lOth, and 
I was of opinion that PeshnII, having passed without seeing us on the 
moruiug of the 9th, had puslicd on for Vera Cruz, the^lace ot reiidczious, 
Now it may Be necessary to observe, that the distance / 1 olU CliiTtv,-.ly to 
Vera Cruz is about 050 miles, I quitted Cainpcactiy on the evening of 
the 13th, nrrived off \'era Cruz, that is to sny,‘froin'fiv8 to seven ibagues 
to the northward and eastward of it, <^n tin? lBrft,-and contimied cruising 
/u that direction till tlic ‘Jlst, when not perceiving any tiling of tl»em,*»y 
luars again tookihe alarm, and on the (iiorning of the 9-lst I stood to the 
tiiiiiking ilmt something had occurred to prevent his arriving at the 
place of rendezvous; wlien on the evening of thatjlay (21st) we passed 
:i wreck,’ which, from various circuinstnuecs, I -knew to be tliat of our 
unfortunate schooner. VVe were at this, tunc (I lucan the wreck) 201 
miles from C'ampeachy, 04 miles from Vcm-Cruz, and about 65 teom u 
very dangerous shoal and bank, called tlic bttn^of Lisnrdo, which lies a con- 
siderable distonco'sfrtHn.tfio land.;; „It^ .lies under the surface, but so near 
it, that the water cpi rmitly breaks over it. . - 

‘ 1 am, therefore, most strongly of opinfoM,vthat tl*® schooner was ca^^t 
away ofi this bank, and iustanlly. went tp piacos, and that part ol the 
w reck we had seen, roust have bepu, carried by<tho current the distance of 
about 60 miles.--rt might brfasked,,siJ|»posiwg tlic,,veksel had gone down. 
1(1 the gale that attacked her so; rudely off (Jamponcliy, could she possibly 
havedrifW so far as 261 miles, the distance from Cpnipeachy to the 
Wreck, id so short a space of time f-r-To this I answer, no; the distance 
Is too grcjh. I am the more confident in niy assertion, by having subso- 
q’jcijily learnt, that a boat belonging to thes^ooncr vyas picked up o» th# 
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15th, ahuut ?8 ttjiles to the southward of Campeachy; which was at leaf? 
EJO miles from the pbcc where the wreck waj seenthat is to say, the 
distance between the boat and the wreck was '210 miles \ow ■^uppo'^ing 
the vessel had foundered, the sartie time w>ten the boat was cither vfashed 
or cut .away in the gale, vvhich happened on the 9th ; is it not natural td 
suppose, that both wreck nod boat would have drifted ncarlv in the same 
proportion ?—If so^Is it not equally natural to suppose, that the schooner 
survived the gale, and that I'hc was subsequently lost on-the bank of 
Lisardo, as 1 before suggested f —1 am certain she did--and I am the more 
confirmed in my opinion, from the circumstance of onrsebes scfciog the 
breakcri- when we bast expected them, and had it been in the night time^ 
We should most probably have shared a similar fate. You will perhaps 
wish to know, who picked up the boat, and how did they know it belonged 
to onr unfortunate schooner ?•—tn answer to which, 1 must .observe, that 
a privateer schooner, called the Mara, belooKing to Providence, had been 
cruising, 'hN,2i^inpaoy with the Frnncluse, at least ten days prior to the gale 
of the 9ih i was with us du/ifi'g thegalc^ and did not part until I made sail 
fur Vera Cruz. The inastCT of this vessel was very frequently on board the 
Franchise, knew the oiTiccrs well, and knew the boat rliat nOs lent to your 
most amiable son, both from her shape and mode of pniniing. On my 
parting with this privutecy, 1 requested he would stand to the southward^ 
and endeavour to gain some intciitgence of our unfortunate schooner^ 
whilst [ proceeded off Vera Crus. We separated from the privateer on 
the i3th,.aiid on. the 15th we picked up the bout, only 7& miles from 
Campenchy _lt ma y also be asked, bow did we know that the wreck we 
fell nrwitb was part of onr schooner, and might it not have heed part of 
nuothgr ?—Alas ! my dear Madam, the many corroborating circumstances 
too (flearly evinced wq could not be mistaken, a.>rl that our fears wore too 
well founded. The w^reck we sawf was cvidmtly the quaricr-ileck of it 
v^sel apparently about the size of our,schooner, painted alike, and sbpa^ 
rated from the lUjain body, bottom uppcrinosl—F mean the lower part of 
the deck; which must kave been the elfcet of some violent concussion, 
and nut from the forcS or violence of* tlie wind or sea. I would fain sop- ' 
pose that this iiughc have bcuj) a vessel of a similar size, and similar con* 
structiori. 1 was too soo^^ and,too cruelly uiideceivcd, by observing a cask 
of rum, secured as it were, by suctiqp in the aperture of the ticck, what 
we call the hatchway, which we knew to be one belonging to the Frantbisr, 
and wldch we put ua board, the .schooner. I was examining the wreck 
myself, a|id,oii looking abultt, saw a silver watch liangiiig on a null by 
piece of black ribbon. [,opened and ^avv the maker's name, and that it 
was made in London. I tqokit on board, tlm Franc)iisC)‘ without shewing 
it to any one ; and on inquiring /Vom the qthcers, whctlicr rcshall .bad a 
waici) of ti similar .coustrnction, I 'v^n^ told l.hnt he had not. I was, 
Inmever, giveu. .to understand,. thiit Mr. 4lbvar(1 had borrarved a watch 
from one of hisr friends, bis own being put of order. 1 sent fdi^khiti friend 
of-iVIr. Allward's,' and jntermgated liim to t,he following ‘ bid you 

Fund' Mr. Allward a watcfi?'*—‘ I did.*—* Was it silver nr metal 
• Silver.*—' Wat it large or small Lnrgoi^--^' ydU the 
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inak«r*s name or ntimlicr?—‘ I do not; but I rccollcrt it had nn old black 
ribbon by way of a chaitt^ a flat luctal koy, a nictai hook ivhich some ppo- 
pie hang or hook on to the tester. I remember also, that, iviien 1 lent 
JVfr. AUward the watch, I observed the Muck ribbon almost vxoni through, 
by Its hanging so long on a nnil. [ tore tlic ribbon, and tied it together 
again; therefore, if the watch is mine, it must have a knot on it.* Every 
eircumstance uiiforcuiiately tallied, and could not possibly leave a doubt, 
on the mind of any one. I am, therefore, most clearly of opinion, after 
reflecting on all the existing ciroumsinnces, that the scliooncr suivived the 
gale, and that she was subsequetitly cast away on the bank of Jjsardo, 
betivccn the Oih and '21st. There was but one faint hope remaining, that 
some few of them might have escaped in the bout, for it was only within 
iIjcsc last ten days, that iljc n»astCT of the privateer wrote me word, that 
he had j)icked up the boat. Tins faint hope then vanished, and 1 am as 
certain of his non-existence, as if I luid seen him struggling in the ware. 
Thus, (hen, Madura, fell your Tnucii-lauienj|cd son, and my -^ivahiublo 
young frieml, beloved and respected by aU ,Jvlio had the happiness of 
ktnjwing him. I feel for him, but much for his rcIajTves. 1 sympatliizc 
w'iili yiiu most blijcvrt ly on this most, distressing ncculent, Imt it is a cod'* 
bolnlion to me to reflect, that it <lid not proceed iroin any folly or raslinp''*; 
on iny part, but simp-ly from a riicumstancc that,arose I'rmn the nature of 
the Si rvice we were e mbarked in. The circuniblaiice of tlie schooner’s 
Ituviag (Jainpeachy on lltc morning of the Oih, about nine o'clock, was some 
wicks at’lor proved I oyoiul all possibility of doubt, for near twenty of the 
piisoners your unfortunate son lauded, again fell ,nii o lyy jjyossessinn.

Who shall name* or dcHne the misfortune, which Is incapable 
ot aggravitiun ? Great as wu.s the one just recorded, to the cir¬ 
cles of natural councAion, or acquired'' friendship, it was yet 
aggravated by tlio too early admission of hope, and the intrusion 
of her iK££fMrabio companion, fear. ’Notwithstanding the lumi¬ 
nous, and apparently ct^nclusive reasoning of Captain Dashwood, 
the prospect was ooon changed, by acoinlmiatiun of circumstances 
which shook the former belief even of that griitlemaii. Within a 
shhrt time after the nii,fortiinate £l Carmen had landed her pri- 
tioners, Captain Vaiisittart, of II. M, frigate h'urtunee, was 
informed by two vessels, spoken to in the Gulf of Mexico (one a 
week apart from the other), that a boat, with a IjetitCiiant, a 
antf sonic seamen, belonging to la Franchise frigate, 
had been taken up at sea, near Campeachy, by a guarda costa, 
w hich made them pr/sonera, and abandoned the boat on a ship of 
w.r hearing in.sight! 

By a letter from Captain Vansittart to Lady Pe^hall, noiv lying 
before us, it appears," that, onAhe 24th of February (180J) the 
Furtunee, in company with the Elk, Captain Darres, fell in with, 
and captured, a small Spanish schooner,' four or five days from 
Campeachy, boUnd to. Vera Cruz. The juformatioii rcccircd 
from this vessel was, substantively, as follow.s-that a boat had 
been scot from the Franchise, to board a schooner, in a calm; 
that the ><chooQer allowed tlie boat's crew to board, and, imme¬ 
diately, bciU^fuIl of men, made (hem all prisoners; that a breezo 
springing up, ■ which placet!,..fbc. schooner to windward of tho 
Franchise, the said schooner cut*the boat adrift, and tnade off 
wilh her prisoners; that this" occurreil thirty or forty leagues • 
from Campeachy; that the schooner was a guarda costa, from 
to Ycri Crui^ with the intelligence of the capture of 
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the brig f U.aposa3.; and that she carried her prisoners to Vera 
CruXy whence they were sent into the country. 

Lieutenants Perry and Watson, of the Fortnnoc, were also 
iid'orniedj by tho master of an American schooner, w^to had been 
on shore at Vera Cruz, that an ofHcCl' and boat’s crew of tho 
Franchise were pri’-ontrs there. • 

These statements svere corroborated by other circumstances; 
and they wrought a conviction upon Captain Dashncod's mind, 
that liieutenaiit PcshiUI w'as safe. I have reati Vansittart'0 
narrative over and over again,” says Caplaitt D. in a subsequent 
letter to l.aily Peshall“ 1 have combined every circumstance 
together, as. far as I am able, and, after mature retlccliun, I 
veaily think I can congratulate you ou the safety of son.

“Iknow fur a cerf'iiniv,”continues Captain Da'shwooifJ “that an arinr’l 
vessel tv as >fi»c oxjaess fniiu Campeachy to \cra Cruz, togiv'e the eaihc'st 
itifurmation that an lajglis.h fVig-ate wv.s olf that place, i al-o know that 
tins ve.S5rI sailed S'mic fe v hours after I (lid from C'ainpcacliy.

** Having thus accounted for the immense distance hetwceothe boat and 
.the- wreck, in a manner more congenial to my ideas, ihitn those of my fricud 
Vnnsitti>rt,'let us, my dear inadani, turn our mind to the wreck, lii order 
to do this, I will beg of you to read again my Icltcf from .Ttimaica (if it is 
not too painful), and you will find that niy apprehensions arose from the

It is not probuhle, 1 confess, for, ftom the iiKHuent f 
quitte d Canipeag hy to long after I left the coast of Vera Cruz, 1 never 
spoHe witli or ever saw u Mngle vessel of auy description, ’consequently no 
iiify^niRlion cotild have been ubuuned from t!>e I'luncliisc. My real opi¬ 
nion, therefore, !*•, tliat she. must have boon taken by the‘Spaniards and rt//cr* 
vurHs lost, and 1 .still think hn tin slioals.of Lisardu.—She could easily have 
'“hceu taken, for there was not even a single musket or ptsioi on boartk much 
less a great guil.''.... 

1 haveJiad many t:on\crsntious with Lieiileiimil Simpson, wfn was many, 
many mouths a prisoner at Ciirthagena, uud Carlhagcna i« dtstuMt I should 
think from A'cia Cruz near, a thousand miles, and even there he was told 
lliHt a Lieutenant and a boat’s crew were taken niid parried into Vera Ciur. 
J partidiilurly nsked him whether it was a Lieutenant or u Midshipninn, uiui 
he is positive qs to the fisrmcr, although he never heard the officer’s name, 
or to whal ship he beUmged, only that he unsa J,ieulenant, It may appear 
Atrangp perhaps that such ivtriniiigcircpinsiance as a Lieutenuat and boat's 
crew being c.'ipiured should latve travelled such a di'-unce; but it van', dies 
when it is recollected that there is a re:*ulnr post established throughoui the 
whole continent of South /\iuerica, from one entremity to the other, and 
the circumsluiice of a Hrilish otficer captured being of so rare a nature that 
the wonder ceases.—Mr. Simpaon tells me be was cxticiyely well treated, 
and nllbwcd a dollar a day, which in that country was amply sufficient for 
every comfort, l.have also the satisfaction to add, that the Purser of iiic

which little or no trade is curried on, but a good deal with Vera Cnu, and 
also a grout contrabnud trade between Trinidad and J:iiiiuica, 1 mcr.tiutt 
this to riccouutfor the Spanish vessel bringing the infunnarion.'—Mr. Simp- 
son says, that a Lieutenant was carried into Vera Cruz, and this 1 know, that 
Ptshall was the only Lieutenant token this war, except Mr. Simpson him- 
self, and he was taken to Carthagena. Mtiw, iny dear madurn, let us com¬ 
bine all these drenrnstunces together; does not one corroborate oral least 
add strength to aiiotiirr } I am ricurly of opinion that with the blessing of 
God Almighty, all will yjet end well." 

Previously to the event to which Captain Vansiftarl’s letter 
chiefly relates, that olViecr had made application to .Utc governor 
of Vera Cruz, for an e&change of pm^^iiers; cither on the prin- 
eiplu of man for man, or on tliat of the whok* number in Captain 
Vansittart’s possession, against the whole number in possession 
of the governor of Vera Cruz. No answer to this application 
was rcceivcil. On llie return of the Fortuiiee, oil' V^cra Cruz, 
Captain \'ansittart again wrote to the governor, under date of 
Februawy' eneiosiiig a duplicate of Im former letter, and 
nicntiuniiig iiis hating received intelligence, tliariiii*iicutcnant, a 
iiiidsliipman, and a boat’s crew, belonging to ff. M. S. I^ranciiise, 
lij<l been captured by a Spanish schoonci^ and were also at Vera 
Cruz. He therefore added them to the Hat of prisoners p^jposed 
to be exchanged. Captain V^ansittart was referred (u the Viceroy 
far an answer ; and, after considerable delay, lie was informed, 

that, for various considerations, his Excellency did not think 
fit to exchange.” In the course of the correspondence wtiieli took 
place on this occasion, the statement respecting the boat’s crew 
of dip Franchrt> wa^ not conlroverCcd by the Governor, neither 
was its truth aukuowlodged j but repeated assurances were given, 
of the good health, and comfortable situation of the* pri.soncrs, in 
general. 

The facts and sog^cstionij thus disclosed, and subsequently col- 
lectedi, were embodied into heads of evidence, of which copies, 
almost innumerable, in the English and Spanish languages, were 
drcplated tbrongbout every landi and in every port,- where, by

the remotest possibility, the accidents of commerce migtit conduct 
any person, capable of affording information. The form adopted 
for this purpose, was that of a paper (in English and Spanish 
drawn up as follows•

coinpanion», ascertained, ns ibis detail sets forth, to have survived the 
wreck, and to have been pirked up in their boat near Cnmpcachy, by a 
guarria costivl 'This uuliappy ^mutber -conjures each and every person 
whose eye may meet this rccitijj, to extend tbeir'inquirifts as witlcly as they 
can, and not to be dttUrrrd by the nwst fatal imeliigcncc they gain, to 
keep her in ignorance of events that may have befallen her son. Afti rtbc 
evidence that bus..renched her, it is iinpos''iblc but that some of the unhappy 
suHereis must be ibuud in a part of Spanish America.'^

If in the course of (lus wclanchoTy narrative, the miseries of 
fife should seem to have been too J.irkly upon, it has been 
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djrie more ** in sorrow than in anger,” With emotions of a Tcry 
difierent nature, though still saddened by recollection, it remains 
for the writer to place in a prominent point of view, the humanity 
which was every where displayed, not by friends alone, but by 
enemies and bj strangers. The Court of France itself endured 
the application, through the proper channels, for the dispersion 
of the document inserted above; and the benevolence of the 
Court of Madrid was actively and continually exerted, through 
all its opportunities of power, towards the furtherance of the 
purpose, chiii^ submitted to its notice. No order was asked, no 
assistance solicited, no correction of mistiike was intimated, that 
was not dune, and promptly done. The Duke of Alcudia’s rpady 
kindnc'^s >ipoii this occasion was eminently distinguishable. The 
onle.rs of that uphappyrjfatesman, expedited to every province 
of Spanish AmoricA, failed indeed to deliver the particular object 
intended ; but under the large and generous construction of them 
by the SpiiJii'ih tiovernors, they restored not fewer than three 
hundred Briti'U subjects, oHlrers and men, (o their country and 
their friends. Don Pedro Ccvallos, also, whether in Madrid or 
in Londoii^j^^e^r e.igcr to answer all the applications made; 
and it would be a breach of dernruin and gratitude, to omit the 
names'bf Don he Torres, and his son, Don Antonio Le Torres, 
who, for four years, 'laboriAnsly?exerted themselves in translating 
ttinPwriting for Lieutenant I’cshall's afilicted mother. It is ])ropcr 
to add, that the active, the aiiceasiiig, the zealous intcrpu<'itioti 
of our o.vij goverimu-"t, under every change of administration, 
was such, as to justify the opinion, that in this country every 
subject is regarded as a child of the state. Among the personages, 
who thus exerted themselves, Mr. Windham, then in the war

department, stood first in the order of time ; nor need the proud- 
cst names be ashamed of coming after his in the order also of 
rank. The applications forwarded by this gentleman to the 
Court of Spain, were there, by Mr. Hunter, diligently, and with 
the most friendly earnestness, nrad.c to re&ch their objects; while, 
With the utmost kindness, he himself suggested and pointed out 
various channels for an enlarged inquiry. The Admiralty, and 
the Transport Board, not only listened to all requests, but at 
9 acc gave them shape and cflect; and the friendly benevolence of 
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Admiral Martin was particularly actirc. Various mercantila 
houses in Spain, and in (he Americas ; residents, commercial or 
political, and many individuals, spontaneously^- upon "seeing the 
drCuiatcd papers, contributed whatever assistance or information, 
they were able to afford, or collect. Hope was thus continually 
fed, and was fed in vain. ’ 

The circular royal order, issued to the Viceroy of New Gra.

to England by Mr. Hunter, in a lettci* dated January 19, 1808; 
and when compared with the comniunicalions oSf the Governor of 
Carthagena to Admiral Kowley, on the Jamaica station,* in 
December, 1808, and nith those of Captain Gibson (commander 
of the privateer schooner Mars, which whs in company with the 
Franchise at the time of the storm and wreck), dated March 2, 
1809, and containing extracts from his ]ug>book, seemed to take 
away all tile hopes which had been so long oxtttcd sustained. 

The repose of grief, which is commonly induced by time, was 
destined to be again disturbed ; not by cireiimstantial cvTdencc, 
variously collected, and' painful^ compared, but by the distinct 
assertion, m^jle both personally and by letter, that Lieutenant 
Pishali was alive, after he had been finally regarded as dead. 
The informant was William Butler, a seaman, 'i'he manner in 
which this man was introduced to the knowledge of Mr. Peshall’s 
family, will be seen by the subjoined copy of a printed statement, 
which may be regarded as a second chapi of evidence, as to the 
probable presci*va**uri of J/ieiitcnant Pcshall.

cast m a tpnder bclongiif^ to the franchise frigate, and that they got 
on shore ip the BaypfCamp«athy, amdng'sdme wild Indians and Spaniards^ 
'vi'ho both used them tery cruelly. He his often told me, that if ever 1 urri^ 
ved at any port in England, not to neglect to inforat you; for he was very 
sickly, and never expected to see England any more. 1 have been very ill 
tbc.se three months, dear l..hdy, or 1 should have ioforined you Sooner; 1 am 
Very sorry, but I had the misfortune to fall from the mast head down upon 
deck. (Signed) « WILLIAM BUTLER.'^ 


In perscgj’Butlcr stated to Lady Pcshnil, and her numerous friends 
V'hohaii^c queslione^And cn>si> questioned him at different times, as follows : 
I'hat Lit'utenant P^huIA. had sitid, V<c was carried by some Spaniards and’: 
inciens to Porto D^lio, and from Porto Bello was sent to Carthagena. But¬ 
ler furlber stales, that Uoutenniit Pcsimll wore, an pid nniiTirm coat, vVbich 
shewed it to be ibac of a Lieutciiant’s; (having but a ^uarter-dollur a day, 
he bad no means of procuring himself elathing.) 

“ In the prison no pen, ink, and paper were allowed i in the hospital tlig 
Htcdicai attendants had their pen and ink, with these it is supposed Lieute¬ 
nant Pcshall took the opportunity of writing liis mother's direction, which 
he gave to Butler, desiring him to write as is stated in the above letter-. 
This direction (on a slip of paper) Butler copied into a small book, in which 
he kept an account of his o^vn provisions, and ^lis book bo always kept tied 
into the crown of bis hat. IJis bat going,overboard when be fell from the 
mast liead, it was lose with the book in if... .' . 

'I' Butler and another seaman, (James tleyd(i}d^)t^so aprisoner, knew more 
of Lieutenant Pcshall than otiicrs, ftom both being called upon in turn to 
give him sona^ attendance; Butler to act bis interpreter in the hospital 
wlicn the .surge’Ous visited it, and Reynolds to u-sist him to iiiov^s about, 
when he was too ill to move without assistant''. . ^

In addition to these ciiHiomstanccs, bearing strong evidence nf Butlet'4 
veracity, it may be stated, that he correctlv ilesoiihes the perion of Lieu¬ 
tenant Peshall, and has gufssod his ago within a year: also, by bciiiij con¬ 
versed with in Spanish, it is a^ertulned lie speaks it {Uicmiy; he cotld cotv, 
ccqucntly be employed ns interpreter. Anotlicr cirounistaoce implying hi$ 
wiah of adhering to truth is, that he has volunteered ro 6^JV.\\^ of Lieiurimnt 
Simpson, the only oihpr llritisli Lieutenant who has been prinoner at tlnf-t 
tht^cna within four years. Between [.iculennnt Simpaon and Lieutcnaet 
Peshall, lie clearly distinguishes, purticularislng that Licutonarit S.'s niun4 
appeared scratched up against the walls of tl^ prison, with dlutcs prior to 
the lime l»e (B.) was at Caithagcim; of this I^dv J’eshall has one corroba- 
raiiiig proof, Lieutenant S. having wruten to her and hoi* sister froip Scot¬ 
land, in IfiOf, after his pscliango. 

It having been by many persons thought tliat Butler was influenced to 
invent a tale, from iutercstud motives, it is necc^sairy to add, ihat he 
has declined, liaving his discharge procured by J.ieutcnant Peshall’s family ; 
stating he fiad no relations on shore, to induce him to quit the sea. (in 
being asked if he wanted uioncY, lie said he should soon iiave plenty, his 
pay of two or three years being' due to liim; he adWd, l.^.'(ii;»y wanted 
flothe.s, and those lie could get when he received his pay. 11c bears a very 
good character among both utlicers and men of the CoJim|bine, and steiiiii 
u plain honest hian. In the course of i.is^lctui^he lui^named iibuve a do'/eii 
persons he states were in prison, and could tell of seeing Lieutenant Pcj^i- 
alt. I'o several he refers for corroboration ofliis account, and inciitioiis 
an American trader, belonging to a uewYork vessel, who, he states, was pre¬ 
sent ivhcn Lieutenant [*eshqU was ordered to walk to (^urosal, with tlie six 
*men*, a’Ad who gave five dollars to procure Lieutenant Peshall the indul¬ 
gence of u horse, from seeing hui> too ill lo obey the order without 
suffering.”

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" COPY of Miss Daly’s Letter to Miu Floa£IIice HALLy containing 
Mr. AIoure’s Communications respecting his Captivity at Carihegena 
(J^ew Spain), and his Knowledge of the Lieutenant sent into the Iute» 
nor, and stated to be JAeutenanl Pesiiall, R.N. 

“ Mr. Moore was in prison nt Carthagena 1806 to 1809. He re¬ 
members Hotter perfectly; saw turn frequently; speaks of him as one who 
had been kind and rendered many services to the prisoners, such us buying 
clothe'!, marketinj:,^c.-^also says. Hotter could speak Spanish,' and he (Mr. 
M.) could awear to tlic style of iiis (H.’s) letter to Lady Pcshall being his, 
having seen many notes of liis to different people. 

** Mr. Moore remembers licaring of a Oritisli officer (who was spoken of 
as being :i spy) being prisoner nt Carthtigoiia at the same lime he was. lie 
aho positively asserts, he was told that tlie said officer and six or tight men 
were inarchotl to Carosal; this he learnt from many of the Carosal cavalry, 
who were in barracks next hiu prison where Mr. M. was, and with whom 
the prisoners liati constant ’intercourse. IMr. M. heard, after tliey were 
marched to Carositi, that the Lieutenant was lodged at the house of tlie 
Father of Stanislaus de la Torres— the fatheris captain in the Carosal cavalry. 
It was from Don Stanislaus dc laTorrcs, with whom Mr. Moore was intimate, 
lie heard this, likewise, that the officer was beloved by them all; and in course 
of conversation remarked, it was singular the Lieutenant could not be 
brought to understand or learn a word of Spanish, 

Mr. Moore remembers a person of the nnnic of Sims, .n prisoner nt the 
Same tiinff with him at Carthagena: he was one of the eigliPmen marched 
to Carosal with the Lieutenant, and bud intercourse with him. Sims was 
taken by the Spaniards in a private vessel of war; he was sometime priso¬ 
ner in Carthagena; tltcn, as iscforqi stated, marched to Carosal. lie after, 
werds, by some means unknown to Mr. Moore, returned to Carthagena, 
and from thence made his escape to Jamaica; his frieniijp tliere pui'cfaascd 
the Hacchus schooner, of which vessel lie has now the command, and trades 
between Jamaica and Carthagena. 

“ Mr. Moore perfectly remembers the American trader who gave tlie 
five dollars for the horse; bis name isSandford. In Mr. M.’s hearing he told 
the prisoners he had given Hve, dollars* to a sick Lieutenant, to get a horse 
to lake him to Carosal vvhpre he was ordered. 

“ Kelly, Mr. M. mentions, and who is sailing master of the Wolfe, Cap¬ 
tain Hail, was another of the eight men sent to Carosal. Kctiy and this 
unkiiowA Lieutenant borrowed from Don Antonio Narvay a hundred dollars 
(Don Antoniu was then Commundvr-in-chief at Carthagena, and was for¬ 
merly of filo de la llaclia) on their notes—Mr. M. believes on Jamaica; 
but Kelly jwas the ostensible person, he kpcaking Spanish. Kelly was 
exclianged from Carosal, and returned tq Carthagena, and then went to 
Jamaica. JCclIy must be well kftown in Jamaica, particularly by a Mr. 
Wilson, merchant, as it was in the sloop Hope, belonging to Mr. Wilson, 
lhat Kelly afterwards traded to Carthagena. About twelve months since 
5ln M. saw him at Dun Antonio’s, when 'Kelly offered repayment of tlie 
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Lundrcd dollars, on finding Don Antonio had not fomarded the draft to 
Jamaica. Kelly bears an cxcelleiic character as an upright honest nian. 
Mr. M. thinks Lieutenant Peshall could not have been taken for one of 
Miranda's expedition, from the extreme distance of the points of landing ; 
one being on the coast of Caraccas, tlie other the Gulph of Mexico : hut Mr. 
M. often heard him spoken of as a spy, but never heard the name of Pesh- 
all, only merely heard the person talked of ns a British officer, * a Licutc> 
iiaut.’ The only Lieutenants he rcincinhers to have heard named as prison 
ners, were Sims, now of the Bacchus schooner, and lieutenant Violet, who 
commanded the Brig Rapesa (since lost). Mr. Moore is perfectly clear 
that Sims cannot be confounded with the Lieutenant with whom he was 
marched to Carosal, as Sims was not then even considered uii officer of 
any rank. IVfr. Moore never saw the Lieutenant, though lit* so often heard 
him mentioned. This hd accounts for by supposing he was in the hospital 
vvliilc at Carthagena, and the hospital is a distinct place iVum the prison. 

That you may have some knowiedgn of the person wh» states all this, 
7 must briefly relate to you, Mr. M. was in t|ia basest manner and under the 
mo?t false pretences, induced to go on boefrd one of Miranda's vessels, 
totally unacquainted with its real dcstiintion ; tlierd lie met Powell whose 
melancholy history you narrated, 'i’hcy were botiitakd) prisoners togc> 
ther, chained to tlic same log, and suffered every species of hardship. INfi. 
Moore is nephew to Lieutenant Colonel Moore of the tuenty-third Dra¬ 
goons. It wai through him and Captain ]\IonnCts (formerly Secretary to 
the Duke of Kent) and the Duke of Kent, (who exerted his utmost inte« 
rest) that fee procured his lilieration : it was Dr, .rggner who procured fronr 
ttie King of Spain, Powell’s discharge. Corporal Gil is the immc of the cor¬ 
poral wlio attended at the hospital. Mr. M. says, that all prisoners brought 
to a dc|>dt are mcniioncd by name in a book; the head Alqua/il at Carosal 
could give information if the namts of^c8ba!l•is entered. Mr. M. Inu 
written several letters to Carthagena, which I send with this; they at* to the 
following persons; Dun Antonio Narvay, Coniinander-in-chicf at Car¬ 
thagena.—To Don Juan Bossa, Captain of U)C Uoyal artillery stationed 
there; he is public Interpreter, of Kiigllsh familyf hy birtli a native of (wb« 
raltar; all letters to and from the Knglish must pass under his insp(.rtii.:i, 
and on to Don Manuel dc Hibero. Mr. M. lived some time at Ins house; 
be is Consignee to all the Brlfish merchants in Jamaica, and keeps open 
house for the British ui Carthagoua. Mr. Moore was supposed to he a 
nephew of Sir Joh Minna': ^ which catused his situation latterly to be amc- 
horated. And now let ps sinu up .all tlu^o from whom you may hope infor¬ 
mation Don Antonio Karvay,—Ciiptaitf Junn Bossa,—tile Isnglisli pii- 
smier llnys,—Corporal (iil,—Mr. Maepherson, at Jamaica, (who iiitricstcd 
Uinusclf greatly for Mr. ]\|oorc) Sims, of tfic Bacchus schooner (who pci so- 
nally knew tlie Lieutenant at Carosal)—Kelly, of the sloop Hope, who like¬ 
wise knew him, and borrowed money for him,—J)oii Stanislaus dc la Torre?, 
in whose father’s house the same Lieutenant was lodged at (k'iros:il: all Uicsc 
Mr. Moore thinks will give their aid to you, aiul aitogetlier asceriiun jour 
poor ncpiiew’s fate. I ma^t add two other persons, they are nicuiioattl, as 
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you will seo, by Mr. Moore, in his letter to the pOor prisoner tlays, still al 
Carthagena, and Corpfjral Joseph, both of whom he points out as havin|F 
had knowledge of the officer sent to Carosal, 

It is hardly possible, I think, that by any enquiry, you can obbiirt stronger 
rormborating facts, than all the foregoing ]>ages contain, of Butler’s evidence) 
there is but one shade of dilfcrcncc in his and Mr. Mocjre’s account. It is 
about pen and ink j Mr. M. was never restricted from Uoing them, and can 
only imagine that the Lieutenant and the men with him, being suspected of 
being spies, was the cause of such harshness to them. It is a twelve month 
siiice-Mr. Moore-was liberated, and fora long time before he benrd nothing 
more of the lieutenant; hp ^'^ns entirely theii taken up t^ith liis own situu* 
tion, expecting e\ery bell that tolled, and every drum tiiat beat, was for 
bis own execution; he thinks the Spaniards very inert, and unless some 
person is on the spot to follow up inquiry, they "will take little trouble. 
There is another circumstance I must stiite ; there was mentioned, aa 
having been taken with the Lieutenant, a Ll-ick man. Mr. M. says, there 
is a Kenegado Jew, now settler! at Jamaica, who knew all the English at 
Carthagena; he is quite a notorious character, and might easily be made 
out, and made useful in enquiry. 

“Again let me repeat, on testimony you cannot doubt, as it may be some 
consolation, that Mr. M. is confident your nephew must have been treaiad 
with kindness and attention at L'nrosal, and that Don Stanislaus dc la Torres 
frequently said he was a most amiable being, and loved and esteemed by all 
who were about him, Mr. M. adds, that dillercnt parties of the Carosal 
cavalry, who were sent to relieve others at Cartlmgcira, would occasionally 
good naturedly come td the prison, dud toll them their friends at Carosal 
were ail wdll; and sometirae.s tell of some of them being married; this is a 
particnla^'corroborating Butler's derail.

T!ie following is the substance of the informutiou I received at Curlha- 
genn relative to poor Bcalmll:—Joseph Velaneil stated to me, that he Wqs 
ut V'llla ilamiosa, ilie capital of Tabasco, abont two years ngo. Up tbfrp 
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}.«afc!, from goOd autljority, tluit a schooner had been wrecked on tlie coa^t 
six leagues to the eastward of the river Tabasco, two years prior to the 
above period : that two officers and three or four sailors had been saved, and 
were taken prisoners, and carried to Villa Ilarinusa, where they remained 
till March 1B08, at which time they left Tabasco; but whether they wero 
liberated, or effected their escape, he is not certain, lie can, however, 
ascertain this latter circumstance, as well as the name of the officer, and all 
particulars, by writing to his friend the Contadn of Tabasco, which yon 
fiiiow he prumised to dd. 

Captain Narviiesn, son of the general, told me ho xaw Poshall slccp.'ni* 
in a hammock at Monpox, in Dcccmher, 18i»K. At this time no order had 
been rcceh’cd for his liberation; notivithstancling which, he was nut in con- 
fitrement: to this he added, tliat Peshall had been picked up in a small 
schooner in the Bay Of Mexico, by a vessel coining from thence to Cartha* 
gena. On the arrival of this vessel at Carthagena, he (Pr shall) and liia meO 
were sent to a place called Valle Dupnr. This is all I can recollccc, and the 
impression the above hn% made on my ntindsis, that Pcshall cerluinly was 
the person wrecked on tlie coast of Tabasco.** , Wc fell in with part of iho 
wreck, to the eastward of the Lisardo bank, and by looking at the clinrt you 
will immediately sec how easily it might have drifted from Tabasco river to 
that place; I think, also, that the coincidence of circumstances, and the 
dates of his escape, and subsequent capture, justify n supposition that lie 
was ctu-ricil to Carthngena. ’’Pis not easy to conceive what inducement the 
f^paniards could have to conceal him ; hut causes might be suggested.

Judge 
Advocate at Philadelphia ; of the Chevalier Orsin secretary to the 
Spanish legation then resident at that place I of Mordet Ricardo, 
Esq. residing in Curasao, and above all of Thomas Ainyatt, Esq. 
in (he War Dcpartmerl. iiui t be here all mentioned with gratitude. 
—'I'he reports returned to the numerous enquiries, thus instituted, 
'VI .ire, in many instances, but little calculated to encourage ; but 
several were, from various causes, strongly conducive to th.at end. 
'I'hn rebound of the reports from pne place to another ccrLiinly 
contributed in some degree to this elTect; but much confusion also 
arose fron^ the mixed char.acters oT the prisoners conuncil in the

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several Spanish towns and ports. Thus with the sailors serving the 
King of England, were associated and confounded, smugglers and 
privateers’ men, whether British or American ; while the expedi¬ 
tion of IVJiranda against the Caraccas, was attended with the 
unhappy effect of not only generally throwing a colouring of anger 
over all the proceedings of the Spanish Captaincies; but of sub¬ 
jecting to unusual rigor, the unfortunate individuals, w'ho were 
mistaken, from any cause, for his companions in his unw'arranta- 
ble enterprise—Thus, besides the infliction of harsh treatment, the 
removal of several prisoners into the interior was resorted to; a 
measure, productive of the most painful regrets and suspicions 
amongst the friends of the parties, who really, or by supposition 
only, wereihus treated—The narrative of Byron’s adventures in 
Spanish America, after Iiis wreck upon the coast of Chili, had 
shewn the possiUlg effeeft of overwhelming misery, in determining 
a British subject to escape from its pressure by the adoption of a 
new country and connections. In the vastness too of provinces, 
whose extent surpasses that of most empires, a lonely foreigner 
might be for ever hopelessly entangled j nor could an apprehension 
be always suppressed, that the same power and disposition, which 
could cruelly orddfa removal to remoter confinements) might pro. 
elude any fnture retributive proceedings, by the final disappearance 
of their object—This impression in fact painfully rested uj)on the 
minds of several of Eicutonant Peshall’s friends, w hich, while it 
rendered him eqtially lost to them, brought witl^. it the aggra¬ 
vated reilcction, thaj; he might be still the subject of tyrannical 
treatment.—The infputation of his being sometimes mentioned as a > 
spy, according to Batter’s information, might, in the first instance 
have induced a severity of ill usage, which the sudden chtinge in 
the relationship between^Great Britain and Spain, might ha^^also 
rendered the authorities very desirous of concealing from their own 
government. The very liberation of the British prisoners, under 
the circumstances of this change, whbn coupled with the distinct 
assertions of Butler and the collateral evidence, already given, 
could not but excite the most frightful apprehensions in (his point 
of view ; and applications, ^ therefore, to the gofernments, 
respectively, of the two reconciled countries became necessary, in 
order to do away as speedily as pos.-.ibIc, the painful condition 
of suspense. 
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Butter’s first letter, it has been seen, w as d.^wted on board tiro 
'Columbine Brig of War, March 5th, 18U), at Deptford. To the 
Admiralty, a$ crtercising its control over him in his capaeWy of sna- 
fnan, and us holding the power of transmitting dr originating orders 
for the purposes of inquiry, it was first necessary to apply. The 
kindness already experienced at the hands of Lord AlulgrdTd, 
was now repeated under this adtninistraliotl of Mr. YorkC) whose 
replies to the necessary applications wCrc prompt, operative, and, in 
truth, decisive. Thus, after the examinations of Butler had been 
taken, he was in June discharged out of the Thisbe, in which 
voKsc! he had been plaeed, into the Savage, with a \iew to hi^ 
departwre for Jamaica, His arrival there was instantly comuUiui- 
cated otficially to Lady Peshall, with tlu^ addition a I assurance, that 
he would be immediately forwarded to C^^th.igena, by the c:*re of 
Atluiiral flow ley. Any changes also in the appointments of the 
loveral Admirals upon their respective station'', woUld bo attended, 
it was distinctly stated, by ah exact care of /he documents already 
collected, in passing from the hands of ore Commander to those of 
his successor. A desire was also expressed by tlie Adiniraltj', ti-at 
whatever orders might arrive from the Spanish CoNcrnment, tnlgfit 
hf instantly sent to it for the purpose of prompt fraiiMnission to 
their points of destination. • 

The government of Spaiii Was^nb fongcr, the same UInch had 
listened to the former applications with so mii'jh hitmanity, and 
had contributed its endeavours for the relief of Pcshiiil with sc 
nnicli celerity. The hnhappy house of Buiiibbn, with tJieir favour* 
ste, the once powerful Prince of the Peace, had been swept a*vay 
into captivity by the unexampled perfidy ef France; and UieSp.inish 
people, though coilfidont in their own courage and devotion io 
their co'untm’s cause, wcu*. slowly and tfeiitatively ranging Iheni* 

■^ dte® udder the peuons, and bodies of persons, who ought to have 
led ihem on to the contest. But even ainidst the strangeness of thl.^ 
ncMv condition, the multiplied ditficulties, by which they were beset, 
and the actual horrors, which sufl'e^ing patriotism on cvei-y side 
exhibited, thchfurts of Spaniards were still open to tlie sympathies 
of domfe-tic calamity. A letter addressed, soon Lfter itic rccipt 
of Buf’er’s iiotitieafion, to Don Pedro Cevallos met with all the 
attention, w'hich the calmest periods cf an uiMiapectbig peace

could have allowed. To General Venegas, thfn recently appohi« 
ted under the new order of things, to the Captaincy of Sante Ke, a 
petition was also forwarded by Lady Peshall, requesting a renewal 
of the searches,' already made, with an encreased degree of iiiquU 
sTtorial tiiinnieiiess. The possible adventures also of aslranger, lost 
amidst the interior of America, which have been already alluded to, 
vuggeated an applieatlon to Lord Strangfurd, the British minister at 
the Court of Brazil, for the dispersion and circulation of the prin« 
ted documents throughout that vast region. The application was 
listened to. and the office entreated, performed ; although the scr-. 
viceableness Of the papers, thus sent abroad, cpuld be only eventu* 
ally made known, by one of those facts which are regarded 
incredible, .till they prove their possibility by their actual 
existence.

In this work erf humanity, the prompt iuterfcrencc, in every pos¬ 
sible way requested, of the Marquis Wellesley, as the chief fecretary 
of the department for foreign affairs, cannot here be too gratefully 
mentioned. The representations made through and by the office to 
the Spanish government, produced a most handsome letter to Mr. 
Wellesley, the British ministex at Cadiz (dated August 15, 1810), 
informing him of fllu successive steps which had been taken, res¬ 
pecting'Lieu tenant Peshall, from the time that the first application 
had been made to them by Mr. Hunter, the. British minister fox 
prisoners at Mfadrid, and lamenting that their exertions had hitherto 
proWd unsuccessful. In the same letter, Mr. WellesLcy was iiifur-. 
med, that, in conseqqenee of his renewed application, the Spa¬ 
nish government ha^issiied fresh orders to the Vice Eoys of New 
Spain and Granada, and to the Captain General of Yucatan, and 
the Island of Cuba, desiring tiiem to make every possible exertion 
to ascertain the place of, detention of Lieutenant Peshall and his 
companions, and if they suci^eded in discovering them, to place 
them immediately at liberty), and facilitate their return to England 
or to some English settlement in the West Indies. 

On its arrival in England, this very'gratifying information was 
duly communicated to Lady Peshall, from the Secretary of State’s 
office, by Mr. Hamilton, who enclosed the original Ictver of the 
.Spanish minister, for her Ladyship’s perusal. 

^heh&al leault of all these measurer' was now rapidly approach* 
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md it ^rrill bo best given in the words of Lieutenant Fleming, 
to whose zeal, hindness, and intelligence, in tho long and inyste- 
fious researches thus made, for the recovery of hi% friend and com* 
rade, every member of the latter’s family is bound to.bear the most 
comprehctisive testimony. The orders of the Admiralty were deci- 
Mve; the co-operation of Admiral Rowley most willing; and most 
assuredly to no better or more capable hand, could the execution 
of both their intentions h&ve been committed. 

Lieutenant Fleming’s letter, dated from on board H. M. 
achooner, Bramble, Port Royal j April 13, 1811, is addressed to 
Miss Hall, the sister of Lady Pes^Il. 

“ Having been ordered by Admiral Rowley, to Carthagenj\,” says 
tenant Vleming, “ for the purpose of enqtXring after the fate of youf 
ncpljcw : after making every possible enquiify jit Carth^cna, I applied ti> 
the Junta for leave to go into the country os far as Carosal, nhicli they 
granted, and ordered ('uptain Bossfi, of the Royal Artillery, to accompany 
me ; they likewise strictly enjoined the magistrates and officers at the clif- 
fireut villages, to render me every assistance in their power in my enquiry, 
and which they all vi'ry rcudiiy complied with, hut I ara very sorry to say, 
that, after every possible enrjuiry was made, we could not gain the 
smallest information of any person ausw^ering the description ofyoufiiepheiv 
to have e\'er Uben in that neighbourhood. I got lists W'aU the prisoners tiiat 
had been at Carthageiia during the years IBOfi and 7, litcivise of those that 
were io the Hospital during that time, with the timo of their entry add dis- 
ciiargc. There is one named John Pai^cll; Jie wa4 one of Miranda’s mqii, 
that w’as sent from Caraccas. Both surgeons of the Hospital have repqpt- 
ed!y assured nie,^that no one answering the description of your nephew, had 
ever been in the Hospital; they were of opinion that Bpilcr must liava- 
fabricated the story. They recollected Butler very^ell—Butlic told me, 
when interrogated at Carthagena, that the officer he supposed to lu’ Licut, ■ 
Pediall, had three of the fingers of his left hand very inu'ch cut and bruised. 
On the surgeons of the Hospital being examined separately, they both 
iccollect^,, that a mau by tltp naiqe of Sims, had his hand cutiii tiw uiantier 
described by Butler ; th' y likewi!.e,were ready to make oath, that no other 
officer of man, had btfj in the Hospital during the years 1806 and f, with 
tl ..ir , m^rs, cut io tlie matiiier described. On Butler’s being iiuen ogaied 
by Captsuo Bossa, he told him .that the officer be aaW^t the Hospital, and 
whom he took to be lieutenant Peshall, wore%plain blue co.st, with mid¬ 
shipman’s buttons on it; whiah certainl^diflferp'vory much from that of an 
old Lieutenant’s coat, as described by him whfft in EuglenH. Sims, whom 
I bswc niendoneil, and who, in my Opin«oit, Butlcr'nlust have mistaken for 
lieutenant Pcsiial], had been first mate of a-privateer,' and went on shore in 
the bout, in the Guiph of Darien, to get some cHtt|e, where ho was taken by 
some Indians and Spaniards, ^nd scat to Carthagena. He \vnnted to pass for 
a Lieutenant, but was discovered to have belonged to a privateer and was 
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tr$atC(} the as a cpmmon seaman. Iln was sei^t to Cnrosal | and hyr 
Captain la Torres* account, when in.terroL'atcri hy rao at Cnronnl, lic hufil 
often been at Ins hotiscj, nnd recoDcrted him ttt have his hnircrs cut hi the 
manner described. When be left Cnrosal, the cJd <;eiitlemaii likewise men., 
tionedt ti]at he thought he would lo-ie the use cf nvoiif liis fingers. Tn 
August, 1800, Captain Torres received orders from the governor of Car- 
thagenn, to collect all the jirisoners in the ncighhourhond. of Caro'.al; airc^ 
all that were in ti c lillagcs between it and Carthagcmi, and hrii:i" tliein to 
Ciirthagena; Inch he did. lie positively asserts, that mmcc tha.t date, nr^ 
Brlliah oiVicer or seaman, had been prisoner iifCarosal or its vicinity. But¬ 
ler stated, when ill lingtnn'd, that he lost the small book, in which he kept 
Lady IVslu "I’s directions, when lie fell from the mast head, after his arri¬ 
val in FngliUid. When interrogated nt Cartha^ena, he told me, he had. 
lost it jncviously to niy qiiebtiomng him at Halifax. He iias likewise descri¬ 
bed utCairtlmgcna, that the officer he saw in the Uoppit.d, was about 5 ft it 
8 or 9 iin;ht;s'high, and years old. Now your nephew w.as 5 fett 

11 inches and an half, and I ihought, about 21 or 22 years of Butler 
statbdi that the seddiors haf) told him, that several F.iiglishmen had married 
at Bucoraii ; he might havf boon told so, but on enquiry I found it v\a‘> no 
iiidi thing ; the only prisoner I hoard of that bad settled, was a Portnguost^ 
that married at a place about 30 leagues ljcyonn.C'arosid. He haying gone 
tlicre in 1805, could not have beon any of Kl Carmen’s men.” ..........

Answer: Xo, I never did.—Did you over hoar any 
of the prigotiois say they had been oast away in the Ouljih of Mexico, in n 
tend* r belonging to the hVancIiiyc —Answer: No, I never heard the name 
of the h'ranchise mentioned by any of them.—You say the snrgrons of the 
Hospital, often ineiitioncd an qliicer having been sent to Cnrosal} t;nd fro:.', 
ihc uniform they ilcscribecl, that lie must have been a Lieiiteuant;—Did 
they ever uiuution his name ?—'Answer : No, I never heard ihern inentiun 
his name, ('['his the surgeons positively denied, when I interrogated them 
at CarthagonnJ—You say that .Smith ami Moore were cui-t away iii the 
t/ulph of Mexico, and they tohl yop thoy holongcd to a Pcljooner Yj-om 
l(hode Island ; you say that yon always supposed they belonged ton man of 
■war, from their being so very silcuts—Did you ever hear any of the priso- 
nors say they had belonged to a man of war ?—Answer: No, I never did 
—Y’ou likewise say, you Jieard of a IVcnch otlicer being confined in Bocok 
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Cilica, that was considprcd os a spy, and that he spake English; likewise 
that the soldiers told‘you, they tlwiught ho was an Riiglishinaii ; have you

every possible intelligerce. I feel very much indobtoi.} to Mr. Fcliard, for 
his assistance when at <'attliagena ; lie sroorl iny iffferpreter very ofu n, and 
seemed very anvious ai.d desirous to get every posslhle inti iligencc." 

An inquiry, thus formally inslitiitwl, thus zealously corTiliiclcd, 
and so solemnly sanctioned by tl'e words arid declarations of men, 
who must b<i deemed honourable till they arc proved otherwise, 
should seem dccisivo; But it may be remarked, that Butler, 
when sent out to Jamaica, did never see Mr. Sims, who, a® the 
gentlemen at Carlhagena thought, might have been mistaken by 
him, for Lieutenant Pesball. In ascertaining this last point, he 
is now engaged ; and it must be confessed, that if this man have 
practised any ira^' ‘,tu» c or deception, his vsickedness has been the 
nore monstruu*; and abominable, as it has been g'';ituituus. Butler 
Ison bourti H. M. S. Grampus, Comuuulurc Cookburn, mIioii 
proceeding to South America, to mediate between Spain and htf 
American colonics. *

FlilA'i^nUMANITY. 

As we have so frequently been under the Necessity of recording inst.nncr. 
•r cruelty aud barbarity, on the pari of'Cur inveterate dttfiajy, it is with 
Very diScreiit feelings that we assist iu givipg publicity to the foliuwing 
account, which has appeared*in the Frc-tieb papers* 

' Crosie, March 4). i 

“ Yesterday evening, about seven o'clock, guns being fired every nnnuie, 
informed us, that a ship had got aground upon the cOast, and was in dan*, 
ger of periiltiog. In consequence of the bad weatherj it 'impbsijble to 
s«ud«uc any vessel to her ussistauce. Measures were teken 
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by the bhHer commissioner of marine, Prouxi the* commandant of thfc 
place, tTugureau, and tiie comptroller of the cubtoihs at lioiix, to recon¬ 
noitre the vessels, if the wiiiil abated, and rbeeive the iiiifortnnate men 
iabo should be Ibrowii upon the coast. The night being extremely dark, 
and the sea running very high, it was requisite to wait till high water to 
put to Sea, and approach the vessel, so as t6 be able to fecuimuitre her at 
break of day. Signal guns of distress were Ured without iiitermissioii. 

On the 4th, about three id the tiiorning, the bodts, which the preceding 
Slight had received notice to hold Uiemscli'es in i'eadinc:>s, were afloat, and 
Al.Proux, wishing to direct the zeal df the inhiibitauis and sdilurs, who 
ran in crowds to the bench, and to pfevent all confusiou respecting the 
Conveyance of the shipwrecked, embarked himself, and was followed by 
the Custorn.house boats, directed hy M. Le Euux, cOmpirollpr of brigdde, 
and twenty-two otbers, inclutling the tishing-houts from Turbnilu. 

At btealvof day,' the boat commanded by M. Pruux perceived that 
tlic ship in danger was a iaiiglf' one, to all appearance Fnglish, and that 
her situation had Ijecomc lej^blarrning. ]\[. Proux inilncdiately signalled 
tlie boats to lie to, and wait till be could better judge of the situation of tlie 
.'>hip; but the boat la Schtinelle, from Crozic, not haVuig perceived tiii£ 
ragnal, aiid; by its superior sailing, being along-side tiie sloop, could not 
avoid going on Loni'd. At day-light, M. I’ruux saw tiic ship was out of 
d.iiiger, the gut:s ceased firing, si launch left her, and snilcil towards 
llcdic, the enemy’s 'isual slatioil} which determined him to direct all the 
boats to proceed with him to Cro/ie and Turballe —About eight in the 
morning all the boats flRd returned to port, and vyerc imuiedintely followed 
bv la Sentiuclle.

Proux, us a mark of f,‘ratitude for his 
benevolent intention.—^The master and crew of the boat weffc afterwards 
interrogated : tile ciiptaln declared, that the superior sailing of JajScnti- 
nclic had brought him close to the ship, and the obsCuriry prcrciiied hiin 
from seeing M. Proux’s signal. That the English ^aptuin eanustly pressed 
him to go on board, and alter returning him many thanks fur tlie measures 
adopted to save his crew, ,iiiroriaed^im he was out of danger, and 
requested the name of the person wlio^Kfectcd the succours which were 
sent him; that on being inforh^ed it waiSM. Proux, fib requesthd he would 
carry a letter of thanks to hiih. The said captain added, that his position 
not now placing him in a situation which required his delivering his sword 
40 M. Pi'oux, be charged him to deliver to that gentleman, inclosed in a 
box, bis own pistols, ns a pledge oPhis gratituflb; and, besides, to express 
bis regret that lie bnd not come on board. The captain and trew of la 
Scntinbllc received some biscuit and rum for tlinr breakfast. One of the 
crew saw, upon thb deck of the vessel, an American captain, who spoke 
Frcticli, and informed him, he bad been taken nedr the entrance of 
Botirdcaux, in the ship Febronia, of 600 tons, 10 guns^ and 60 mens 
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t ho English captain’s I^er, addressed to M. Prous,, of which tlie following 
is a copy, was, aMn»aVdV®pened and read

To make this statement, 
bonever, i> npt the immediate ca^se of my addressing you; but, as T un¬ 
derstand tjiat Capfoin Alimby is on 'the eve of exhibiting some further 
experiments, illustrative, of the tt^fi^ndsB of'his plan, and of the facility 
and «ertamty nith which it may be carried into execution, I wish, in the 
to dirm your attenrioti to the claims of Ueutenanc Bell, of the 
Rdy.il A|'UUery,*'whoiii 1, with aieny others, cannot but consider as tlie 
original projector of the plan which has, deservedly, attracted so much 
notice troiu the publ^.i ’ 

By referring to the X)j|Vth Volume of the 7^’anssciions qf the SocietyJh^ 
the Encoutagtmeni of ArtSf Manufaciures^ and Commerce, for the year 
3807, you uill find the particulars of Lieutenant Bell's plan, prefaced by 
the fclloniiig ucknuwletignient 

“A pubbciiy hasiug been recently given to some experiments olF the 
eastcin coasts of this Island, for preserving lives in cases of shipwreck, by 
xneaiij of a rope atlaclicd If) a sbcll threnm from a mortar; the Society 
think it incumbent upon them to remind thc'pubiic, that so far back a^the 
ycarl793i*a bounty of fifty guineas was given to Mr. John IVII, tlita 
Serjeant, afternards licutenrnt of rlie Royal llcgiinent of Artiiiory, for his 
invention of thidwing a lopc on shore by means of a shell fiYun a luoitar, 
on boar^ tbc vfssel in tlistrc^s; the parliculats of vvhich were published in 
the tenth volume of tiie Sue icty's transactions, page 304, but a dcscitprivc 
engraving having been niwtird at that time, it is thought expedient, 
insert it ill the ptesent publication, with some farther pHriicuiars, ihcn 
omitted." 

The main points of difference between I icntenant Beil's and Caption 
Manby's plans are:—that, according to the former, the ball is projected

Neptunists.** V^tliout professing to espouse eit}ter opimon, I eoofiiMi 
myself to recording a few facts of the existencettf a etrong sympadby, b«« 
tween tlte most temote parts of this earth, when agitated by aubterranean 
convulsion, which t leave to the consideration of .your readers of eUkfr 
persi'uasion. ^ 

The particulars of the earthquake felt at thVCape 'of GoodHope in the 
beginning of December, 1810, arc thus stated in a letter of the 4th of 
. January:—“ On the 4th of December, at about twenty minutes past'ten 
. U severe shock of an eartlufuake was felt hero, accompanied by n 

' most terrible tloise, as if thousanos of chains were thrown backwards and 
forw:irds with great velocity on the tops of the houses. The earth 
trembled greatly at this time for a few moments. In about five nijnutcs a 
less violent shock was felt, and this was occasionally repeated, sometimes 
nt night, at others in the day>timc, until the 23d of December. The inha¬ 
bitants were exceedingly alarr^d, and many left their houses and pitched 
tents in the squares, qnd l^ome' persons yet resort to the tents to sleep. 
Almost every house has fracks in the walls. TFte shocks were most 
severe at a placS called fZoben Island, near the entrance of Tabl4>Bay, 
Here the grouinl is much torn up, and the walls of Mr Johp Murray’s 
buildings there fell to the ground. About seven miles from town, on the 
c<«t<ilc of Mr. Kerr, at Rlaumberg, and about the spot where grncral Baird 
defeated General Jansens, hundreds of small volcanos have opened, whidj 
never were seen before. From these now issue streams of water, and tins 
estate, which at this time of the year was always dry, has now a small lake 
sup]>licd constantly fr<r.*n thi'se new npemngs in the ground. « The report ol 
the committee, .“ent to examine into the facts, states, that they found ore 
spring of entirely fresh water, one of salt, and several ivhich were brackish. 
The farmer of the Saltpan, I^isges«*fr«of, was driven from his dwelling, a 
gr^at spring of water having opened in the middle of his bouse, and which 
is there still. 'J'lic shucks were fell beyond the Hottentot mountains, as 

far as the river Zunder-l'.iul, about 80 English miles from Cape-Town/’ 

• 

It further appe:irs,vby letters from the same olace, that, op thc,7tii and « 
8th ot June last, n great shock of an earthquake was felt at Cnpc-tuwn. 
Now it is remarkable, that on the 8th of June, in the moroiiig, the sea wa.^ 
so agitated on this coast, that it rose and fell very mucli in a most rapid 
succession scvoi.'il times; and that it is not by any means itnprubabii^ that 
it might be owing to the earthquake at the Cape, which was hrst felt oji 
the preceding day at noon. ^ 

A simiiar iigimtivin of the sea which was witnessed ak Plymouth on tl 
SJstMay, has not yet, to my knowledge, been accounted for; however, 

'it is not very di‘.tant in point of time from the foregoing phenomenon; .'ixd 
described in a letter from tbence, as follows 

** YeSlorday there was a great Convulsion of the sea, in the"Sound, Sut- 
$bn Pt)ol,'Ctrtwater; and tfie Lara. A'fcS o’clock A.M. ihe tide suddenly 
receded frow tlie Pool of Sntton, ruslira tlirough the sluices of the I’ici^ 
beads, and left nil the shippipg and craft dry, Jn auout half an Itour a 
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^ boar/ nearly from nine fo eleven feer high, came in with a tremendous 
noise, accompanied by a violent gust of wind at S.W. i it was dead low 
water, and in an instant ail the vessels and craft were afloat, and 
knocking against each other. Tlie boar then receded through the Pier 
heads again, the same height and witli the same rushing noise, and left tho 
Pool high and dry. It then made its way up Catwatcr to the l.arn head» 
driving the ships from their anchors against each other, by which means 
two lost their bowsprits. The flux then broke .idrift the flying bridge from 
an immense cable near Pantphlet MiU l^tke, and drove it on the Lara Sands 
hut going back as suddenly, it took fhe flying bridge with it, which was 
secured with a fresh cable and anchor. The boar returned about 7 
o'clock, A. M. ill the same manner, at seven feet high, accompanied by a 
gust of wind, and as suddenly receded. At 11 o’clock the boar, about four 
feet high, rushed in again, and receded in the same manner. This extra¬ 
ordinary phenomenon happened prcvi<^s to the earthquake at ijsbpn in 
1755; the earthquake at Quito in 1781;^'lpd the carthquakgc in Calabria ia 
1783; therefore we expect to bear of some extraordinary convulsion of die 
earth in lome part of the world that is subje(j| to volcsyuc eruptions. The 
winds were, during ir.s operation, very variable, but principally blew hard at 
S. VV. 'I'hc quicksilver in the thermometer was observed to sink and rise 

with a treinuiuu.-. motion during the operation of the boar.’* 

» 

The clrciimsrancc I am about to inentioii is of so very extraordinary a 
nature, tiiat I I'cel some difliculiy in imparting such ideas of it as shall lead 
to a proper conclusion of the cause of the phcauref'noo. Saturday morning, 
30 Nov. aVabout twenty minutes ficforc three, a sljock, rtsembliiig tliat of an 
earthquake, was felt vci y generally in the townsof Portsimmili, Furlaea,aiid 
Gosport, and vicinity. It was iiidiantaneous. and caused such a tremendous 
motion in nnaiiy tiousis, th.it as many as tweaiy fanuiics uvic awoke fay it, 
and sprang oat of facd to as(‘<>i-t.tin its endse. To many persons whom it 
awoke, it appeared as though «;oine heavy body bad been moved m lli-» lower 
part of the house, and shook its whole fabric : to oiiiers, it vv.'i« a sudden 
motion of the bed, as thong!) caused by tiic maiu^strcngtii of a person stand' 
ingnear it; the furniture in their rooms ciackcd,#nDd the iiaiidles of cliuira 
Jnoved, as by qn electric shock. Several soldiers on giiaifl siy, th.at it wa'? 
attended by a hqltow rumbling noise ; and sevcr.d people belonging to veS' 
sels in the harbour, describe the waters as v'lolcntly agitated for some 
minutes. It appears to bai • I istcii inhind pear a minute. The prevailing 
opinion there is, tli. tlii? c.stiaorrlinary uioliun was produced by au eartli- 
piase; but wliether we are to look for pccoiims of its. desolating effects, 
from a foreign country, or regard it as one of tliosc slight i-hcnunicna of 
the nature which this country has been before visited with, 1 know not. 
The ^rcat eartlupiakc at Lisbon, 1735, was felt at i’flrtswoutlij and much 
more so, vvp learn, at Edinburgh, *• 

Upoi# the gcneviil subjeet of carjthquakcs which have happened in this 
country, I find from turning over some ofiny chronologicalmemorarda, that 
there have been eighteen siiij e tlio year 1047 ; vie. 1048—1081, on Christ- 
jeat day—1103, at Ely -ItlO, at Shrewsbury—127-1—'1882^ at London—.

hampton—1678, in Stafibrdshira and Derbyshire"-! 68cf, in Somersetshire—

Besides these* the following also happened in Great Britain:—1733,'afr 
Strontian, in Argylshire, Scotland, and all along the west coast of Great 
BritMa, bnt to no great breadth—17^, 35, at Portsmoatb, Milton^ 

and most parts of il^mpshire; also, at Lewes, in Sussex, and along the 
* tea coast for 30 miles—1736, April 39, and May 1, at Ochil Hills, Scot* 
land—1739, December 30, in the l^st Riding 6f Yorkshire—17 >0, at Ion* 
don, and some miles round. It is possiblo many more may have happened 
in these seve.i centuries • but the want of printing in three or four of the 
£nt, may have been the reason no more are to be found in our roisters. 
In 1586, in Peru, an earthquake ran from south to north 900 miles ; and 
in 1601, an earthquake reached fijim Asia to thu soa which washes the 
Stench shore, besides shaking Hlmgary, Germany, Italy, and France. 

In the hope that these htnt\.fnay attract the speculations of some more 
scientific correspondents, I request that you will rescue them from obliviou, 
by giving insertion to this letter, in the absence of more irnportani pro* 
fcssiunal matter,

T HK Ray orNiiplcs lies rm the S. W. roast of tljc Kingrlom of Nnpte^ 
at llie S.E. part of Italy. It is about ten leagues in breadth, in ontf 
part, i>iit more in length, and fdrms^a very secure and roiiiniodioii« harbpfff 
for shipping. The Isle of Ischia, to the S.W,,and that of Capri* to the 
S.F.. protect the entrance, and in some degree shelter the Bay.froin the 
violence of the Mtditcrranean, in tempestuous weather. Thc tbire of the 
svaves is atsn brolten by the Mole, at the e;tfroniity of which is u very hue 
lighthouse. From the Ray of Naples, to the Faro di Messina,f there is 
hot one haven, creek, road, or po»t, of any note, or conscquence4 

The City o.** Naples, the car^Tal of (he Neapolitan Kingdom, stands oh 
the N.E. part of the Bay. Its geographical site is, according to the Requi¬ 
site Tables (^‘'02) latitude 50“ 50' 15'N. longitude 14° 18'0" F. from 
Greenwich. The Coynirms.'ince dca Teih'i (1808) gives the same latitude, 
but makes the longitude 11° 51' 30" K. from Paris ; which reduced to the 
meridian of (Greenwich is 14° 11' 45". 

The provinces of which the Kingdom of Naples consists, were formerly 
part of the dominions of the Homan republic, and afterwards of the 
F'rnpcrors. After the fail of the empire, Italy underwent various revolun 
tions. 'I’he Princes of Rciievento survived the conquest of the North of 
Italy, by Charlemagno, and, with other potentates in this quarter, acknow¬ 
ledged the su])rem:iCY of the Greek empire, from which Sicily had been 
wrested, A.D. 828, by the Saracens, who possessed ic till A.D. 1058. A 
pilgrimage to St. Michael of Mount Gargano, induced the Normans to. 
ntbc'iiipt the conquest, which was gradually accomplished, both Saracens and j 
Greeks being expelled. The Norman leaders became Djkes of'Apulia, j 
Cals^ia, and Sicily, ainl in 1030, Roger was named King of Sicily, by thej 
Pope. The Norman 'ine continued, till tlic-ir kingdom was subdued by« 
Henry VI. Emperor of Germany. In 1266, after internal conquests, Charles^

1382. Reiic of Anjou, King of Naples in 1435, was the father of Mikr-f 
garet, wife of Henry VI. of Fngland; but, in 14SI, the French luie'iHi1ed,l 
ill CluiriCs Count de Maine, who named Louis XI. King of FrancVliisI

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iieir—whence the pretension of Frttnce to the Kingdom of Kaples. 'I'lie 
Spanish Jinc of Naples and Sicily continued till 1714, wlien they passed to 
the House of Austria ; from which it was transferred to that of B’ourbon, 
in 1736, in the person of Don Carlos, Duke of Fanna and Placentia, son 
of Plulip V. King of Spain. Succeeding to the crown of Spain, in 1759, 
Carlos conferred his Italian Kingdom on Don Ferdinand, his third son> 
who married Charlotte, the sister of the JJuiperor of Germany, and of the 
late Marie Antoinette, Gueen of* France, in 1768. This Sovereign, 
expelled by the French from Naples, siiid driven for shelter to his Sicilian 
Kingrioin, has recently iruusfcrrc<l his kingly power into the hands of 
his son.* 

The City of Naples^ consi.-’rred, after Constantinople, as tlte most 
beautiful capital in the world, wan founded by the Greeks; audits sitiintioii 
furnishes a striking proof of the snperiorjaste of that people. The sU'cets 
are broader, and better paved, than those of Rome; and, duniig the 
(isurpation of Joseph niioriapartc, they were lighted in n manner similar to 
tluisc of J.otidon. The Sh'ttda di ToU'do erjcels the dSnrso at Rome, in 
beauty, as well as in situation. The houses, in general, are fue or six 
Stories high, flat-roofed, and covered with flower vases. 'I'he arclutecture, 
however, both eeriesiustical and civil, indicnttiS want of taste. The build- 
iiigh are heavy, and crowded with giganfic prominences; and, amongst 
upwards of 300 chinches, there is not one possessing a front, or portico of 
any merit.-—The population of Naples is, from 350,000 to 380,(00, The 
royal revrtiues used to be estimated at upwards of 730,000/. sterling per 
i-nuum .—It may not be ami.*>.s to add, that a manufactory lias recently 
been esialiJi.shed in the town, I’or csiractnig sugar from chcsi^uts. The 
first trials arc said ti> have produet^d sugar, inferior iu no respect to that 
which IS ubt.noed fiuin the cane. 

\’irgil, aotoiilmg to his epitaph, written by himself (of which thcTfollow¬ 
ing is a iranslatiou) «\us butic-d aC Naples. 

‘J I sung flocks, tillage, heiucs: Aiantua gave lie life, Bruiidasiifln death, 
Napli-.s it grave." 

Ill the road leading from the suburbs of Chlaia, to the grotto dc Monte 
Posilipu, arc the remains of a tomb, or mausoleum, erroneously supposed 
to be that of Virgd. “ it is certain,” says Addison, “tiiat Virgil wa.s 
bified nt Naples, .’Mt aliuo.st as certain that bis tomb stood on the other 
Side of tiic town.”—^'fhe cave of Posillpt) is a broad, strait, subten-aneous 
ru.td, hewn ihrutigh a muuinaiu. At coming out, the roatf lends to the

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hike Agnano, which is circular, and a mile in circumference. In the 
inicist arc the sadat6ries of St. Germaiio, or stone apartments, where the 
hot streams which arise produce a profuse perspiration/ They are conse* 
queiilly much'frequented in various disorders. In a rock near the banks 
6 f the lake is the Dog’s Grotto, ^called because a dog is always made use* 
of to shew strangers the astoiiisliit% clTects of the vapour in this cavity; for 
if a dog's nose be held in the vapour, which duats within a foot of the sur¬ 
face of the grotto, the animal loses all signs oflife; but on being taken out 
of tltc grotto, and thrown into the lakh, he revives. 

Mount Vesuvius, which has been'a volcano beyond the reach of history, 
or of troditioiv stands sc\’en miles £. of Naples. Its earliest xecorded 
eruption is iha^ of A.D. 79 ; of the ravages of which an animated descrip¬ 
tion is given by the younger Pliny. Misenum,* sif. the opposite side of the 
Bay, was at that time a principal |tation of the Roman navy. Pliny the 
elder commanded there, and, b^ng tempted to a nearer view of the phe¬ 
nomenon, rowed across tbe Bay, to the base of the mountain, near Hercu¬ 
laneum, where, on landing, he was surprised by a shower of ashes, and 
suffocated by tbc^aijcompanyjng mejthitic vapour. The principal eruptions

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of later times occurjed in the yews 1538, 1631, 1707, *1717, 1737,, 1760, 
1761, 1766, 1767, 1779, 1794, 1804, and 1810. Ii|f' l707, such quaiui- 
ties of cinders and ashes were thrown out, that it was dark at N^splcs 
noon. Tn 1767, the ashes, or rattier t!ie small cinders, fell *in thick 
showers in the streets of Naples; and at sea, twenty leagues from Naples^ 
ships were covered with them. The ^updon of 1779 was particularly 
described by Sir William Hamilton, in'^e PfiitosophUal TrmuietUmif an(| 
is familiar to most readers. That of June, J794, was tremendous. TIiq 
lava overwhelmed, and totally destrojj^d, 5,000 acres of rich vineyards, and 
cultivated land, and drovothe inhabitants of Torre del Greco from the 
town, most of the houses being citherlburied, or so injured as to be unin¬ 
habitable The eruption of 1804 was less serious; but that of 1810 must 
be considered as forming an epoch in the annals of Vesuvius, on account 
of the manner in whidi it began, and the disasters it produced. Thp 
approach of every preceding convulsiontof V^esnvius had been announced 
by the drying up of the wells of Naples.—^This pbenoinciion did not take 
place on ibis occasion, and to the great surprise of the inhabitants, the 
crater began to emit flames on the night of,the 10th of September. 

** On the morning of the 11th” says^n writlr who witnessed the terrific 
spectacle, “the flames became more intense, and the lava began to flow 
from tile east and and south-east .sides of the mountain. Towards evening 
the conflagration increased, and about twilight two grand strcam.s of fire 
were seen to flow down the ridge of tiic volcano: night produced no chai-go 
in this state of things. 

“ On tt]p morning of the l^lli a hollow soiind^was heard, and has always 
(September 24.) been increasing; tlie fire and smoke have ec|uniiy nog. 
nientcd in intensity, and towards evening the horizon was obscured. The 
breeze, .usual in these parts, haviii^ blown from the south-east, *di5sij)atcd 
tlie accumulated clouds. Tlie mountaiir coiflitiucd to vomit lava and a 
dense smokc^ which even at a distance was strongly sulphureous; the hoi* 
luw noise in the sides of the mountain continued to increase. 

** Curious to witness as near ns possible one tiic most astoiu»l^ing phe¬ 
nomena of nature, and forgetting the misfortuin? of Pliny, [ set out from 
Naples, and at eight in the evening I reached Portici, iTom thence to 
the summit of the mountain the road is lung and diflicult. About half way 
there is a hermitage, which has long served fur refuge and shelter to tiie tra¬ 
veller; a good hermit has tliure fixed his residence, and takes care to fur¬ 
nish, fora raodera sum, refreshments, which to the fatigued traveller are 
worth their weight in gold. The environs of this hermituge produce the 
famous wine called Lachryma Christi, From the hermitage to the foot of 
the cave, there is a lung quarter of a league of road, tolerably good ; bnt in 
order to reoch from thence tlie crater, it is necessary to climb a mountmii 
of cinders, where at every step you’ sink up to the mid-leg. It took my 
compactions, myself, and our guides, two hours to make this ascent; and 
it was already midnight when we reached the crater* ^ 

“ Ihe fine of the Volcano served us fora torch; the ht^seKad totally 
ceqsed for two hours; the flame had also considerably decreas'’d ; these cir- 
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cumstifiees augmented eur security, ahd supplied us with the necessary 
confidence in^^^ersjjig such dangerous ground. We.approadied as uewr 
as the heat would i^nuiti and we. set 6rc to the sticks of our guides in the 
lava, which slowly ran through the hollows of the crater. The surface of 
this iiiflUmcd ihat^r nearly resembles metal in a state of fusion; but as it 
Aows it carries ahind.^f scum, which hardens as it cook, and then forms 
masses of scoria, wliicli dash agalpst eacli other, and rpll all on hre, with 
noise, to thpToot of the mountain. Strong fumes of sulphuric acid gas 
arise in abundance from these scoriss, and by tiieir caustic and penetrating 
qualities render respiration dilHcult. | 

« We seemed to be pretty secure in this .shuntion, and were far from 
thinking of retiring, when a frightful explosion, which launciied into the air 
fragments of burning rocks to the distance of more than an hundr^ toises, 
reminded us of the danger to whicii wu were exposed. Mono of us hesi¬ 
tated a moment in embracing a retreat, aud in five minutes we cleared in 
our descent a spare of ground whifh wc had taken two hours to climb. 

We had ifut reached the hermitage before a noise assailed our Cars, 
more frightful than ever was heard ; anri the Volcano in all its fuiy, began 
to launch a masfe^ual to some lliousand cart-loads of stones, and fragments 
of burning rocks, with a projectile force whirh it would be difficult to cal¬ 
culate. As the projection was veriicaf, almost the whole of this burning 
mass fell back again into the mouth of the Volcano, which vomited it forth 
anew to receive it again, with the exception of some fragments which flew 
off, to fall at a distance, and alarm the inqnkitive spectator, who avoided 
them; as ou public/c/cs, wc u\oid (he handle of the rockets, Hiourfii« 
works. * * , 

** The 13 th commenced with nearly the same appearances as those ofthc 
precciliuy d.ay. The Volcano was tranquil, and the lava ran slowly in the 
channels which it had formed diving j^lte night; but at four in the after, 
noon, a frightful and continued noise, accompanied’ with frequent explosi¬ 
ons, ohnouuced a new eruption; the shocks of the V''olcano were so violent, 
tliat at fort dc L'Qluf, buiit Upon a rock, where I then was, at the distance 
of near four leagues, I felt oscillations similar to tiiose produced by an 
enriliquake. * ^ 

** About 6VC o’clock the eruption commenced, and continued during the 
greater part of the night. This time the burning matter Aowed down aU 
tlic sides .of the mountain, with a force-hitherto unprecedented; aU Ves|>^ 
vius was 911 fire, and Uic lava lias capsed the greatest losses; houses and 
whole estates have been overwlielniod; and at this day familiesdu tears and 
rcducetk-to despair, search in vain far tlic iulterituncc of thein ancesturi^ 
buried qader tlie destniying lava.

The terrors of an cfi^tion/* > i/uunues (hfe.san;te 
autliory^tbe snbteiWean thanderSt the thickening si>i'>ke, the ruddy llatnei^ 
the strong Showers projected to a prodigious height, amidst the <»ruaqatioo» 
of aadvo lightning, the throes of the mooiltain, the eruption of the laea^ 
descending in a horrid and copious stream of destruction, have exercised the 
powers of many writers, but iar exceed the utmost energy of descrlptioit. 
Yet*’ be adds, ** Vesifvlus, placed by the side of Etna, wOold seem a smalt 
ejected bill, the whole circuit of its base not exceeding 30 miles, while Etna 
covers a space of 180, and ite height above the sea is computed at 11,000 
feet,”* 

The ancient oiiy of Herculaneum, almost destroyed by an earthi^ake, 
iit the reign of Nero, was totally overwhelmed by an eruption of Vesuvius 
in the first year of the Emperor Titus. In its coutse^ the lava filled up the 
streets and houses in some places, to the height of 68 feet above the tops of 
the latter, and in others above 110 feet. This lava is now of a consistency 
winch renders it extremely difficult to be removed cleared away; it is 
composed of bituinenous particles, mixed with cinder^ minerals, inetafUc 
and vitrified sandy substances, fird, which altogether form a close and heavy 
mass. In ffie revolution of so ma^ ages, tho spot it stood upon was entirely 
forgotten; but in rjie year 1713, npCiii dig^ng into theseqiarts, some remains 
of this unfottaaate city were discovered, and many antiquities dug out; but 
the search was afterwards discontinued, till the year 1736, when the king^f 
Naples empUiyed men to dig perpendicularly eighty deep, whereupon nek 

only the city made its appearance, but aim the bed of the river which ran 
througli it. Xfao teijple of Jupiter was then disclosed, and tbofsvhole of the 
theatre, Ia the temple was ^nd a statue of gold, and the inscription that 
decorated the great doors of the entrance. In tiie theatre the fragments of a 
gilt chariot ef bronze, with horses of the same metal, like’wise gilt: this bad 
been placed over the principid door of entrance. Thera were, likewise, fomid 
among the ruins of <diis city, nuldtudes of statues, busts, pillars, paintings, 
manuscripts, ffirniture,- and various utensils. The streets of the town 
appear to have .been stenight and eegnlar, the hooses well boile and 
much alike; some of the n >mspaved with mosaic, others with fine marble, 
uiIlio :\ga)A vrit|i brick, three feet long and skt nnches thick. It apgenif 
that the town was not filled op so unexpectedly with the melted lava, as to 
pi event the greater part of the inlmbitants from escaping with inany of the 
richest cfiectsi fur when the excavations were made, there was not more 
than a deaen skeietoos found, and but little goW, silver, and precious stones'.

tVr gape at the wall and the stairs, nod our approbation to tne cicerone, te» 
main as wisji ns before, and arc, at length, heartily glad to get one of this 
cellar and see (he day-light. Formerly tins paisagc was rcry lich in ctfrio* 
sides; temples, theatres, pt'stures, statues, ttc* were then in abundance to 
be admired ; but now almost the whole is again closed, for want of room to 
dispose of the lava tiken out at present, and there is, properly speaking, 
nothing (p see. The in^giiificcnt works of art, which have been brought to 
light, are ih one nsseiiblage, to be found in the Museum of l*oitici; but ttia 
most rcmiiikablc objects in this museum are the manuscripts found in two 
chamberb of a house at ITcrcuhincam. Tbougli thc'y have been so frequently 
desciibcd, they rov«t be bccii to fhrnish a correct idea of them. They (p- 
serablc cudgels reduced to the stale of a emder, and in pait petrified; 
black, and chcsiiut brown; lie in many glass cases; and unfortunately Sb 
dcca}’ed, that under every one oftli^ a quantity of dust and crumbs is to 
be perceived. Being rolled up togethef in the manner o4’ the ancients, and 
pel haps also gradually damaged by the moisture penetrating through the 
rfahes, it appears almost impracticable ever to dccypher a syllable of them, 
ilut fur the industry and,tAlentrif man nothing is impossible, and his cm io- 
I sity impels him to the most ingenious inventions: the process of fmrolhdg 
and decyphering them is going on, at this very time yritli success." 

The tou n of Pompeii was destroyed by the same eruption which ocrad- 
oned the destruction of Herculaneum. One street, nndf a few detached 
buildings of this town, have been cleared; the street is w^ll paVed, with the 
same kind of stone of uhich the ancient roadi are made, and narrow cause¬ 
ways are raised a foot and-a-half on each side for the convcnicncy of foot 
passengers. Dr. Moofe observes, that tlie street itself is not so i>road as 
the narrowest part oflhc Strand, and is supposed tO ha^e been inhabited by 
trndcs>pcople. The traces ef nhcclsof carriages ard to be seen on the pave¬ 
ment. ” iic houses are small, but give an idea Sf neatness and coiivf niciicy. 
The sti c o on the walls is smooth and beautiful, ami as hard as marble. 

' Some of the rooms are ornamented with paintings, mostly single figures, re¬ 
presenting some auimal. TIjey are tulerhbly well executed, and a little 
water being thrown on them the colours appear surprisingly fresh. Most 
of the houses are built on the,same plan, and have one 8in»ll%onm from the 
passage, which is conjectured to have been tlie shop, with a window to the 
stret t) and a place which seems to have been contrived for shewing the 
' goods to the greatest advants^e. Jfu another part of the town is § rectnit-

The town nf Torre del Greco, situated between Herculaneum and Pom* 
peh^ was also destroyed by tho eruption; but thi inhabitants returned, and 
rebuilt the town on tlie same spot. In 1794, as already stated,^ 
again nearly detrtroyed. 

A view of the town an<I fortress of Castebn-ma^je, in wTiicb th^Neapo* 
titan rebels totik refuge, in the summer of 1799, is noticed iu ou'r XXllld.' 
volume, page 241. 

The town of Amalfi, in the Gulf of Salerno, ?0 iftiles S. E. of Naples, is 
celebrated for the discovery of the pandects of Jnstlman, and for the iu> 
vc'ntidn of the mariiier^s compass; the former, A. D. 1137f the latter, 
about tbe year 4302. Flavio de Gioia, a native of Aiualfi, Wiis the man 
wl)f) had the iionour of inventing, .or^discovering the compass, or magnetic 
needle a circunftuiice which is conuuciiiorated in th^ fpllowing verae of 
ibc middle ages: 

*' Prima dedit nautis nsuin m^ncU^Aiualfis.*’ 

Amalfi was formerly a coiiitnpreial city of note. It ties hi^h, and is ^ 
sliciteicd from easteily and north'Casteriy winds ; but it has no haven ; the 
road, or anciiorage, is under the shore, near the point. 

^The island of Iscliia appears to be of volcanic oris;Itf;^for, although no- 
eruptions aib now visible, scoria and lava arc found, and several hot springs. 

It is mountainous, and produces abundance of fruit and game; ainJ, as the 
air is liealrhy, it is mudi resorted to by invalids. Ischia,'the town, is situ¬ 
ated oil the north coast of tlie island, on a rock surroniidc-d by tlic sea, and 
cominiinicating »ith tii«,^and by a bridge, *

S IR CHARLES ^COTTON, part. Admirat if Ai White 
Squadron, and late Cou'nianderi^-Cbief of the Channel 
Fleet, was Ae third son of Sir Jomi Hjriide Cotton, Oart* ci‘ 
Madingly, and Landwadc, m Cambridgeshire, by Anne, daugh¬ 
ter of Humphrey Parsons, Esq. HcVa| born in the month of 
June, 1733, and was educated at Westi^ster School, under the 
late Doctors iVlarkhain and Smith. At aA early age, He |nade 
consid^rabie progress in learning ; and, previously to his leasing 
'Vllestmiiister, in the year 1770, he had attained the highest form. , 
In this gentleman, as in many other disl^guished offl’cers, whose 
sct\ice& liare been recorded in the Naval' the 

ruling passion,** or propensity, displayed Itscby^Wl^ ]|^yhood. 
While at school, tJistbinclinaUbn wh^jiftc^ivnmm^ecd him to 
embrace the nautical profession, was strongly appafedt. If cicry 
frolic*andTxcursion upon the Thames, yo^g Cotton was fore¬ 
most ; and, by that cotlectcdncss and courage which, throughout 
lifh, never lorsook him, he frequently CAtrica^ct himself Irom 
situations of danger, in which others would have been lost.* Thu 
strong bias, however, did not lead him to oppose bis fafhei’s 
wishes; lu conformity v,ith whirh, he.was ajjjiei'cd, as had been 
originally intend^a member of LiiifoltiS iW. A prolessiou so 
sedentary as that of the la\i accorded but ill with tjie activity

of IMr. Colton’s mind. lie consequently embarked in an East 
liidiaman, in uiiicli he made one voyage to India; and, on his 
return to England,' his partiality for the naval Service remaining 
liiiribatcd, he %va8, on the 2Ith of October, 1772, removed into 
S. Deal Castle, Captain Gumming, under the express aus¬ 
pices of the late Earl of Sandwich, a particular friend of his 
father, and at that time of the Admiralty. 

From the Deal Cattle (September 21, 1775) he was removed, 
as acting lieutenatft, into the‘Niger, Captain Talbot, with whom 

f! 

he proceeded,to America, nlicrc, on the 29th of April, 1777, he 
\'vas confirmed a lieutenant, i;by Adi^iiral Lord Howe,* and 
appoinle.tl to the Vigilant, ilcpting battery^ commanded by Cap¬ 
tain John Henry, Vigilant, he was employed on th« 

rivers Dclaw'arc and Chesapeak, in the arduous duty of protecting 
the landing pf troops, and in other services, as occasion required. 

On the 27til of Octqbcr, 1778, Lieutenant Cotton joined the 
Ardent, then the flag.ship of Admiral fJanibier; by whom he 
was promoted to the rank of commander, in the Grampus, on 
the 3d of April, 1779. On the 10th of August following, he 
' received his commission, as post captain, for the Jloyne; wMch 
ship, after a most anxuous atid perilous passage, he Jlironght to 
England, where she was paid otl', on the 17th of November, 1780. 

The progress of Captain Cotton’s advancement in liis profession, 
will not fail to strike tlw ■ehder,*’as Muicommon, and, peidiaps, 
unpriStedented. He attained post rank within semi years from 
the period of his entering the service ; and what is still more 
remarkable—so rapiijl^lid he pass through the lower gradations

of rank—his name never appeared in the Admiralty Navy List, 
till it was inserted amongst the post captains! 

From the activity of Captain Colton’s services, his naval patron 
extremely ai|||^us that he should be again ailoat; coiise- 
qucnfly, on the Slst of -\pril, 1781, he was appointed to the 
Alarm, ti\^ first copper bottomed frigate in the Navy. In this ship 
be proeer-ded to the West Indies, and was variously and successfully 
, cm ployed there, under the orders of Admiral Lord Rodne 3 '.+ In

At the conclusion of the war, Captain CoMm? returned to Eng¬ 
land, and paid olf the Alarm. Dury^l!; the peace which sneceeded, 
he remained unemployed ; but no sooner was the rumour of ap¬ 
proaching hostilities against France iil^circulation, in the year 1793, 
than he made a teiidrr of his services,' at the Admiralty. 

Captain Cotton’s pretensions were nut^;y.jrrluoked. On the 1st 
of March (1793) he was appointed to the Majestic, at Cluith.’iin, 
and attached to the (Jiiannel Fleet, in Lord Howc’s.action, of 
the 1st of.June, 1791,r he liad Ids statiov second astern of the 
Ko).il (ieorge,; and ho was particularly commended by his divL 
fi-iiial admiral, hir Alexander Hood (afterwards Lord liridpojt^) 
for the close order in wiiii h he had ki‘pt his ship, and for the sup¬ 
port %ldch lie had thertbv niforded him, timing the engagement'. 

Nottvithsl.ni(iing this comuieiuialion, Captain Cotton, as Well as 
his friend i.ord Colliiigwood, and some other very gallant and 
rnerjforio'H o!:.< er>, was not honoured with the public apptolw- 
tioii of the comma.ider-in-ehiel^ nor sneniioncd ‘in his olficial 
letli’r. This negleef, we liavc reason to believe, was, at the 
timi', very painfully lelt by Captain Cotton \ and, to his particu¬ 
lar friends, he has noticed it as an instance ^if great injustice; 
conscious as he was, that he had performed his duly, to the utmost: 
that his station in the line would admit, lake Lord Cullingwood, 
he had, therefore, detfrniincd, in the event of another successful

action with the cnimy, not to accept of any badge of honour^ 
unlcA he should previously receive the medal, conferred upon ojlhor 
olUccrs, in consequence of Lord Iloure’s victor; > 

Ih the autumn of 179}, the Majestic being required to convey 
Vice*admiral Caldwell tjpftfloi^Lueward Island station,f Captain 
Cotton exchanged (jp[rtdber the 1st) into the Vice-admirars ship, 
the Impregnable,*of 7A guns ;‘^and, on the 28lh of the succeeding 
month, he w|ts appointed to the Mars, one of the largest and 
finest 74’# iii the navy, i . 

By his ncciistomed aetivitxf and exertion, he soon got the Mars 
mar.ned, and ready fotf^vicc. when she was put under the orders 
of Admiral Curnwaliis; and, in the month of June following, 
she was one of the five ships, composing that oiHccr’s squadron, 
which effected the mest masterly retreat, from an immensely 
superior force of the enemy, that is recorded in the annals of the 

nttval service.!—At the timh alluded to. Admiral Cornwallis com- 

•» ' 

roandod a detached ^quad^on, in the Buy of Biscay. On the 7th 
pf June (1795), “ he fell in with and rhased three French line- 
of-battie ships, and'six frigates, (he enemy being Jbetween the 
English and the land ; the wind unrorfiinatcly carried them into 
lielleille Road, where several large ships were at anchor, before 
the squadron could come nifp wAli thorn, although they were so 
jiear that the IMiacton exchanged some shot with the liiic.of.battle 
ships. The admiral followed as far as was prudent, and then 
hauled his windip standing oil', they fell in with a convoy, under 
the protection of three frigates, who pushed round the south end 
of Bcllcisic; eight of the convoy were taken, but the frigates saved 
themselves by running in shore among the shoals ; the prizes were 
part of aconvqg^ from'Bourdcaux, laden with wine and naval

** On the 16»b,** in the morning, atLj» AdmirallCornwalUs, in his^flScial 
letter, ** standing ih with the luid^ near the Penmarit, 1 sent the Phaeton 
a*head^to look out for any of the eriemy*8 ships upon the coast. 1 sumnI af> 
ter her with the rest of the ships (Mar^, TrijMph, Brunswick, Bellcrophon, 
Phaeton, and Pallas). At ten she made a for seeing a fleet a*heatl, 
and afterwacds, that, they were of superior foreS^ U^on her briugtng-to, I 
made tlie sigiial to haul to the wind upi^n-thc starSoaid tack. At this time 
I could not see the hulls of the straive sails.. Thirty t^fte counfeth end 
some of them had all their sail out upl|ii a wind, being dii*ec^ly to' leeward 
of us. I stood upon the starboard tack with all our sail, keepng the ships 
collected. Upon enquiring, by signal, the ei^my*s force, Captain Stopford 
apswered, thirteen line of battle ships, fourtein frigates^ two brigs, lyid 
cutter I in all thirty sail. Near half of them tacked in shore in die after¬ 
noon : the wind fell, very much, and came round to the northward, off the 
land, and of course brought those ship^ of*tho^erieray (which hod tacked) to 
windward, and tlie others laid up for us. They were seen in the mornii^, 
before it was day-light, upon both quarters of the squadron. 

** Ac nine in the morning, one of the front line of battle ^hips.hCgan to 
fire upon the Mars. Their frigates'up abreast of us to windward, 'Except 
one which kept tu leeward, and ran upon the lar^ard quarter of the'Mars^ 
then yawn'd and fired,, which was frequently repented. This wAs the only 
frigate that attempted any thing. The Jiiie of battle ships came in suc¬ 
cession, and a leazing fire, with intervals, was kept .tip the whole daj[. In 
the evening they made a show of a more serious attackii, jupoi^ the Mars, 
(which had gotten a little to leeward/ gnd,obligcd me to bear up for her 
support. This was their, last cffuit, if an^ thing they did can det^'rve that 
appellation. Several shot were fired for two lioura after, but they apjiAared- 
Co be drawing off, and before sun-set tlieir whole fleet bnd tacked Bpd were 
Sitanding from us.” ' , X 


The Mars, on this occasion, had twelve men wounded, btat none 
killed, and her masts and sails much cut. The MarsRud Tri- 
iimpli,” observes the Admiral, being thesternmost shipsj were 
of course more viVposed 'o the eneniy^s fire, 0nd 1 cannot too much 
commend the spiriled conduct of Sir Charles Cotton, f and Sir Kras- 
inus Gower, the Captains of those ships.” , 

From this period, till his promotion lo the rank of Rear-admi¬ 
ral, on the 20th of February ^ 1797, Sir Charles Cotton, though

After a short relaxation from iiis 'professional duties afloat, to 
arrange some domestic afliiirs, Sic Charles wa? directed by the ad¬ 
miralty (March 9, 1799) to hoist his flag in the Prince; in which 
•hip he continued to scr^, as\hirdflag ofliccr of the Channel 
fleet, as long as A^mlVal Lord Jlridport retained the chief com¬ 
mand. During this period, h# was^ -on several occaiiions, en^ 
trusted whh^-jth^ charge of dctacb'jd'squadrons; of one. in particu. 
lar, consisting of twelve sail of tne line, and ^frigate, whicli sailed 
from Bantry Bay, on the Jstof June, 1799, in pursuit of an un¬ 
certain'force of the enemy, that had escaped from Brest. After a 
most diligdnt, but unsuccessful endeavour, to ascertain the destina¬ 
tion of the French ships,. Sir ^Charles, conformably to his instru^ 
lions, proceeded off* CadiZ|, and, ultimately, up the Mediterranean, 
joining Admiral Farl St. Vincent off Port Mahon. The Earl, who 
liiid been occupied two succeeding years in blockading Cadiz, was, 
at that time, ia consequence of his indisposition, on the point of 
returning to England ; * and on his departure, he confided to Sir 
Charles,' the important charge of protecting, with his little squad¬ 
ron, the Island of Minorca, which had been threatened with inva¬ 
sion. Indeed, from the strength of tha enemy, at that time at Car- 
thagena^ very serious apprehensions were entertained, by the cbm- 
ininding officer of the troops, as well as by the inhabitan'ts. The 
alarm was also ihcrea<!cd, by a rumour that the French fleet, eluding 
l!ie vigilance of Lord K?ilh, had joined the Spaniards at that jjortl 
This rendered^ it expedient to concentrate the naval force in that 
qimrtcr; and, accordingly, Lord Keithf .appeared otT Mahon, 
and Sir Charles Cottmi. placed himself, with his squadron, under 
his Lordship’s commSKS. Previously to the arrival of his Lord- 
ship, the Rear-admiral had had many difficult and obnoxious ser¬ 
vices to pcrf6rm, in the conciliation of diflerenees with the com¬ 
mander of the trooj)s on shore, in the enforcement of the law iigaiust 
the mutineers of the inipctueux, aricl in the arrangement of plans 
for the speedy supply of the ships' .with stores, water, and pro¬ 
visions.

Tn the winter of 1799, Sir t^&rl^i Cotton.wa5R^a|q|.chargedihith 
a squadron of six sail of tjio linbj and two frfjgalles, for tj^purpose 
of cruising eft the‘Atluntic; but though, with all the porseriniog 
anxiety which marked his character, he made several attemp^..to , 
get dbwii the Channel, he was prevented, by the violence of the 
season, from carrying his orders into effect. In one of these at¬ 
tempts, a scriolis accident, owing ‘to the.^arkftesa of the night, 
bcfel Sir Charles’s'flag-ship, Prince, [by.the Saturn falling on 
board of hcf^.. This unfortunate occurrence became the ^nbj^ct of 
a Court Martial, by the investigatien of which, it fufly-appeared 
to haTc been unavoidable. llotvoYer,’the delajrfncutrcd^ in re¬ 
pairing tlic^damagcs of the Prince, hid the* effect pf d^eating'the 
object, for the accomplishment of .which, .the s.|uadron had been 
destined. ■ ‘ . 

In the spring of the year iSpcT, EafUStr Vincent succeeded Lord 
Bridportiu the command of (he Channel Fleet. Soon afterwards, 
Sir Charles Colton became second in'command ; and, in the.absi:ncc 
of the Commander in chief, he, at'various tgucs, had'vhhfge 
of the fleet, off Usliant.~-lt may here bo proper to rcRiarlf, that, 
whenever his lordship resumed his station, he invariably expressed 
the highest approbation of the rear-admiral’s conduct, in the 
management of thf' fleet, and of the alactity itfHpirit with which 
■«t* 'Mjforced his orders. Respecting Sv Charles,' the 8(psAe' otj^er- 
vation is applicable at the period when Admiral Cornwallis com- 
manded the Channel Fleet; and, at the conxlusion of the war, in 
IbOl, that ofliccr, in his ijircular. letter, cxpres.scd the high sense .

irhich he cntertidacd of His conduct and seryices in verj grati* 
f^ing terms. 

Previously to the latter period, Sir Charles Cotton's flag had 
frequently been shifted into different ships, while his own was 
refitting ; and it deserves to be mentioned) that, Without regard- 
ing'his personal convenience, Sir Charles was, at all times, prepared 
for-any description of ^rvicc, .by which his country’s Interest 
could best be promo^J?. 

I'he Peace of Amiens rendering his professional exertions no 
longer necessary, Sir Charlci^A flag was struck, after an unin¬ 
terrupted employment Of nearly thr^e years, lie then retired 
to the enjoyment of domestic life and agricultural pursuits. 

In 1802 ,(April 29th) Earl St. Vincent being then at the head 
of the Admiralty, a partial promotion of flag-ofilccrs took place 
and Sir Charles Cotton received the rank of Vice-admiral of the 
Blue squadron ; • his Ifj&rdship, as we have been informed, cou‘>i> 
dcring that his long and arduous services particularly entitled him 
to that advancement. 

As soon as the renewal of hostilities was announced, Sir Charles 
was again at his post; and, on the 10th of June, 1803, liuisted 
his flag in the San Josef. + In thi.i ship, which w4s expediti¬ 
ously equipped, he joined the Commander-in-chief, Admiral the 
Hon. Wm. Cornwallis, off IJshant.; and with him, he encountered

the srverc gales of that winter. J It will be recollected, that, at 
the period here mentioned, it was deemed essential, Ifj th» Admi¬ 
ralty, that the few ships of which the fleet then consicted, should 
keep the sea, and of'casionally appear off Ushant. This trtilj ar- 
dnous and fatiguing duty was persevered in, witliout a murmur, 
for almost the whole of the years, 1804, 1805, and 1806; and, 
whatever opinions might be entertained, with respect to its expedi¬ 
ency or utility, the meed of public approbation and applause was

With respect to the humanity which wa^i manifested by Sir 
Charles .Cotton, to the distressed refugees of all ranks (from two 
to three hundred of whom were sometimes on board of each ship in 
the squadron), every tongue was loud in his praise. His ready 
smile of cordial kindnes^ and his unceasing attentions to their 
comforts, rendered the name of the British navol^eommander vene* 
lated throughout the kingdom ; and, by those who came immedi¬ 
ately under his cognizance, the sincerest gratitude was universally 
expressed. * 

Previously to the arrival of a British army, a landing was ciTcctcd 
at Figueiras by a party of marines, (as appears by the foregoing 
documents^). This operation was conducted under the direction 
of Captain Bligh, then cofnn^anding*’the Alfred, whose distin¬ 
guished feal and ability rendered the post tenable till the army ar¬ 
rived, when he assisted at its debarkation, with great advantages 
of local knowledge, and acknowledged application. 

The arrival of the army, the battles which were fought, the 
change of commanders, and fte convention of Cintra* that fol¬ 
lowed, are circumstances which have been too often before the^^ 
public. It should be known, however, that, bad as that conven. 
tion was ; mortifying and degrading m it was to the feelings of 
Britons; it leccived considerable and important amendments from 
Sir Charles Cotton, who thrice returned it to its projectors 
unexecuted, and whose opipjon thereof cs forcibly expressed, 
in the following correspondence with Sir Hew Dairymple upon 
the occasion:—

Happily, hofwevqrj tliis is^o longer the case; for Britons can now

Under the blessing of Heaven, the army, as well as the navy, Has, 
upon every recent occasion, contributed to gratify the most pro¬ 
digal desires for nationd tame; an#the glorious achievements of 
both, iiidivtdually or ^collectively, se^ratcly or conjunctively, 
will remain imperishable memorials thereof, as long as deedii of 
heroic valour can charm, and acts of dauntless intrepidity animate, 
the grateful hearts of Britons! 

Of the convention for the surrender of the llussian ships,* much

and whose advice, energy, zeal, public spirit, and patriotism, 
were eminently conspicuous and cxciiipfary.

Pursuant to his a ppointment, Sir Charles Cotton proceeded to the 
Mediterranean, in the Lwely frigate, in the month ef March, - 1810 . 
On his arrival,he hoisted his Hag in the Sau^Tosef, and during the 
succeeding sixteen months, as appears from existing documents, he 
conducted the aflairs of the tleet^with uniycraal satisfaction to the • 
officers under his orders, and with importhut advantage to hit 
country. To Sir Charlfsi Cqtton arc we indebted for the salvation 
of the Spanish fleet, at Carthagena. The preservation of the naval 
stores at thatarsenal, was, also, wholly to be ascribed to the jndg* 
ment exercised by Sir Charles, in supplying the transports requi¬ 
site for their rsmoval. The prompt and efficacious assistance, how> 
ever, which he afforded, for the removal of ship timber, of all 
descriptipns, and of considerable/alue, from Carthagena, w^icb, 
at that time, could not be procured in Europe,* will best be esti¬ 
mated by the follow'ing very handsome letter from Colonel (now 
General) S.oche, an officer of distinguished talents* in the Spanish 
^service—* •

I avail myself, with grgAt satisfaction, of the opportunity just afibrded

Sir Chorl^ Cotton*!^eady resources^ amidst nninarous difficali 
tiea^ la procuring storeq provisions^ add* Mlprbdipt attention 
to tbe easaalties which an^ji|karoidall)ljr attendant on thh 
oient bY iqjmd|pns on foreign stations, wexio vpry sensihly felt in 
the fleet/9ro most proper^ estimated at hedhe. ' 

The system of relieving admirals fr^id their stations, atlheexpi* 
ration of three years, which was el'forced by the iUght Hon. 
C. Yorke, on his accession to the lidmtralty, department, sub¬ 
jected Lord Gambier to resign the command of the Channel ^et; 
an,d Mr'. Torhe, equally confident as his 4|>redecessor of the 
ability, Beal, and perseverance of Sir Charles Cotton, in the ser¬ 
vice of his country, 'appointed him to that sta^on ; a station that 
is, at once, the most honourable, and the most impqrtant, at the* 
dispos^ of the Admiralty. 

Sir Charles’s appointment took pface in the month of May, 
1811 ; and, in conseq^^ce, he return^ to England, in bis flag¬ 
ship, the San Josef^Here we may be allowed, incidentally, to 
mention a circumstance, which, in a very marked manner, displays 
the liberality of feeling, possessed by tbe late Admiral Lord Cul- 
lingwood ; reficcting, at the same time, a very high portion o*f 
credit oil the subject of this roemoirr*»Sir Charles Cotton’s 
removal from the Mediterranean command was not expected in 
tbatfiect; but, after it hadjliccome known, that he haA received* 
his appofhtmcnt to the home station^ one of his brother oncers, in 
a letler of congratulaiion on the subject, thus expressed himself‘ 
This sending you to the Channel must bea mark of attention, 
giving yon the post of honour. 1 may teH you here, what our 
poor old friend, Lord Collingweod^ once told me*, upon myasking 
him, if the Admirjilty had not oflflered him the Channel fleet in his 
' '^ay. He did not directly answer my question ; but I shall ever 
remember his r . ply, which was, ■ that Ae would command the 
Channel fleets when your^g wasjlj/ing.** - 
Continuii^.his flag in tbe San Josef, Sir Charles Cqtton, with 
as little delay as possibls||^ personally examined the position and 
arrangement of thet ships and vcsnsels under bis orders on the coast 
of {'ranee, and within the limits of bis authority. On this service 
he employed some weeks; but, the wiptar soasoo.having arrived, 
apd his personal attendance not being essential, he retomed to 
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vAbtal biooaaph^* 

Plymouth j «poBt whicK ne would aot quit, from a convlctiott 
that it was-his doty to be ready to embatk, should die enemy 
erince a disposition to leave their anchoraj^ at Brest, or at 
L^Ori^» To faeilitate tire equipment of ‘Bhipj|p^d^that he 
might be accessible to ^e applications of any of the oilicers of hU 
fleet,•were additional mofivci for his remaining at Plymouth* 

At this time, Sir Charles was tn the enjoyment of high health, 
and of every earthly blessing' lie passed the very day which prc. 
ceded his dissolution, in the bosom of his family, at Stoke House, 
n^ar Plymouth. He retired, to rest between eleven and twelve 
at night, witlmut the slightest apparent fndisj^osUion; but, about 
half-past one o*ci|pck, on the following morning (Sunday, the 23d 
df February, 4812), Lady Cotton was awakened by his suddenly 
quhting the bed. In the'monieot of alarm, she rang the bell. 
No human aid, however, ebu^d have availed. The attack was of 
an apoplectic nature, ^r Charles, having |)laced himself on a 
chair, by the side of the bed, fell forward almost instantaneously, 
and expired I 

Thus tefrminated a life of only 58 years ; 38 of which, with 
very short intervals, h|d been devoted to the service of his 
country. 

. Nothing could well furnish a stronger testimony of the sii^re 
and cordial respeci which was^en ter tamed for the cliaraeicr of the 
deceased Admiral, than the subjoined affectionate address of con. 
dolence, presented to his bereaved widow, from llic officers of

“ Tiir^ will inform yon of the capture of the Vcdr.a, on the 24th of .\o» 
xemher, in the latitude of 50^ 45' N. and longitude S'* 40' VV. as I sunnclod 
levetuy fiv4 fathoms water, by the privaieer Bresteriiaiig, comrrtaudcd 
by Monsieur Meguetta Gallics, mounting 14 nine'pounders, and. 107 men,

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after an action of two hours an^ a half, within hail all the time;, which^ 
with the'great inferiority of the Vedra, was long, as I had only twelve meo, 
two boys, the mattf, and myself, making sixteen in Qumber; but they were 
unanimously deterinined not to strike while we had either powder or shot 
left, 'Xlie first broacj^ide carried away our ensign haulyards, i^nd they 
cheered us, but we were not long in convincing them of t|i|ir mistake; we 
then lashed the union jack on one side tbfl main rigging, and the ensign on 
the other, with the firm resoludon of never hauling tiiem down ourselves, 
as my brave fellows became desperate. She attempted to board us several 
times but always*failed. ** 

" Unfortunately,, the wind began to fail us, and the Vedra became un- 
, manageable, from her braces being shot away, her sails, rigging, and hull 
cut to pieces; my poor fellows falling around me to the number of five, 
three dangerously wounded and two slightly; ^hen she shot up alongside, 
poured a broadside and^ volley of musketry (having during the action fifty 
fxlcn at^smAll arms), and put at least forty men on board at the same time. 
Kevertheless we had tHe temerity to let them hoard us with colours flying, 
and disputed her to thelast moment; they had the honour ofhauUugour 
colours down. , 

** I wknt words to express how much I feel indebted to each individual 
of my brave crew. 

It affords roe great pleasure, in giving you an account of our reception 
oti board the privateer (under, I must confess, not very favourable circum¬ 
stances) ; when you take it into consideration that we were boarded with 
colours flying, Vve cotdd not expect much mercy; fortunately no very 
serious cmiscqaence«snsued, and under iny misfortune, it is a great conso¬ 
lation to me falling into the bands ofCapt. Meguetta Gallies, as 1 experi- 
enceef the greatest possible attention, and my brave fellows likewise, not 
oiil^ from him, hut every Officer on board. Tlie surgeon's particular atten¬ 
tion and humanity to my poor fvounded men, claim my warmest .thanks

DiscoveaT of a svrmafixe forest. 

. » • 

A late namber of the Journal dfs Mines, .'swj^rk published by authority 
in France contains an account of a submarine forest, i'ccently discovered 
cpoii the coast of firitaiiny, neat* Murlaix, hy Al. de la Fru^ayu. This 
mineralogist was endeavouring to discover the direction of the cornelian, 
agate, and sardonyx stones,* which he found upon the sand, in its deigb> 
bburhood, when one day, after a dreadful tempest,*he saw the appearance' ■ 
of the shade changed, the fine and level sand having disappeared; and iu- 
its place was a black mould ploughed in long furrows. .The mould way com¬ 
posed of a heap of rfecayed vegetable substance^, amongst which he distin¬ 
guished many aquatic plants, and some brandies ot forest trees; beneath 
this bed, there were reeds, bulrushes, asparagus, fern, aiid qtfier meaiiow, 
plants, of which many were extremely well preserved ; in fine,, through the 
whole of this tract were to be seen trunks of trees in every direction, the 
greater part reduced to the state of thiu transparent earth ; others still rcn . 
tained a kind of freshucss; the yews and oaks j^rcserved their natural < 
colour, and the lf!rcht-s, wiiich were very numerous, preserved their silvery, 
bark. All these remains of auciciit vegctiitioti were deposited on a stratum 
• of vqry tine loam, siii^ilar to that which usually forms' the basis oft out 
meadows. The observations of M. de*la I'rugl^e, were interrupted by the 
flowing of tiie tide, lie returned, however, some days alter, providbd . 
with some^struiucnts, and with horses. The strand had resutned its for- ^ 
mcr aspect; it was a plain of sand; but M. de la Fniglnye^dug down to tire 
submarine forest, and drew out, among other things, a^eauiit'ul trunk of a 
yew, which was of a fine red colour, and very soft, but when exposed to-- 
the nir, lost its colour, and acquired consistency. I'he researches were 
continued under the bed pebbles, which borders the strand, separutuJg 
^ it from \jie granitic hilU; wliich terminate the land. The leaves, plants, 
and tranks of trees, were b re found, but better preserved. M. dc la Ffug. 
laye nku ihet with mineral beds, winch he considers ns the original matrices 
of Lhii agates and cornelians. Having prosecuted these researches for a 
spsice of seven leagues alung the strand, lie every where found the reimiins 
of.the ancient burietl forest. ,'

’fhe object of Lord Boringdon by this bill, is obviously to establish in 
hiA^ir) an exclusive right to lay moorings in Cat\vater-~to appolpc an 
harteur master, with aibitrary powers to cuinpei sliips to resort tQ them, 
and to exact tolls or dues for ih^ use. The bil|, also, will give bis Lord* 
skip a right to place a hawser adfps the Lara at the flying bridge. These 
are the leading features of the hill, which also contains many vexatious 
clauses, inconsistent ^ith the rights and interests of the shipping odkioems 
of ihe kingdom., ,Upon grounds the bill has been consider^UpMghly 

objectiqnable, aiid ’’ w«s unanimous^ resolved at a genet a| menl^ of the 
meahants and ship cnvneis of this poit^jito oppose its furt|||tr progress.

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Secondly, the bill, by giving in lord Boringdoo «nd bis snceessorft aft 
exclusive right to lay d^wn moorin{!S, and to appoint an harbour iftastery 
with extraordinary powers, which will controui and supersede the authority 
of the taasters and pilots, having legal charge of ships entering CaHviit’er, 
subjects the owner to the Caprice of ( perhaps) ignorant persons, who db 
not appear to be responsible for their utisconduct. Such'a power, I c6ii> 
eeive, ought not to be vested in any one person, for it is easy to perceive, 
that it may be exercised to the prejudice, anti even ruin of individuals. In 
Certain cases, where (Oublic har^Kiurs are capable of being rendered more 
commodious for shipping, the business of improving them has been gene- 
my takch up by person's suflenhg from inconvenience, and who arc likely 
to be the best judges whut is prbper to be done.—And if tolls are necessary 
to defray the expenses attending the improvement, trustees are appointed 
(as in the case of turnpike roads and r!ie public wiirks) to superintend the' 
right application of the moriAy. But in the present instance, tliis favourite 
measure of Lord Boringdon, is thrust upon the piddic in direct opposition 
to tiie opinion of the bust infurnicd men, and against the wishes of those 
who are likely to be most immvdiatcly afrected hv it. These ennsidera. 
tions ought to have much weight with Lord Boringdon, unless his sole 
object be the attainment of an exclusive right over Cutwater, and tlie 
emolument arising therefrom. 


^ Thirdly, as it regards the rope and liawscr across the Lara at the ferry : aa 
the case now stands, it has been fur some time tolerulcd, because it seems 
to be a public convenience, tsind as due attention has been gixen to have it 
slackened down when oecasiun required, little inconvenience has lien felt* 
. It might be well wcie his Luiilship content with this quid aequiesceacjjUr 
but the moment the right is csiabiishcd hy.law, the rope will become a pub¬ 
lic niiisiyice, as there is no cliliisks ni the bill to prevent it from obstructing 
the navigation to and from the Lara, by compelling the parties occupying 
the ferry, to cast off or slacken down the rope, for vessels to pass.

the mud lands v>ithin, thus diniini'iiiing the ancient i^ceptacles of tbe waters 
of the tide, which, Iwfih in its flux and reflus, uccasiotis ^^werful scour « 
in passage 4.hrough the Sound. *; 


Now, were a pier to. be constructed from Staddon .Point, or Andum 
Pmiif, to the Shovel or Panther, the direction pf^ the current vVg^d be 
greatly^chniigcd. Instead of svyeeping iho ea'itcrn side of the S^uud^ as it 
uow.ducs, it w'ould puss in a jQfiore direct line Co the western end of Ihe 
pier; and as the water in the Sound would become much more sipooth, of 
conr.<ie, wbjitevur mud or silt majsbe brougltf down by it, xyould he more 
apt to settle in .such water, aitjd-when .there was f)o,t;urrent, than it. now is : 
and, therefore, if it fill up it^ tbe piYseut state without a pier, it 
would fill Oaore rapidly witb such an one as lias been described, ^nd decay 
^ the Sound, to.a very considerable extei)jt,’.uMghc ultimately he the^epnse^ 
queiKe. Thinking, therefore, as vi^ dt>» notwithstandiag tbe apparent ad¬ 
vantages attending such a plan, ni^k, in'^ur opinion,.wonl^etoo gro-al 
Co voDiuru ibc uxfierimenc; «nd, ns we thhl^ tlie object, t)E||bt be hilly 
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^ttaiacd ^without risk ac all^ we have no hesitation in deciding 
against it.^ ' * ' 

There we, properly speaking, three entrances for men of war into I*ly- 
moutb Sound; viz.' one on the viest side of ttie bay, bounded on the west 
by along cluster of small rocks, called Scots Ground, on which there is only 
fiotn thrM to four fathoms at low water { and on the east, by the Knap and 
Panther, on \vHich theie is about the same depth of water. Fhis passage or 
cb^nel is about 500 fathoms wide, and the general depth is from hvh and 
a half to six fathoms at low water. 

The middle channel is bounded by the Ivnap and Panther on tho west, 
a.ad by the Tinker and Shovel on the ca|t ;*it is about SOO fathoms Vide, 
and the geijteral depth of water is from and a half to eight iaihoms af 
loV water. • ' ^ • 

The eastern channel is lidundcd by the Tinker, St. Carlos Rocks, and 
^ovel, on the west, and b^ the Shag Sfone and Duke Ruck on thu east; 
itisahouf SOO fatlioms wide, and the general* depth is frcyir.hvc to six' 
fathoms. * ‘ ' 

From the above description, it appears that|y[argc part the middle of 
Plymouth Sound may be said to be shut up«byyie Shovel ami St. ( arlus 
llocks; we mean as a channel fui large ships;* of course, any works that 
may be constructed on these rocks will be no obstruction to large ships going 
into, or coming out of the Sound. A question, liowever, will arise, whether, 
if any works were to be extended beyond these ri^ks, they might not prote 
injurious? On this subject, we shall state our opinion, and trU'>t wc shall 
be able to prove, satisfactorily to your I/irdships, that no injury trliatsocrer 
will arise fruw the extension of works beyond tAcse rocks, nor cved from 
shutting up in port the middle passnge to the Sound. 

It is a well-known fact, that, whcneicr a gi\en quantity of w)ter flows * 
thiough a channel, the depth goncially increases (unless the bottom be 
rock) id prujioitiuD as the width is dirainisficd. Now, if a woik WcKi to be 
forjped la any part of Plymouth Sound, so much of the waterway or cu* 
trance as would be intercepted by that work, would Hibstruit the ciinrcnt 
of the tide, and oblige ft to pass through a narrower spare; this would in* 
lA-ease the velocity^ and occasion a greater scour, so as to deepen the bot¬ 
tom. If, therefore, a pier or breakwater were to be constructed on the 
Shovel Hocks, and extq;idcd to the westward, so as to shut up, in part^ the 
(hau wt between them and tin Ihuither, and also to shut up, or narrow, the 
5tl§ces between St. t .rlos Hocks and Andui n Point, die tide beii;,g then 
.lOned to a narrow space, the velocity ofttlm current would he increased, 
ond these channels deepened. ^Ve arc, therefore, decidedly of ojnnion, 
that if a pier or breakwater were to be*constiucted m Plyraoytli Sound, 
having its eastern end about sixty fatlioms east of St. Carlos Hocks, and as* 
sscstcin end about three hundred fathoms hvest of tho Shovel, ronniug in

We propose, that 500 fathoms in length of the middle part^of the pier or 
breakwater shall be straight, and th^t 175 fathoms at each end should be 
inclined to the fitiAight^art, In an an^le ofabout 120*. <These inclined 
ends will not only shelter a greater extent of thp ^ound, but Will, to a cci* 
tam^degree, present the inrun of the sea fioin agitating the water.

RETROSPECTIVE jC&d MISCEIXANEOUS. 


O N the aflemooa of Monday, the lUh of May, as the Right lion. 

Spencer Perceval was passing tlirough*llie lobby, or the entrance 
to the House of Commons, he was shot (hrongli the heart by a man of 
the name of John Bellingham, who had stationed inmscif there ior the 
horrible purpose. 'Jr. J?GrceTal almost instantly expired. The assassin 
xvas taken into custody, tried at the Old Bailey, on Tiiday, the talbt 
^bund guilty of the murder, and executed on Monday, the tbth May.— 
Reliipghamnr ii^ appeared, hpd sustained softie pecuniary losses, irom 
mercanlife cotpeerns, in Russia; and as he coulf not obtain the redress 
to sshich he tonceived iiimstdf to be entitled, from the Brilis^i Govern* 
inent, he resoUed upon tho'dreadfpl ciinic fieic rceonk'd. t pon 
investigation, however, it did not apilear that he hid the alighlcst 
claim upon ministers, beyond what he aitnally leietscd' On liis Inal, 
till plea of insanify was set up by his lonnsel, hut *t was ovcr-ruIeJ. 

This iamented exeat has necessarily deranged the concerns of the 
eabiiict. Overtures were made to the M irqnis Wellesley, and to ^Tr* 
Canning, to come into office; but they deilined the piuQeicd honour, 
in consequence of ihew differing in opitiinn from his .Majesty's ministers, 
icspe^liug the claims of ^t.i' Catholics, and li|c mode of conducting the 
war m thit Fcuiusiila An attenipt was then made to go on willi the 
o" ( ibinef, newly modified. Mr. Vnraiitart was appointed Chanedlor 
of the Exchequer; and lord Livqipool, it was understood, was to be 
Eirst Lord of the Treasury. On tho^lst ot Mtty^ howejier, Mr. 8. 
lYortley made a motion in the House of Coininons, for an address to 
tric'Prince Regent, praying his Royal lliglii’i t to adopt measures for 
the forming ot a more vigorous’ and rfficieiit mmisliy. The motiua 
havii^beca carried, by J71 against 170^ an address was accordingly 
presented to. the Frineb Regent, who was pleased to return an answer.

T he readcri of the Nawl Chronicle viill recolicctj Uiat, iu 
our uiigmal nxemoir uf Sir RubCj^tCi^lder’sprofcSbionjI 
W'C wiTL* undor the necessity' of pasbing over his earlier somcc’; 
* and of-submitting conjectures, where we would more wllll'i^ly 
iiavc recorded facts. Jn that memoir, however, we discharged (he 
imporlanl duty, of placing in a clear aud distinct point of j^iew^ 
the whole of the circumstances prccediiii^ atte.ii(liTig, and follaw- 
ing the victory which was obtained over tltc.combiued French and 
S]iauish squadrons, on the'i2d of July, 180.^3 when, though or* 
the cncm)i’s coast, in a fog, and nOiV to Ferrol, where bi.\teeii sal! 
of tiiQ iiuo were ready to come on(, and though the llfuchfoit 
'«{uadron was arinally on its way to join the already siipmior 
toi(e of the enemy Sir Robert Calder, with only fifteou sail of 
•the Itnc, two frigates, one cutter, aud one lugger, beat twenty 
sail of the line, seven frigates, and two brigs, takitfg two ships', 
mounting, respcctlYQl;y, 84, and 74 giinbif To place sur,|i an 
dihicfcmcnt in il* f/rof } light, seemed all that was requisite, to 
r'liTovc the obloquy which had been jinjustly cast upon the victor; 
and, to the removal of that obloquy, and the consequent con^ic. 
tion, that the sentence of the coufHfnartial, by which ^ir Robcit 
Calder had been prouourveed giUlty qf an error in judgment, was 
in ithclf erroneous, arc wc dfsposed to attribute (hat oiTicui's 
restoration to the actual duties of the selvice.

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. flupply tlic dericiencics allndcd to aborC) in otir account of 
Iho earlier part of Sir Robert’;; profesiional career ; to correct 
some-Errors into which wo were led, from the want of authentic 
information $ and, ttf)On the whole, to fnrnishliome new facts, aro 
the objects of this additional memoir, the materials for )vhirh haye 
long* been lying on our table. To the public, and to an officer 
^ho has passed fifty.ffre years in (he service of his country, wc 
eonsi^jer this dcb4to be cmi^icntlyilue. 

In retracing the services of Sir Robert Caldcr, who was born on 
the 2d of Jnly, 17-149. commence with observing, that he first 
went to sea, with his cousin,,Captain'James Saycr * (not Saw¬ 
yer, as forolcrly stalled)^ before he had attained his twcjftli year. 
His first services were in America, where Captain Sayer at that 
time commanded the Nassau, of 70 gui».—The Nassau was 
attached to Vice«admirsI,il^lbournc’s squadron, when that officer 
reconnoitred the Frpnch ilecl, in Loulsbonrg harbour, in the 
month of Aiigu'-t, 1757. Considerable preparations had been' 
made for the reduction of Louisbourg; but, in consequence of the 
fccQMfioisance alluded to, and of information obtained through 
other channels, it was resolved, in a council of war, that, con¬ 
sidering the great strength of the enemy, and the advanced season 
’of the year, it \fas expedient to postpone the attack upon Louis- 
bottrg; and that the troops^sliould proceed to the different places 
where^hc public service required them.” 

On the 24th af September following, the British squadr&a 
encountered a drcadfpl storm, in which the*Nassau, with several 
oQier ships, was dismasted ^ and when she afterwards arrived ih^ 
Kiigland, she had nine feet Mater in l^cr. hold. 

Sir. Caldcr, who remained in the Nassau, proceeded ij} that 
ship, in the spring of the succeeding year, to the coast of Afi^icj^. 

* Captniu Sayer was made po.\|i| in the Richniuntl fiigate, on the 92d of 
iVTarch, 1710 ; and, after a series of services, the most proiniiieot of which 
are noticed above, lie was promoted to tlie«rauk of rear-admiral of the 
blue squadron, on the IBtli of October^ 1770.

On board of this sqnadron, which sflhstffrom Plymouth on the 
,9th of March (1758) wo?e 200 marines, under the (omm.uul of 
Major Mason; and a detachment ot artillery, commamled by 
Captain Walker; with ten pieces of cannon, eight mortars, and 
a consideraitle quantity of ammunition, stores, &c. Alter flop, 
ping at Tcaenrte, fo|r a supply of wind and lefrcshmcnts, the 
armament arrived oOf the bar of the Senegal, on the 2dd of April*^ 
The Commodore (Marsh) immediately oidered the smail vessels 
over the bai, with the troops, artille^, and stores, whicl^ with 
280 seamen iiom the squadron, were landed, and sent forward to 
tfie attack of Fort IBt. Louis. After a faint Vcsistance, the tort 
capitulated, on the ibth ; and, on the following day, it was duii. 
Ycrcd up to the English. Nincty-two pieces of canpon, with a

This squadron sailed from Cork on the lltlvjC^tJovcmTicr(1758), 
aq.d (with the exception of the. Litchfield) anchored in Gort^„ 


•Captain Mars^ commanded the Terrible, bom[i-kctch, in 174^; and, 
on the 25tb of May, 1743, be was made post in the Stirling Cajfle (or, 
according to Hardy, in the Elizabeth), one of the ships belonging to the 
Mediterranean fleet. In the aation with the French and Spanisif fleets dfT 
Toulon, he was captain of tlie l^iiiclu lbea, and acquitted liiinseifwhh Biuth 
diligence and itddrcss; In 17^ he was appointed qotnuiodorc on the 
service above noticed.

Keppel paid 
attention in the next instance, to the Prince E^tird, and made the signal 
for the Nassau to bcaj*dawn tu Iter ussistaneV^ but a long time elapsed 
before the enemy could be so succfisfulfy divided as to onuse any material 
diversion, for. owing t6 ajlea^calm, that ship vi^s nearly thirty' minutea 
in wearing.' iNie Cotnmo|Jore^|^^|eif jii tlic Torbay, togethqf^.vvith the 
jTougueux was also considerably re^ildQd, particularly the latter, which ship 
vvas mucli impeded by the Furnace bomb^ketch, which run athwart his 
lee bow. v ^ 

Mr. Keppel, in the Torbay, brouglit up abreast of the capital of the 
west point buttery^, so that the enemy could nut bring a single gun-to bear ‘ 
on him from thcnco ; ihry cOuld only annoy him from two gnus, mounted 
on St. Picirre’s bastion, and three on asmaillunette on the hill, the atten- 
ti6a of both winch post‘d, was Very considerably ’ attracted by the other 
attacking ships. The fire, iit^ccd, from the Torbay was so rapi^, and at the 
same time .sostradiiy supported, that the-best provided fortilication would 
scarcely have been able to yvithstiind its .fury. It is elsewhere observed, 

* the shiiicwas in'onc cmuiriiicd blaze of yirc, and that part of the island 
itsVlf, opposie to which the Tm^Wiy brought up, was ilarkencd in a won¬ 
derful, dr.d d^ost incredible degree by the impenetrable cloud of smoke.’ 
The defenders, terrified at this artificial iliuiidefv .unanmioiisly ran frota 
their quarters, but were ordered to return on pain .^instant death. Tbo 
dag, however, was struof; by order of the govcrlfqr, and the fire of tho„ 
Erlysb srjiKidroii cea^eil. * 

** A lieuteuKnt b^lng ordered on shore, attended by the Commodore’s 
eecr^ary, iirl^dcr to scule and arrange, the terms oft'npitulatiou, was sur¬ 
prised on being asked before they quitted the boat, on what terSls the 
surrenders'.Itexpected TJie lieutenant,astonished at the quci^j^askdO, 
“ if they had not sirurk their ling* inliniaung’'nn unconditional sl^ptiasturi, 
tesptig merely c>n the clemency of the victor?” lie was uqswofed, “ No: 
lowering tiio llag wtis intended as a stipial for a.parley,” Being told 
the Coiumodoib ivould not listen to any Vthor ifrms iljun a surrender at dis¬ 
cretion, the French’cominaiidaut ansAeriel, *5 1 ajn stiiy^ppared to ife- 
fend, and will continue' to" do it, if the Frciicli troops urc.not pcrmM^d.tO 
marcli, out with the liongurs of war.’* The ofiicer reimmstrated,diuV \n 
vain, on the follythe enemy making any rtirihcr re^staiipe, particularly ; 
0 $ ail the'sidps wcie safely aud must judiciously postej^ in llioir scvfrail^ 
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ftMotfced stations: But this rcpresentatioin bctnig ine(E$ctualf -ho depatted, 
nftcr having told him, “,4hat a gun fired ovOr'thc islaVTd^ hy the Cornmo* 
ddre, should be die sigualfisi^the renewal of hostilities.** , . 

** When Mr.' Kdppcl was infwmed ofthe'Com^aiHlai^*)^,t’»dictiIou\ ob¬ 
stinacy, he instantly ordered the signal to be given. It Vi^s iniinttiiately 
followed by; a discharge of his' own broadside, and by a siinilur salute from 
every gun that was ready, nn'd bore on the works of the enemy. Before, 
however, the'lire could be repeated, the governor finding the soldiers ab¬ 
solutely refuted to stand any longer to their gun^^ ordered the regimental 
colours to be dropt over the Valls> lis a sig^ial of slarreridering at disoretiont 
Mr. Keppel immediately sent a party ofhiarhie^ on shore, who taking posi- 
scssion of the fort, hoisted'jdic British colours,* and finished the corcniotiy 
by three loud huzzas frohj^the battlements of ihc\!'^dcl and castle of St, 
Midutel. Tn tli« preceding attack, upwards of one hundred of the assail¬ 
ants were, killed and wounded; but it is positively asserted hy Campbell,* 
** that of the French, not a single man killed so that tfie terror alone 
■ of what the British arms were nblo to effect accomplished this, 'which may, 
without much impropriety, be called a premature conquest.’* 

Amongst the wounded, in this attack, it was Air. Caldcr's lot 
*to suffer very severely. 

In the following year* (having joined the liCeward Island 
squadron) the Nassau assisted at the capture of Guadaloiipc, 
Marigalante, the Saints, See.* j after yhich, she returned to 
England, and was paid olf. 

Having been- in the Nassau nciirly four ycarsi^\Mr. Caldcr next 
served for a short time (1760), in the Superb, Captain (after- 
wards Sir Joshua) Rowley and, from the Superb, he again 
xj'ent to the We^t Indies, and joined Compiodorc Sir James 
Douglas, in the 0qbUn ; that officer having succeeded Sir John 
'Aluore, as commandcr-in.chicCon the Leeward Island station.'

Jlaving been appointed to 
r.Hccecd .''ir John IVfoore, in tlic command of the leeward island statiftii, 
he sailed from St. Helen's, Ik the Dublin, on the ^Otli ofMaich, 17(J0, ta¬ 
king witli him the Bicntuiisaui- and llcjliqiicux. In protecting the colonial 
trade, and in capturing scvcrhl of the cntmv's vessels, he was eminently 
successful. In 1761, in conjui^'ctioii with .'.ord Kollo, he rcdaccd Dominica; 
ill ^76Q, he assisted at the reduction of Martinique, ahd other French islands, 
and in the expedition against the llavannah ; after which he fcturui’d to 
Isiigland, and was protnofed (October, 1762) to the rank of Kear-JAcTlfllftd " 
of the M’hiic. At the peace, he returned to the West Indies,' ^ Commhti* 
der-in-chief. In October, 177^ he was made Vice-Admiral of the Blue, 
and then oVthe White ; in 177^ he was appointed Comiuandcr-in-diicf nt 
Bortsmonth, a station which hejicld for llircf years; on the 5d of Februa¬ 
ry, 1776, he was made Vice AdmiraVof ibe lied; in 1T7B, Admihil of 
the Blue; and, in 17112, Admiral of the White.

ivory ii) the biglit of Beijniu, where lay four French privateers Ubo had 
taken the fortfcss of that island but eight days before our arrival, nhd 
threatened to rase the same, if the inlK^bitanih d'd not ransom it, which 
they did for 40,000 crowns, half qf which was paid ; and they took two 
tlie nobles of*the island for the payincut of the rest. One of the said pri* 

> vateers gave gS j^ace, and took us on the 17th, and. infonned us of taking 
theffaetory in the river Qaijibia, by a Murtinicu brigantine of 12 guns, nnd 
. HO men by strtft'*gein , and that they would have attcmpierl our factories 
on the gold coast, but that they liked not their situations. They tool? the" 
Mary galley, of London^ Captain T'hirkie commander ; a Dulrh ship of 13 
.guns boun^ for Angola, and se/,eral P'trlugncse ships of no grrat value. 
They gave our tUen one of tht^Porlugucsc ships wiili a days provibions to 
I'etiirn Co il.c factories on the coast. 

*1 After our abode there for aboij? ten d^s, we sailed for Marlinico, 
where we remained prisoners about ten weeks, and by flag of truce wcie 
transported to Antigua. At Mnrtiniro, tliere arc two fortresses or harbours, 
the OQC*is called Fort Koyal, the other Fort St. Pierre;' Tfr these places 
belong sixteen privateers, sloops, and about ten privateers, fliom'l4 to 
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gtomj nccordmg to fffe'TieSt infcruiation I could obtain. These sloops go so

Plate whltti we were there, bound, for Roclielle, as they told ii», and many 
otht'P merchants, most of consitlciabltj Arce, to,the miinhcr ol^SO odd. 
This IS the most eminent island they have in the West Indies, jm.iI, in^iny 
opinion, the easiest Idotked up though not taken, ’line being onlv the two 
aforesaid harbours belongfligfto the island, and ihus\ti) the lcev\nid, whore 
two or three of our shipa of war nugbe lie olif mid oii with two or three 
sloops to ply bear the shores, which would iTitercept all tfte inci-clian hsc, 
and ruin the privateers of tNht island, which is their nursery of privaffer- 
ing, and galling of our trade. Certainly it is no more tontrarv to renstm, 
to send acow to catch ahare than to stud one o'*oiir iiicn of^wiir to catch n 
Martmico sloop, but ifenableil by sloops fit fur the ncc.'iMnii, ilu-re could 
• be no doubt of our success, pniviilid w e cruised to the Ice of the'said island, 
instead of cruising to the windward, which might be done with iiootherchargc 
than that of the sloops. The siirebt w'ty to carcli u fox is to ilig linn out of his 
bole.

LOCIJSIS, on AT SEA. 

The following statement is copied fiom a provincial paper 

As the ship Georgia, Cafitain .Sutke&, from 1 isbon to Sa'^annali, on tlis 
Slst of November last, in latitude SOdeorecs N. longitude, ^3 dej;rec8W. 
.about 3 P. M. then distant from the nearest land, the Canary*islamis, at 
least two hundred niile^, was sailing with a fine l.m/c from the soutii-euSt, 
about eight knot-, a black clouil from the suuth'ucst, and the ship 

w*as Sill at once hccalmecl. A light air nfeerwurds spiang up from the north 
east, at which time ilicre fell I'roni the cloud an iniuimcrahle qiilantiiy of 
large grasshojfjsers, so as to cover the ilock, tlie* tops, and every part of tho 
ship they could light upon. They did not appesir in the least exhausted j 
oil the contrary, when an atteniyt w.ts made to take bold of tiieip, they in¬ 
stantly jumped and endeavoured to avoid-.being taken. The calm, or a vtfry 
light uif« laisted fully an hour, and during the whole of the time, these in- 
i^cts coiilimied to fail upon the ship and anmiid her; such ns were wtilf 
in reach of the x'essel, alighted upon her, but immense numbers fell into the 
soft, and were seen fimnmg in masses by the siutj^. During the next day, 

»Inaiiy still remained about the rigging and decks, aud were seen iu qiu^iil!- 
tica jumping and dying from one place to another. Two buttles filled with 
some id the grassiioppiirs, preserved in spiiils, were keptfor the inspcciiun •

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much, rery much, my Lord, is wanting to render it agrccaMc. TIic next 
stage, after a service necessarily of six years, and o^ten of dou1)Ie*that 
period, is that of liculcndht ; piul as this is the iiighe<>t jmiiit, which the 
far greater part ever attliin, so it is, perhaps, of all oiiiers, .tiiC must 
entitled to' relief and commiseration. As a gAuleman, he must at all 
times appear, and, however unable to hear it, must live; the unavuidahle' 
charges of the table require more than half his income, and v\I)at might 
pass unknoifi/t, and on that account unj'dt, in the cockpit, canridt he 
adiiiittcti in the wardroom. 'L'he man is wountfed by the shafts winch fill! 
hnrtless upon the boij; and vvinit tiio careless gaiety youth never consi- 
ders, makes a deep imprcssiQii upon riper years :, the mind ojiprcsscd 
equally by the idea of 6cih^ thought tii be poor, and hy the consciousness 
tjfbet^gso’, and life is consiitned, and often shortened, in a vain effort to 
support, wliat cannot be suf)porlnl, aikl in scciiiitir^not to feel, wlnil is 
must paigt>ji/ull_p/tll. The third step is that'of commander; and surely, 
iny ]^)rd, when you reflect, that •he, with nearly the expenses of a post 
rupram, has much less to defray them, that he is deemed company for 
every table, and cannot keep Ins own; and that very many, who obtain this 
rank, languish for want of employment, ai>r*,ca*nMOt ohtair.Ki Oighcr, you 
must conceive, that, in a pecuniary light at least, it is no,very eiwiuhlc sta- 
*tion. Little: better, considered in the same view, is liiat of post captain : 
if IS, iiulcecd, highly and ju-iily itspictul, but it is the iispevl of couuntind 
Hiurie ; and, it Ino not uiifieqiientlY iuippcncd, that hr, v\ho coerces so 
many, is hini?elf under siihjci lion to lie iradesimm wlio inrnisiics tfie 
ai tides of lii^j estiiblf'lnnciil, and even the npccssaiy liabiinnrnts of his 
jirrson I 'I'iic last ranlv is that of admiral, and {liis, my Lord, winch so 
very lew can over reach, and gcuerally'^eakiug, when they do reach, ca^i 
for so short a timt’ cn|ov, one vtould expect would be so far rtivarilcd by 
a grateful country, that the growing loliififties of age would be alicvuited; 
the posMbiliiy of disease, and its attendant charges, anticipated ; and the 
fveiiingof lil'c rendered easy and agiccablt% hy an juletpiatc provision,— 
Tar otlicrwisr, my lord.p-The pay of an admiral is ins'.iliiciciit for any of 
jtlu'sc purposes. WIumi ins flag is down, he must* ticsctnd infinitely below 
Ins level IQ society; and the man who may have headed atid dirccl('(\ihc 
squadrons of Ills country, can barely afford himself, in an ubscuic retreat, 
the indispensable luxury er;i •-ingle servant, to perform the menial olticrs of ’ 
Ins household !—T" uv, rnv ijord, tins shuuhi not lie. The venerable nar- 
iin% when his energies are wasted, should not be consigned, in the period 
of his decline, to the acciimulnttd miseries of indigence, neglect, and 
obscurity. In this brief detail, I have conlinei> myself to the .snpcior 
classes of oflicers, witlioiit toucliing upon tlipse subordinate, win) arc perhaps 
ruther better paitl, and in some measure^ also, uncoiintctcd vwih my siih- 
ject, though, assuredly, well mcritvhg the parlicniar cousitieration of your . 
Lurdship.-»1 have also avoided entering npoi^the class of noii>cuii)iiaiaiit'. 
One of them owes its present increased cuiuforts, to the benevolent niton- 
tioii of^jour'iioblc faibcr, and the good cd'oct, in ioiroduting iiiei\,of talent 
into tiic navy, is alicady^nppaicut—another is in some degree a j^osi of

exthnsioniaf^benefits to the seamen too, my Lord, peithcr 

asked nor thanked forL should not bayb beeii accompanied with sp great a 
diminution of tlie liar^C^rned profit of their cominauders. Besides, tqy 
Lord, even in other times, but* a contingenay, a mere 

affair of chance, which could .bappqn but to a small, number, and never 
reached, or only in an ineffectual m^ner, a very large proportion. In 
these times, my Lord, it is now scarcely consideration; for, ej(clusiv« 
of the circumstance before Mentioned,'which attaches to admirals and 
captains or^y, there is another of greater moment which attaclies to all— 
a circumstance, my Lord, of infinite advantage to the country, and highly ' 
honourable to tlie navy, though if. cannot he dissembled. In no triiliiig 
degree, detrimental to its interests, and thus afturding n strong argument 
ill favoiir of the measure 1 endeavour to advocate. 1 allude, my Lord, to 
that commanding superiority of the British fleets, which has. left them 
nothing to conquer or /okro/i/are—lias swept tJieir inveterate enemy from 
the ocean—destroyed or paralyzes all his mighty eflTorts, and humbled the 
pride of tWe tyrant of the universe ! To fnis, my Lord, we owe the secu¬ 
rity of cur commerce—the safety of our colonies—the integrity of our 
coasts—the preservation of our property, and the luinKdj^ted enjoyment 
uf all the ciidearing tics of social and domestic life.—Wluu, my Lord, if 
the ultimate reward of those to'whose valorous exertions all these blessings 
arc attributable, and by Vhoin alone they cun be niaiutaiued Can jt bus ^ 
foiiifd ill the pos^Bsioii uf affluence, of independence, or of competence 
Ko, my Lord, a very different fate awaits the greater part 1—rEven thos# 
who^hnve the good fortune to attain the summit of their profession must 
^fa^ink f^n'a comparison of their relative comforts, with those of the lea^ 
wealthy, and oft^n least respcctaj^le, of their neighbours. Cramped hrajl 
tlioir means, unable to sustain their proper rank, the pity, perhaps qiicsr 
tioiiless, out the-envy of tliose aroupd them, tlicy are compelled to.sec^'iu 
retirement alid seclusion, a refuge from the evils of a narrow fortune, ,aod 
a wounded,«aiid sometimes, a broken spirit !--4fet, even this, my,Lprd, if 
liappincss, compared with what must** inevitably be the .condition of f| 
retired lieutenant f—It is tru^^ he has tjot to support tbe appisii|uncQ 
expected from the two first classes, bot,‘ltheric is wt thartwter, which h'e is 
imperiously cidled to support—2yie ehar^ts^ ^ <rgeRt 2 ln»C 9 ,‘aiHt%koow 
•f no higher. To iniagine that d)ia Otft be dqpe* (be jfsMty allow^ 
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iptSG ftfif()rded to liirefj^' is insulting to corntnon sense. Perhapsy niy Jxirdy 
the powers of fancy cannot depict a.more wretched‘being, than he who 
is redu^ to struggle, without hope, against the current of adyersity I 
to shelter himself fi-om impertinent cariosity ijj the hovel or the garret! 
to e.'it his scadty meal, with indecent haste, fearful of discovery or intru-’ 
sion ! to shiver, over^a few miserable embers, in the cold and cheerless 
solitude of the winter higlits I to wear the semblance of tranquility over the 
reality«uf distress I and to lie down, with the Oifnviction, that the succeed¬ 
ing morning will bring either a renewal, or an accession, of affliction !— 
My Lord, this description may!appear Uglily coloured, but bd*assured, 
under existing circumstances, it is but too true a representation, of what 
does, or must happen, to awerylarge proportion of the officers of the navy. 
In this melancholy picture, J. have not considered ^le possibility (/f the 
incumbrance (for, alas' such it must ne deemed ^ an aged parent! an 
orphan si^fer ! and, dearer still, a beloved wife,' and helplc.ss family !— 
Yet fdl these things may, and I'answell informed, very frequently'dn, 
occur. What, then, ray Lord, must be the anguish of a man so situated ^ 
I can easily conceive, but I am destitute of la^iguage to describe it; tlie 
grave'alnne can give relief to his suiTerings, aVid his last moments must be 
, euibittered by the recollection, that those, an anxiety fOr whom caused o? 
4ccelerated his end, will be left friendless and unprovidci^ to the mercy of 
an mifeLling world !—A cold heart, my Lord, may object, that a person so 
placed in life, should never marry ; but, not to uicnliun iliat such an iijca 
is at variance with the noblest and most generous passion of ihe human 
ntind, the person capable of conceiving it, Aiay safely be consigned 
infamy anti contempt. What I have said, my l.*trd, applies with the same 
force, both to the full and the h^lf-pay ; snid I might enumerate many m(;*c 
circumstances, whicli eiitit'e the iiavyj^o the attention «d ilic couijtiv,»as 
the losses by accident, by fire, and s>hip\vrfcrk, with various other tfx'pi iu'c-'j 
as heavy as they are unavtndablc, and fl)r which there Is no coaipoiibatloii; 
ttut, whut I have silrcatly stated, however feebly, vvilJJ 1 hi'pe, be sidllcitnt 


for my purjJttse. Yoi’*’ Lordship may, perhaps, indeed, imagine, tliai 
i,-<*niuch of the* misery I have depittgd is ideal, because it may never have 
been observed by you, or tliose in your confidence: but, aiy Lorrl,*\ ai 
must consider, that, tjrhile scenes of woe are excluded from the mansion-',, 
they al^o very rarely fail n uljr tlic obfervaiion of the gicar, and f 
entreat you,not to 1 n, an opinion, from ilm Counieminc--s of those wlio 
jre admitteil to your levee, or even the cioie distinguislied throng, who ase 
htnronrcd with an invitation to \unr table. l\Iany a serene ujid smiling 
aspect, has the canker in th.c bosonr;* and, siifely, ivy I.nrd, the ina''.!y 
fortitude, whicli is superior to inislbrluRe, is an argument, imt for the 
(tbiitinuation, bnl for the removal of it. • We admire the coibuLV whirh 
^aces the tempest, but wliei’C is tlic hoitrt that would desire i^ f * fall a saeri- 
fice?t—I have now, my Lord, pre'^imicd mile'll upon your goodue‘'S, ami I

rWllIE premature flfecny our wooden bulwarks has been frequently con- 
sidered, but it has 4)can more with a vid’iv to complaint, than to 
the demonstration of remedies. • '^he latter olyect I consider to have been 
not unsuccessfully consulted in a pamphlet very recently published by 
Itichard Poring, Esq. clerk of.‘the, chtcqnc iif his Majesty’s yard at Ply- 
mout'n Dock. Aftwvery properly reoomn»cilding that the shipwright 
should he regularly c.iu(l;atcd ij^maval mechanics, before he is permitted to 
undertake tlm {lerforniahCc t^any-dutief in the dock’^yard, the author pro¬ 
ceeds to attribute the premature decayof our ships ([the general duration 
of which he limits to eight years, unless tliey undergo a thorongh repair) to 
the use of uqfit matcriah), and improper methods of building, fastening, 
and caulking. To prolong iTils duration, he theti proposes that ,a1t our 
ships should he framed, planked, and caulked, undercover, and remain srt« 
to season; that'Lhey should be fa'^tened witli copper, instead of tree-naifs 
or iron ; that screws should he employed to heave up the bolts, instead of 
cl&nclies } that foreign timber siiouhl be entirely expelled from oiir dock¬ 
yards, except fr, and oak from some parts of America, the latter of which 
hu considers nearly equal in goodness to our own; that the*cniilking iron 
fthouUI bo the last thing applied jg>*'a ship before she is Jannclied ; that the 
several dq^ks in a yard, except those ivhieh admit I'essels with tlicir masts 
in', should be covered Up housed ^ver, as well as the ships on the stocks ; 
and fnat no ship should ever hove an/repairs given to her, the expences of 
which may exceed oije-ihird of her original cost! Jly carrying his plaiui' 
into execuliua, the author conceives that onr men of war would not only 
last three times as long as they now do, hut that tficy wonlrl be better able 
to qpnibat the dangers to which tliey n’iC exposed; that forty millions of’ 
money, besitfes interest, would be saved to the nation every tnenty-fonr 
years; that the consUmptiun of tindior'would he tiibiiiiished, as far as its 
use'cxtctida to ship-hi3lding, two-thirds; that thousands of lives w^ndd be 
preserved ; and that liic dry-rot and romiation of fungus, which now pre¬ 
vail in onr navy, to such an 'alarming degree,‘ would bc anniiiilateil. 
“ Those,’' to use the words of the autlior, “ are objects of no rnvlal 
iinpctaiicesto a kingdom that goslcsses tlio cmpiic of the seas, and if they 
CHI) be eff(|ctcd,’' tvhicb ho pledges Jrinpsclf 40 prove, whenever called on, 
most*assuredly have impelious and ^-resistinlc claims on' the iinmediate 
attention of Government.-''^ ^In another pnitt he remarks, “ But the writer 
must repent, that he has nothing tu friar'from miseonstruction; be has 
not launched out iato a buundlesj .sea of jipccuhiiivo opinions,' to bewilder 
himself anti rciitiers in a maze of plans, wirllnqt u'ic or without explana¬ 
tion ; but every thing be has ^id is founded dii tK«. Igri[o iirma of facts. 
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incontrovertible facts, ascertained during a long course of daily, lie may 
almost say, hourly observation of evcr^vi particular.*' So far as I am com* 
petenl to speak on' naval affairs, 1 tliink I may venture to cKprcis an 
opinion, that the premises of the writer arc corr«w;t, and liis aiguinenU 
conclusive. The circuinstanrc of Mr. Perring’s having been in Ins Majes¬ 
ty’s service nearly tliirty years, adds great weight.to every thing he alleges, 
as during this long period, he must, necessarily, have aeguired considentlile 
experieiioe: at all events, whether his plans are Hf^ughcivith those hcnenis 
which he imagines them (O be. or, not, they well meric consideration t 
consideration may give birth to discussion,^aad diseussiul may, evetflualiyt 
lea<l to something useful. 1 am, &e. * ^ 

A FRIKND TO THE NAVY. 


MR. CDSTOR, 

A MON(iST the sen ices which your ChRoxicif. rcmiors to our pro¬ 
fession, may certainly bo considered the easy means wfiich inaity of 
us now possess, of occasionally coniniunicatiug sn(:h detached^lat Is, rcla-^ 
live to naval history, a** have occuirt-d in the cofirse of onr oxperif uce, and- 
•re likely'to sink into oblivion. With this idea, I endcurufirtd, Mic other 
evening, to recollect the folluning circumstances relutivcH» Lord liuwc, 
which have not yet been recorded by you. 

During the year ITP'i, when his Lordship was cruising off the entranecT 
of the English Channel (the exact month I cannoj remember), with Q2 sail 
of the line, forlhe protection of a large convoy, wiiich wa* at that time 
expected from the West Indies, they fell'^^^with the combined French and . 
ISpaoiali fleets, consisting of upwards of AO sail of 4 he line, bcshltyi many 
smaller vc's.seis. ..After pcrfminiiig se\eial oyilutioiis in sight of the enrniy,* 
who were to windward, the British line was foriued on the larboard t»rc!:, 
and they then stobd under an easy sail to the nuithwj^rd, until they had 
made Scif'ly light-house. 'I'lie lyiiul then inclining to the southward, and 
it be'giiiniug to rain, the Aidmiral was of opiiiion,*lhat this ram would 
(jicbasiun the wind shifting to the N.W.; and that this change, were he tp 
the northward of Scilly, would enable him to weather the enemy's fleet. 
But it was now evenings and there was only just as much light as could 
enable oiy fleet to discern the aduiiial's signals : which, 1 well reinembef, 
^were immediately made, .uid wt le significant of his lordship’s intention of 
goic', with the fleet, between Scilly and the Land’s End, in the night. And 
as he hoped, by the time he sliould ge^thruugh, thai^ the wind wi>iild chop 
round to N.W. he would, by that iimi froiii that siluatioit, be 

enabled to weather the ciicmvj and attack their rear, which ws|S chiefly 
composed of Spanish ships, winch saiTod heavy. * 

The conlidetice which his lordship had of Mr, fluiiter's*' piloting judg¬ 
ment, «(ho was then lieutenant in the flag-ship,* induced him to send for.

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I ait<l to consult with him, togetlicr with 1\lr. MoscIct, the blaster, an hi(;li}/ 
erpcrienoed old seaman, respectiti|; the,passage, andf the edurses to 
1>Q sheered through it for avoiding the dangers 'it Contained. Sdeh 'tViu 
> the ctmfidenoe which dioso two officers h.id in their own knn%vlpdge, that 
they did not liesitate a moment, but informed tlio admiral, that they taw 
no difficulty in taking the fleet through, situated as they wer4 at'the close 
of ^ay (about two leagues south of St. Agnes I.ight); that tbdy would 
continue upon deck during the night, and aruuld dh-ect those changed in 
the coyrse, which.might an^r to them to be necessary, for avoiding dau¬ 
bers during the ru^ througnu * • * 

. The Signal having been ma(le«'ihbt tlje Victoi^ (flag ship) would^ lead, 
aiH that each s|}ip hras to cany a ligb^ in hi^'sterii tanthorn, as a guide to 
th^ ship next aste^ of her, nndr to Ibllojr (tile XHctorv in succi'ssion, the 
licet was carried/C'l^faugh tba^ pastage in a dark aiid hazy night, and the 
whole of our ships, v^re,' *l£t dayti^hf, jto thl'nortRward ofthe Ales of Sciliy. 
But the wind hdvipg continded jlT die 8. ^V'., quarter, disappointed the 
admiral. The fleet, iheri^f<^,'stood on tovlards the S.W. coast of Ire¬ 
land ; and the admiral, *Lnpwing that the expected convoy were directed t** 
make that land in their way hom% he left some cruisers there to apprize 
them of* the vicinity of the enemy's fleet. IJu lordship then rMumed 
his cruizing'grilund off the Channel; but, on his arrival there, no enemy 
was to bq seen. They had left the situation they had formerly been dis¬ 
covered in. And, so fur had his lordship's plan, of going between Sciliy 
and tlie Main during the night, answered the end of protecting this 
valuable convoy, that the French, being at tliat time ini-xpectation of a 
, convoy of their own from Mat^.ique and their ether klands, and missing 
our fleq^ in so sudden a manner, becanwr pu/zled by this scheme yf Ins < 
'lorrisliip: for they had no idr.a that a fleet of such heavy sliips would 
,u(cmpc chat passage in th® night. They were of opinion tliut he.hnd con¬ 
trived to slip to {he soutliward of them during'the night; and that Ins 
object was to intercept tlicir convoy. ** They, therefore, stood to the 
southward, to alTord protection to their expected convoy; and accordingly 
kf(t the Channel open for ours, whisH entered it very soon nfterwartlf. 
.Some of the sterymost ships of our convoy, actually saw from the roast- 
Lead, the scattciCd port of the enemy's rear. ^

BEfeLARATION^ ^ , . 

T he Oovernrioent of France'having by atrOfficial. Report, commiini- 
^:atcd by its Mly^ter for Furei^p affiiirs-tif 1,19 couservative Senate on 
the lO-th day of Mai^ilast,-removed all doubts the pcrbcvcrance of 
that Government itr tlio nssertif*ii 9 !* principles, aitdriir.the maintenance of 
a system, not more hostile to the rights nn 4 coomicrcial interests 

of the British Empire, than inconsistent x'Vith 'ilie rights and itidepettd* 
ence of Neutral Nations ; lfnd.hnvin», thereby, plainly developed the- inor* 
dinatc pretensionswhich that system, as promulgated in the Decrees 
of Berlin an^ Milan, was from the first designed to cidurce; his'Royal 
liighncss the BiitA;c Regent, acting in the luuiie, aiul on the behalf of his 
Majesty, deems it proper, upon ilys furtiial and autiientic repuhlieation of 
the*principles of those Decrees, thus publicly to ilcclurc his Royal High- 
ness’s determination still firityy to resist the iiitroiluclioii and cttablisiiuieiic 
of this arbilrafv Code, winch the Goveriiirieiit of rrmice openly avows its 
piifpose to impose by force upon world, as the JiUw of Nations. 

Frcin th%.tiuic that the progressive* injnsttce and violence of the French 
Government made it impossible ft#f his Majesty any longer to restrain the 
cxercisl oT the rights of war within their ordinary limits, without siibirnttiiig 
to consequences not J 4 SS ruinous to the Commerce of his Dominions, than * 
dtroiiatory tb the Rights of his Crown, his^ Majesty JbnS endeavoured by a 


restrioed and moderate use of those rijghts of retniiation, winch the U(*rliu « 
and ^^lhn Decrees necessarily called into action, to reconcile Neutral States 
to those measures^- which the conduct of the enemy had rendered unavoid- 
ifole: and whidi Iiis Majesty has at all times professlid hisi-yeadiiiesB to 
revoke, so sooSi 'as the Decrees of tlie enemy, which gave occasion to them, 
should be formally aAd uncondiijonally repealed, and the Commerce of 
Neutral Nations restOKd to its accuatometj course. 

At a subsequent period qf the warj h'f Majesty availing Idmself of the- 
then situation (>f Europe, withou^ abandoning the principle and object of 
the Orders in|Counril of November, Jf^7, was induced so to limit their 
operation,'as inaterially to alleviate the i^'Striptiqns thereby imposed-upon 
Neutral t’oininerce, 'I'hc Order in Cuuncil(|jfi^prii, 1809, was substituted 
in the room of those of November, 1807, and'M^.fetalfatory system of Grca • 
[Jriiam acted no longer on everjjjf-.iJntry iq'which the aggressiveinensures 
)f the eiiemj wbet- in force, but was confined in its operatiqu tq I'tHneQ 
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•tuf IQ tbe countries upon vrliich the French yoke was moat strictly mpo> 
ked'; 'and wtiicli had become virtually| a part of the doiiiiiiions of France. 

The lluitcd States of AineKca remained, nevertheless, dissa^fif^; and 
their dissatiafactioa has been greatly increased by^n artifice tod^^ucccssfully 
employed on the part of the enemy,, who has pretended that the Decrees of 
Berlin aiul»Milaii were repealed, althougl) the Decree affecting sucii repeal 
has never been promulgated ; although the notification of such pretended 
repeal ^distinctly described it to be dependantconditions, in which the 
enemy knew Great Jiritnlu couldyuever acquiesce, uiul nhliuugh abundant 
evidence has since appeared of tlierT subsequent cxecn 
But the enemy has at length laid asi^e all dissimtilut 
and solemnly declares, not^nly that those Decrees s 
but that they shall be rigidiu executed uiuil Great Britain shall coinpl’/witli 
addilionnl conditAins, e(]|i|aNy extravagant ; and he t'>^lhcr aniiuuiu^s the 
penalties o4‘those Decrees to be in full force o^inst arr\rtfr>ns \vh:dii sluill 
suffer their flag to be,' as it is termed in tiiis new code, dcnatiunali/cd.’* 
In addition to the disavowal of the Blockade of and of tlie 

principles on ivhich that blockade %vas cstablisluui, and iii^diluni to the 
repeal of the Itniish Orders in CouiiCjd->-Jie demands aiuadmission of tlie 
priiiciptes, that the goods of an eiieiny, carried under irncutriiyUig, shall 
'be treated as neiitrni ;—that neutral [iroperty under an enemy 

shall be treated as hostile t — tlmti^nns and warlike stures alone (to the 
exclusion of ship'litnber and other articles of naval equipment) shall bu 
regarded as contraband of war ;—and tliac no ports sliali he cunsidcred as 
lawfully btock^idcd, except siicli as’t^re investee/ and besiegtd, in the pre¬ 
sumption of their being taken, [cm pr^nti^d' (Urt prnj, and inio winch 
a merchant ship cannot enter Wrillniut dnii^r. ^ 

By these and other demands, tfie enernv in fact requires, that &reat Dri- 
tciiii and all civiliml iintiniis, shall rciinmirc, at his arbitrary pleasff^ the 
onliiiary and indispiitablc rights of maritime war: tlij^ Great Britain, in 
)faiticiilar, shall fOVego the advantages of her i^'ai superiority, and allow 
the coiiimcreial property ns well as toe produce and maiiiifucturca of 
.France, and her confederates, to (mss the ocean in security, while the siib- 
'’jeclsof Great Biiiain arc to be in effect proscribed froin ulk cuuunercial 
intercourse with other nations; and the produce and raaiuifncturcs of these 
realms are to be^cxclutlcd from every country in the world to which tlie anus 
or rlic ihflucnoe «£i^' enemy can extend. 

^'!ch are the demands to which the Brisish Government is summoned— 
to the abandonment of us most anci^, c&sciitial, and iiiidoiihted maritime 
rights. Such is the code by which l'i?iT-«e hopes, under tlie cover ot a neu¬ 
tral dag, to render her coininerce unaspiilabiS by sea; whil.'>t sliu Woreeds to 
invade or to incorporate with ber own dominions ail States that iicsiptate to 
sacrifice their rrtttioiiai interests at hdr command, and in abdication of ilieir 
just n^lits to adopt a code, by which tliey are required to exclude, under 
the mask of municipal rcgulatioit, whateverjs British, from their duiiiinion>«

T here is no doubt, Uiat, were the space between Drake’s Inland nndP 
Mount Edgccomb to he shut u^ Earn Pool,would he* completely 
sheltered as well as the front of ^be dock-yard, and vessels would ride at 
eitlAir place with perfect safety. And ns tli^ tide wquld be coolioed to the 

channel beAveen Drake’s Island ai)d Mount blotie, the current would be

stronger. tBut although its tcndeiftiy would be to deepen this cliniinei, yet, 
as we believe the whole bottom and sides to be hard ruck, we doubt wheihor 
the water u'ould produce much eifect in,scouring it down; it »auld rise, 
hiwcrer, somewhat higher, and a greater ^pth would, in this way, be ub« 
taini^d: the strength of th% current w'ould also be considerably encrca^d, 
as tbe*area of tliis channel is about one fourth Jcsstlinti that between Elq^k-. 
house Poiut and Wilderness-point. But were even t(|c velocity le be en* 
creasedone fourth, it would little uxcecd three miles per hour ; fyr we 
fouiirf bn trial', the 2dst of Inarch last at half ebb, that the water bctwc|n 
the hist mentioned points, assisted by a coiisidcrabie land ilcvjd, only 
moved at.t^ie rate of two and a half miles ^r hour. 

The encreasdd current would he of tonsidcrable advantage to vessels gn«’ 
ing jntOt or out of the Ilarooaze, w^ire the channel straightbut as it would 
be very cnookliii,. the case would pifiveotlier.wisc: and although the ^dvan* 
tagey >jtated above,-woukl be obtained by the simttiug 9p of the bridgb, 
other evils would cesult, in our^ipinioo, of fair greater magnitude. * . ' 

'WfiM the tide'sets’into Urn llantoaze, it is the stroi<,'('.^r about thi'ee- 
queriers imod; at this time, 'a Strong tide pasj|es 'over fhe brtdgi', as W(-ll 
aS'ihrodlli'the bbatinel betwbilit Mount Stbhc and Drake’s Island: the 
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.tmeetiiig of these above Barn Pool in an oblique direction, oecasiori* 
change of their direction, and the cptnbincd currents move on between 
Wilderness Point and Blockliouse Point, towards Mutton Covc*^ frfim 
thence sweep along the front of the dock*yard u^io^he Hatnoa/i.* Whereas, 
were no tide to be allowed to pasaacross tiic bridge, the current woulif 
mulie. directly into Barn Pool, and fmih thence it would be reficctcd across 
to the old gun wharf point, and from theneq ^ain into Mill Bay. • Thus 
ves-'cls^oiug into the Hamoaze would be in constant danger, first, in run* 
niog against Wilderness Point,,and secondly,„itt crossing from thence, 
egainst the Gun-Wharf Point. AlKi it isfirobflblc.'alh*), that afai^e mud- 
bank W'ould be formed in part of the'dock-yard. Tn^nvcniencics similar 
to the above, would likWise be exporicriced in conn'iJ out of tbe Har|^uazc. 
Moreover, the ojiening to the Hamo^/e being less^ a smaller quantity of 
water would flow into aiidithrou^h it, which would be extremely iujtirious 
to the harF)our. For these reasons, therefore/ we arc ofa^niem, that what¬ 
ever is done at the bridge, should be done with the gieitrcst caution. Per^ 
haps a pier may be built part of the vvay from Mount Fxlgcombe to Drake’s 
Inland; but'jf this were to be done, a phrt of the bridge -hpuld also be re¬ 
moved. In our opinion, liowcvcr, it would be niuclt beFbor that nothing be 
«done here, until'tlte cflccts of the above hrea'k^'ftter have been nseertniued ; 
and it docs not appear to us, that any other work within 4hc great break¬ 
water would materially iinprofe the harbour, for the purposes of his Majes¬ 


ty’s fleets. • 

^ We have stated, in a former part of this rejinrt, that, from the informa-. 
tion of piloFh and otiu’rs, the sound, by the deposition of uiud or sill 


brought down by the land-freshcs iiitd tho Ilnmoazc pind Cutwater, hasj>e- 
come more shallow than it wasihalf a century ;igO, and tliat it still seems to 
be on the, decay. On this wc may obse 5 \c, that all bays into which rivers 
are discharged,’become in time more ^inllow by the deposition «f silt 
brought down by them from the interior country. But Plymouth Sound is 
as unlikely as any place we know*to receive matcpal injury in aiiy reasona¬ 


ble time from sucli ailuvious matter; for as the ’.Qpnial-, with the other ^n- 
' tribyting streams that flow into^ the Ilnmnaze, hold their general t^ourse 
thrqiigh a hard soil, and have a laige space lu deposit thejr biud on befora 
tliey elite/ the sounds we apprehend that when jt gets there, vdry little i# 
left tcbddposit. Tb;; same may be said of the rivers that empty theruselves 
iiitj^ title Cutwater, at least as it was so before cmy tnud lands were cin- 


bimked ; ibut it may now soon be oihen^se.
